PREFACE. 

£^!^lfffi^}l^ ff^orthy Friend of mine^ fome Tears ag$^ 
fii^O^li^ Communicated to me a Treatife^ puiliftfed 
•A S^ ^^ Germany, againft the Herrnhutcrs, 
*^ or Moravians, intitled^ as far as I re^ 
member y the Wickedncfs of the Herm- 
huters detedbed, i^c. I found the Society 
tharged there tvitb Doltrines and Immoralities ef fa 
grojs a Nature^ that the very Enormity of them pre^ 
Hinted my giving Credit to the Charge, chiefly as the 
Author had not fufficiently evidenced his Allegations i 
andy bejides, fhewed a Bittemefs in his Exprefftons, that 
could give Room for fufpe Sling him of Calumny. 

I had fometime aft€r\ an Opportunity of difcovering 
the Place, where the Moravians held their public Wor-- 
fiyip, and hearing great Encomiums beftowed on Count 
Zinzendorf by fome that had connexion with the Society j 
I refolved to affift at bis Sermons, or Difcourfes, as well 
as thofe of the other Moravian Teachers. At that 
Time I had not as yet read any of their Writings , and 
us I knew not, that, befides tbefe public Meetings, they 
' held private ones, to which only approved Members 
were admitted, and that their Teachers took Care puh^ 
licly to profefs only fuch Thirds, as every Body might 
hear, whether Moravians or not : I began to be con^* 
firmed in my Difbelief of the Allegations mentioned in 
4hat Treatife, as thofe Matters, which I, atfirft, beard 
in their public Sermens^ appeared to have no Analogy 
thereunto. 

But, how unprejudiced foever^ I continued, for a con^ 
fiderahU Time, td \nix with the Audience, I could not 
help at Lej^tb furmifing, that, at leaft, fame Part ef 
the Charge brought againft them, was not without 
Foundation. Strange DoHrines now and then efiaped 
their Teachers, tme of whom went fa far as to profefs in 
txplicit Terms ^ that Tranfgreflion and Sin were, no 
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more ; and though this might perhaps proceed from his 
being a young unexperienced Man^ who had forgot^ that 
all his Hearers were not profefled Members, yet theft 
unguarded Expreffwns made me fufpe£t^ that there muft 
be among them DoSlrines of a dangerous Tendency ; and 
this I fbould have had full ConviSlion of^ had I been 
acquainted with the following remarkable FaH^ related 
to me fome Time after^ viz. that Count Zinzendorf, in 
a Sermon' preach* d by him in London on the nth Sun- 
day after Trinity 1 746, publicly had fet forth: that the 
feventh Commandment could oblige us no more in 
the New Teftament, becaufe it was at a Time, 
when one man had five or fix wives. This can be 
proved by the Depofition of a Reverend Clergyman^ who 
was prefent at that Sermon. 

Whilfi I frequented the Moravian Meetings^ I got 
Sight of a Bookj publijhed at Francfort and Leipzig, 
in 1 75 1, which gives an, Account of the Behaviour of 
that Society in the County (t/* Biidingen, chieffy relating 
to political Matters^ but where the Reader has likewife 
an Opportunity of learning from their TranfaSiions^ that 
their Tenets are likely to be very pernicious to Church 
and State. As a great Number of Letters^ wrote by 
Count Zinzendorf himfelf to the Regency of that 
County J are to be met with in this Piece ^ and as they 
are fo many authentic Vouchers for the Truth of the 
Falls there infer ted-y I yielded to the Solicitations of an 
Acquaintance^ who had dejired me to give the Public a 
Tranflation^ or Abridgment of this Account^ which is 
known to have been printed by Authority ^ in Order that 
every unprejudiced Perfon might be enabled by thefe Do- 
cuments to form a Judgment of this new SeSl : But this 
JDeJign happening afterwards to be dropt^ I thought it 
would anfwer the fame Purpofe^ fhould I confult the 
Writings of the Moravian Leaders^ and by comparing ' 
them with what was alledged againft the Society ^ ac- 
quire a thorough Knowledge of their DoSlrines and 
Tenets J and that with a View of doing them impartial 
Jujiice.

^JUs was tie Scheme I went upon^ and was refohed 
to carry it into Execution^ when a Reverend Divine cf 
the Church of England, who is allowed by all that 
know him^ to be an Honour to his Profeffton^ acquainted 
me, that a Paftoral Letter againji Fanaticifm, publijhed 
in Holland by Mr. St'nftra, Minifter of the Menno- 
nifts at Harlingen, had been tranflated into French 
ty an anonymous Author, who had thereto prefixed a 
Preface, in which fome Account was given of the 
Herrnhuters or Moravians, and of the Writings of 
their Leaders, and that it would be doing a Service to 
the Public, fhould I publifh a Tranflation of both Pre- 
face and Letter j after having previoufly compared thofe 
Matters aUedged againft the Herrnhuters with the 
Original German Writings of their J'eachers. As by 
this Time I had difcover^d the proper Sources from 
whence I was to furnijh my f elf with the DoSlrines of 
the Society, and as feveral of my Friends were willing 
to affijl me with the Writings quoted in the faid Preface^ 
and likewife with others wrote for and againji the 
Herrnhuters, / was inclined to undertake the Tajk. 
But after further Conjideration, perceiving that the 
paftoral Letter, tho* wrote with great Judgment, ( i ) 
was no more than a Ttreatife againft Fanaticifm in 
general, and that the Account of the Herrnhuters pre- 
fixed thereto, was imperfelt, and in fome Places incon-* 
fijient with the Meaning of the Writers of Hermhutifm, 
/ changed my Purpofe of barely tranflating this Work % 
and after having carefully perufed the Writings of the 
Moravian Teachers, preferved thofe Articles of Accu- 
fation that had been properly fiated in the above Preface, 
and collelied further what appeared to me worthy of 
Notice : I thence compofed this Narrative of the Rife 
^ and Progrefs of Herrnhutifm and its DoHrines ; to 
which I have added Obfervations on the Politics of that 
Society, fhewing the Danger that may arife to a State 
from its favourite Tenets, and exemplifying the fame in

/ amfenfible^ I have undertaken a Bujinefs diffleqfing 
in itfelf and which will doubtlefs^ be difliked ^ Count 
Zinzendorf, who^ as he has charged tbofe Divines in 
Germany that have wrote againji him^ with a wa^v- 
w^myfijoavn will be much more liberal in befiowing this 
Cenfure on a Layman. But^ as I take it to be the in^ 
difpenfible Duty of a Chrijlian, to undeceive the fVtjrld 
whenever it lies in his Power ^ this Conjideration alone 
will fufficiently apologize for the Liberty I have taken \ 
and J bejidesj iflmijiakenot^ the Performance itf elf will ^ 
en this Account^ meet with a favourable Reception from 
ihe Public. Had a Clergyman undertaken the difagree* 
able Tajk I have now in Handy fome Perfons mighty 
perhaps^ he inclined to place his Zeal on the Score of 
Inter eft or Party \ my being a Layman fcreens me even 
fr<m the Su/pidon of any A&tive of this Kind. 

Upon the whole^ Uis not I that charge the Society 
with the grofs Errors and Pra£lices mentioned in the 
following ^reatife\ the Writings and ConduSl of the 
Count himfelf and thofe of the other Teachers ^Herrn- 
hutifxn, are their fok Accufers. I have barely reported 
what has been publifhed by tbem^ without magnifying or 
liffening ObjeSls, As for the Obfervations made by me 
en their Politics and fecret Con/iitution^ they arefo ob- 
W0is and derive fo naturally from their Doffrines and 
Difcipline^ that whoever is acquainted with Jhem, muft 
fide with me in the following Opinion, viz. That no 
Government that harbours them, can be fecure whilft 
their Leaders go on at the Rate they, have done hitherto \ 
efpeciaUy when it is conjidered, that their Conduit abroad 
plainly proves j they make no Scruple, under the Cloke of 
Religion and Liberty of Confcience, to atHmpt any Thing 
that fuits their Dejigns. Ipurpofely mention the Leaders 
•^ Herrnhutifm, as I would. not be underftood to have 
fo indifferent an Opinion of the private Members of that 
Body. This would be a rafh^ an unwarrantable Judg^ 

ment\ 
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9Heni', I reaiiy beHevetbe httvr to ^, /</>• the mofi Part^ 
iwif/i wd und(figning. The Gtuvtrnments that granted 
ihem ProteSion akraad^ never objeSed againft tbe/e', 
tb^ were tmlyfor rsmpving the Leaders^ who appeared 
too bttfy in tumperif^ with their Credulity. I am perr 
fimally acquainted with Jbme of the Herrnhuters, or 
Moravians, and take them to beji(fi and upright in their 
Dealings ; but then^ they are wholly ignorant of the Ar- 
cama orfecret Counfels of their Leaders^ and only give the 
Name of the Society to the Undertakings of the former. 
As I have quoted fome of the Hymns ^f the Herrn- 
huters, 'tiifit^ I fifould mention^ that Count Zinzen-- 
dorf, or thofe that apok^ize far himi endeavdur to 
evade the Charge of Scandal brought againft him on tht 
Seore oftbefe Hymns \ partly by ajferting^ that they are 
tompofed in a German Idiom peculiar to the Bohe- 
mians, /i/n/ that it is this Peculiarity^ that renders fome 
Pi^agjss in them obnoxious to the Cenfure of thofe that 
are unacquainted with the fmd Idiom \ partly by denying 
point ^lanky that fuch bf ih&r feandakus Hymns as will 
wt admit of a tplmebk J^ence^ and are contained in 
their ^Hfh Appendix^ did ever exifty or were ufed by 
the Society. In anfwer tothcjirfl Part of their Plea:^ 
I may with the greateji 7*ruth ajferty that nothing can 
be more pitiful than this Evt^on^ whitk fo frequently 
occurs in the IVriters of that Party ^ I am not a 
Stranger to Bohemia^ . having, crofs^d the whole Country^ 
and been eowverfant with many of the Inhabitants \ but 
coidd never find any difference between their German 
and that fpoke elfewhercj excepting that of their Pro* 
nunciation or Accent ^ whichy I own^ doth not come up 
to that of Saxony. However ^ fhould my Evidence be 
deemed partial in- this Pointy Imufi beg leave to appeal 
to any German here^ that is not an Herrnhuter; whe* 
tber or no the fVords I have quoted from their Hymns 
are not the very fame German he has heard at the 
Place of his Nativity ; barring one Jingle Word^ men- 
tioned in the * ijtbUne of the 4.6 th P age ^ viz. Brifchel, 

B whicb^

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<i;feVi&, if I miftake not^ the Hermhutcrs them/elves do 
not underfidndy and has only been made ufe of to rhime 
with Tifchel) by a Licence that doth not much redound 
to the Honour of their Poetry ; not to mention^ that thefe 
Hymns were made in Germany. As to thefecond Part 
of their Defence^ viz. aflat Denial^ that thofe of their 
fcandalous Hymns ^ which are to be met with in their 
mitb Appendix^ ever exijied or were ufed by the Society j 
it requires no other Confutation^ than that of one of their 
own Apologiftsy who calls himfelf Albinus Sincerus, 
and whofe Teftimony they witty doubt lefsj ftand by ; after 
which the Reader may judge for himfelf what Strefs can 
he laid on fuch kind of Reformer s^ as make no Scruple 
to deny to-morr^ow what they have afferted to-day, 
Thefe are his IFordsy page 121:* *Tis not truCy what 

* Dr. Baumgarten (a Divine againft whom Albinus 

* Sincerus wrote his Treatife) affirms^ viz. that the 

• Xllth Appendix of the Hymns of the Society is kept 

* fecret. It was printed above a Tear and an half

The Apologifts of the Herrnhuters or Moravians, 

bave^ two indeterminate Ways of anfwering what is 
cbjeSled agatnji ihemy and thefe are their moji common 
'Methods of Defence. They pretend^ either that they are 
purpofely calumniated^ or not underftood by their Adver- 
faries. As for thefirft^ they cannot ^ with any Appear- 
ance of Truthy make ufe of it againjl me^ as I have ad- 
vanced nothing but what I found in their Books ^ or was 
well attefteds and I imagine my f elf to be beyond the 
Reach ofthefecond^ as I have joined all along the * Ori- 
ginal German Text to the Tranflation of thofe Paffages 
I have quoted from their AHtl:>ors^ in order to do im- 
• ri;^ ift Edition, partial 
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partial Ju^ce hoth to them and wyjtlf^ though I m^ 
acknowledge at the fame timCj that the inimitable Stile 
of Count Zinzendorf, has fometmes given me no fmall 
Pains to make him intelligible in Englifh, without 
fwerving from his Meaning. 

Let me add^ that it is not unufual for the jipohgijis 
I am fpeaking of to treat their Aiverfaries unhand- 
fomly \ they frequently mention with the utmoft Con- 
tempt the JVritings that appear againft them^ adding j 
that they deferve to be burnt by the Hands of the Com- 
mon Hangman^ though penrCd with never fo much Mo- 
deration, ^Thisjhews what Spirit they are of and that 
were their Power equal to their Inclination^ a Spanilh 
Inquifition would probably be the Confequence. They 
are pleafed fome times to intrench tbemf elves behind a 
Wall of Paper \ Charters^ Grants^ Tejiimonialsy Synodal 
AUs^ are a Kind of Barrier they oppofe to their Adver- 
faries with no fmall Oftentation^ pretending them to be 
fufficient Proofs of the Soundnefs of their DoSlrines ; and 
whenever they make a Shew of defending tbem^ they 
commonly deviate from the Matter propofed\ they multi- 
ply Words about Things no body denies., or elfe anfwer 
in fuch a Manner^ as to favefome Hole to creep out at j 
defying what they owned before^ and what is in explicit 
Terms fet forth in their Writings. They are likewife 
expert at concealing their Names ^ that fuch as call them 
to an Account^ may not know whom they have to deal 
withy and whether their Apologies are to be afcribed to 
fome particular Member of the Body i or to Count Z\n- 
ztndovf himfelf and thus to the whole Society, which 
we may fuppofe to be virtually comprifed in him ; nay^ 
fome pretend not to be Members of the Herrnhuters, 
that their Apologies may bear a greater Appearance of 
Impartiality. Such Shifts and ContrivanceSy whatever 
they may think of them^ Jhe^v that they have not the 
Truth in View^ but the Execution of a favourite Plan. 
*Tis to be hoped notwithftandingy fi>ould they think pro- 
per to anfwer this Treatife^ that they will confider^ they 
arc among a Nation too clear -ftghted to fuffer themf elves 
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lb be impefid "k^w after this Ratij and that they 'mil be 
prevailed upon at lafi^ to give up the hfincerities they 
have been converfant inforfo long a Time. 

I can fcarce e7cp£l fo much Candour ef the Moravian 
Leaders^ as to fuffer their Flock to read what has been 
fet forth her^y fince their Apologias are ufed to boafi^ 
that no Member of their Society reads what has been 
wrote againft their DoSrines. If the FaR be true^ Uis 
not to be wondred at^ that they can keep their People in 
fervile Dependance^ whOj as it has been obferved by 
others^ are fo ignorant^ that they look upon what is al- 
fedged againft the Writings of their Chiefs ^ as downright 
Cdlumtr^j faying^ that as they live among them^ were 
the Allegations true^ they needs mufi be thefrji to know, 
them tobefo. 

- / have but one Thing more to animadvert upon^ 
which is, that the Leaders of Hcrrnhutifm, being fen- 
Jihle that their DoSlrine and Conjiitution cannot poffibly 
bear a Scrutiny^ have, among fundry other Artifices 
made ufc of to prevent it, endeavoured to furprife the 
unvjary, by telling them^ that fhould their Tenets be 
bandied promifcuouffy in public Writings, ChrifHanity 
would run the Ri/k of being ridiculed by Unbelievers^ as 
it had been formerly by Lucian. This I take to be a 
kind of Acknowledgment that they hold Doilrines, either 
fidiculous in tbemfelves, or at leaft that afford a Handle 
for Ridicule. True Chrifiianity has none of this Na^ 
ture. It would be fomething quite new and uncommon 
indeed, fhould a Criminal pretend to avoid being tried 
and condemned^ by pleading, that fhe Government would 
thereby make known to the World, that it had harboured 
a bad SubjcSi in its Bofom.--^Figei me plura profcrrc.

Of the R I s E and pRocRESSof the 

Herrnhuters, ^C. 

:"^ R ELI G I O N is knowiv to be a truclntro 
one, if its Articles of Faith arc founded ^^' 
upon the Authority of Divine Revela^ 
tion. This is allowed by all that ac- 
knowledge the Scriptures to be the 
Word of God. Hence it might ieem an eafy Mat* 
ter, to difcover whedier the Dodrines of a Religion 
are found or not, by only trying them by this mod 
facred Standard. But foit happens^ that, whilft 
amongft Men of different Perfuafions in Matters of 
Religion, fome agree to Dodrines which others 
diflent from •, the only Queftion is, Whether they 
can be proved by Scripture, or are contradidory to 
it. One Party pretends to fhew, that their Dodrines 
are confonant to Holy Writ, and the other again 
endeavours to prove the contrary. This has hap* 
pcn'd in the Gourfc of many Centuries, and is cer- 
tainly, among others, one Reafon why too many 
fhew fo much Indifference towards Religion in ge- 
neral, by looking upon its Dodrines at leaft as un- 
certain, fince they perceive that Perfons of different 
T)enominations in Religion, pretend, each in their 
Turn, to maintain their Principles by dired Prooft 
or Confequences, dedticed from the fame divine 
Authorities. 

In order to remove this Inconvenience, and, at 
the fame Time, to take off ail Pretences for Irrc- 

ligion. 
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ligion, fome have thought, that the Dedfion in 
Matters of Religion ought not fblely to be left to 
whatever any might alledge on that Account from 
the Scripture, but to the Determination of the 
Church, that is to fay, to the.Decifion of the prin- 
cipal Members of the Clerjgy. But after all, let 
Mens Sentiments about this Matter be what they 
will, there remains but one Way to try a Religion 
by, and that is, to examine whether its Dodrines 
give us fuch an Idea of the Supreme Being, and lead 
us to fuch a Worfhip of him, as is confiftent with the 
Reverence we owe him, and the Pradice of them 
are conducive to the Intereft of civil Life. For it 
will always remain an inconteftible Truth, that the 
Tree is to be known by the Fruit it bears. 

When therefore Men broach any Doctrines con- 
cerning the Deity, that muft be (hocking to the 
Ears of all true Chriftians, and rather difgrace than 
honour it ; when its Teachers avowedly hold. That 
Reafon mull entirely be given up ; when they ufurp 
an arbitrary Power, pretending to immediate Or- 
ders from Chrift, and, under that Colour, impofe 
upon their deluded Followers whatever they pleafe ; 
when they teach, that Chrift can make the moft 
villainous Ad to be Virtue, and the moft exalted 
moral Virtue to, be Vice ; when they hold it lawful 
to break the Tye between Parents and Children j 
when none of their Brethren and Sifters, as they call 
them, have Liberty to marry according to Inclina- 
tion, but as their Chiefs dired -, when they delpife 
the eftablifh'd Church, by openlv profeffing, that 
the Divines, without the Pale of their Sed, have to 
this Time deceived the .World ; when thofe Things 
which Decency forbids to mention, are lafcivioufly 
commemorated in their Hymns, and muft of courie 
prove Incentives to a fcandalous Life -, when Mat- 
ters concerning the interior State of their Affairs 
are fo cohtrived, as evidently Ihew, their Leaders 
are gradually fapping the Foundation of the civil 
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Government of any Country they fettle in, and 
c&abMaing2n Empire Wi^lmM Empire I I fay, when 
t^eife Things can be made appear, will any body be- 
lieve, that the Reli^on of inch a Society is a true 
one I and will not every one be of Opinion, that it 
deierves no Countenance, let its Cniefs difg^uife* 
tbemfelves as much as they pleafe under the Nami 
of Proteftants ? 

I am forry to fay, that this is the Cafe of the; 
HermbtUers^ who vainly take upon themfelves the 
Name of Moravians^ or Moravian Brethren^ or other- 
wife fble themfelves Unitas Fratrum.^ I am fenfible 
it will appear ftrange, nay perhaps incredible to 
many, that this Society fhould deferve fuch a Cen- 
furc. For 'tis known, that a rcfpeftable Body of 
learned Divines, viz. the Theological Faculty at 
the Uriivcrfity of Tiibingenj has given them Tefti- 
monials of Orthodoxy. We alfo know, that the 
Leaders of this Brotberbeod made the Legiflative 
Power of this Kingdom believe, that their Tenets 
do in no refpeft differ from thofe of other Pro- 
tefbtnts, and that upon this, an ASt has pafled in 
their Favour, which grants them Leave to fettle in 
xhiBritiJb Dominions. But thefe Obje£tions, how 
fpecious foever they are, will immediately vanilh, if 
the Reader will give himfelf the Trouble to infpeft, 
at the End of this Treatiie, TefHmonials of a later 
Date, ^ven by the lame Univerfity, which, I fup- 
pofe. Count Zinzendorf^ the Head of the Herrn- 
kuters^ or Moravians^ has not thought proper to 
produce; in which thofe Divines, that granted 
the former in favour of this SeA, give a lively 
Pi£hire of their grofs Errors, and the dangerous 
Tendency of the Authority of its Leaders ; and 
publickly avow, that they were impofed upon at the 
granting of the firib . Tefiimonials. As feveral 
Princes of the Empire were deceived in the like 
Manner, and a&erwards found themfelves obliged, 
for their own Security, to expel this Seft out of 

their 
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.(heir Donumdnsy-it.wiU not appear fbange, chat ao 
honourable Partiamexit fliouki likewUe be impofed 
upon. The Leaders of this Se&, are from a kmg 
Time known, to make no Confcience of arerrii^ 
any thing, provided good may arife therefrom to 
their Society. Count Zinzemkrfy in order to induco 
the World .to believe that his Do&rine was founds 
had the Confidence, in a Book wrote by him, in^ 
titled Natufal Refiexions^ &V. to ;ai2Brt, that he had 
fubmitted to be examined by the Theolo^Hcal Par 
culty at C(^^enh^en\ and yet the whole Aflertion^ 
upon Enquiry, was found to be an open Untruth^ 
which induced that Body to te£tify die fame,, by a 
public AOi under their Seal ; a Copy whereof, N^ 2, 
is annexed to this Treatifc. 

I could produce many m.orc Proofs of the like 
Infincerities ; but as my Intent at prefent is to give 
the Reader w Idea of this Sedb in general, I fhall 
«iot dwell any^ longer xjpon thcfc Particulars ; and 
begin with the Origin and Progrefs of Hermhutifm ; 
after which I fhall treat of its Dodrines, and in the 
lafl Place, fhew what Danger may accrue to a. State 
from it. 
Tie Origin . Ntcholds LetVis Count of Z^nzendorfy is the Au- 
tft^sSea.thoT of fhrmimHfmy as has been already faid, and 
'tis to him that the Progreis this Sedi: has hidderto 
made, is to.be afcribed. According to the Account 
he gives of himfelf, he formed from the teijth . Year 
of his Age a Deiign to gather together a little So- 
ciety of BtlieverSy amongfl: whom he might live, 
and who (hould entirely employ themfelves in Ex- 
ercifes of Devotion, under his Direftion (i). When 
lie became of Age, which wias in the Year 1721, 
his Thoughts were who% bent on executing his 
Projed; and being joined by-fome Perfons, that 
were of his Way of Thinking,, he fettled at B&tholf:

kim, giving the Curacy of tliat Village, then va- 
cjam, to a Student, in whom he had ^perceived Sen- 
timents analogous to his own. 

Berthlfdorf foon came to be known for this Sort 
of Piety. News thereof was brought to Moravia 
by a Carpenter, named Cbrijiian Davidj who, ac- 
cording to Le Long (2), had be^h before in that 
Country, arid there inftilled into the Minds of fevc- 
ral People a Diftafte to the Superftitions of thfc Ro- 
mift) Church, and an IncKnation io the Proteftarit 
Religion. Having engaged two or three of thefe 
Profelytes to leave that country with their Famijie^, 
Count Zinzendorf received them with Gladnds at 
Bertbolfdorf. They were directed to build an Honfe 
in a Wood, about half a League from that Village, 
which foon was finiftied, fo that pn St. Marlmi^ 
4^y, 1722, thefe People held their firft Meetini 
there. 'Tis faid, that they fordaw that God tvouI( 
kindle a Light in this Place that Ihould enlighten 
all the Country. Cbrijiian Da^idyfdiS fo fure of the 
future Growth of this Settlement, that he already 
divided the Spot of Ground round it into Quarters, 
and marked out in what Diredtions the Streets were 
to run. The Event has not contfadided this Prog- 
noftication. A good many People frorti Moravia 
and elfewhere, to fhelter themfelves under the Pro- 
tedtion of Count Zinzendorf^ flock'd to this new Set- 
tlement and built Houfes •, and the Count himfelf 
fixed his Refidence there. In a few Years it became 
a confiderable Village, having an Orphan-houffe 
and other public Buildings. Thirty-four Houfes 
were already -built there in 1728 ; and in 1732 thp

The DifcU The Herrnhuters foon eftablifhed among them- 
pUne of the {^ly^^ a Sort of Difcipline, which clofely unites 
Herrnhu- ^^^^ ^q one another, divides them into different 
Clafles, puts them under an entire Dependance of 
. their Superiors, and confines them to certain Excr- 
cifes of Devotion, and to the obferving of dififerent 
'litde Rules. One may call it a monafiic Inftitution. 
The difference of Age, Sex, and the Situation 
their Members are in with Refpeft to Matrimony, 
Iconftitute thefe; different ClafTes (3). There are 
ClafTes of married Men, married Women, Widow- 
ers, Widows, Maids, Bachelors, Children. Each 
has its Direftor^ chofen by its Members. The fame 
Employments the Men have among themfelves, 
are among the Women, which are exercifed by 
Perfons of their own Sex. Every Member is daily 
yifited by one of his Clafs, who gives him Exhor- 
tations, and takes Notice of the a&ual State of his 
Soul, whereof he makes a Report to the Elders. 
Frequent particular Aflemblies are held in each 
Clafs, and general ones by the whole Society. The 
Overfeers or Leaders. have alfo their private Meet- 
ings to inltruft one another in Matters concerning 
.the Guidance of Souls. The Members of each 
Clafs are fubdivided into People that are dead, 
awaked, ignorant, willing Difciples,~Difciples that 
have made a Progrefs. Proper AlTiftance is given 
to each. of thefe Subdivifions; but above all, great 
Care is taken of thofe that are fpiritually dead (4).

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They pay an uncommon Attention to the In- 
ftruftion of Youth. Befides thofe that have the 
Care of Orphans, there are others that arc intrufted 
¥rith that of all the other Children. Count Zinzen- 
dorj^s Zeal has fometimes carried him fo far, as to 
take Children to his own Home to inftrudt them, 
to the Niimber of Twenty, whereof nine or ten flept 
in his Bed-chamber. There are Aflemblies held of 
little Children that are not yet in a Condition to 
walk. They are carried thither. Hymns are fung 
in thefe Meetings, and Prayers made ; even Sermons 
are preached to them fuitable to the Capacity of 
thefe Infant-hearers. 

The Eldevy Co-Elder^ the Vice-Elder ^ fuperintend 
all the Clafles. There are likewife Informers by 
Office, fome of them known, fome kept fecret, be- 
fides a great many other Employments and Titles, 
the Detail of which would be too long and too 
tedious here. 

A great Part of their Worfliip confifts in finging. 
They pretend that Chilcfren, in particular, are in- 
ftrufted in their Religion by Hymns (5). Count 
Zinzendorf relates a very extraordinary Thing in his 
Natural Reflexions (6), viz. That the Chanters of the 
Society muft have received a particular and almoft ini- 
mitable Gift of God: (he might as well have faid a 
quite inimitable one) for when they are obliged to Jing 
at the Head of the Congregation^ their Songs are always 
a conne^ed Repetition of thofe Matters that had been 
preached jufi before. 

At all Hours, whether Day or Night, fome Per- 
fons, of both Sexes, are appointed by Rotation to 
pray for the Society. And, what is moft remarkable,

tide People, without Call, Clock or Watch, ire 
acquainted, by. an inward Feeling, when their Hour 
comes i^ whi^h, they arc to perform their Duty (7). 
_ \Vhen the.BretJiren perceive that the Zeal of the 
Society is declining, their Devotion is- revived, by 
celebrating Agapes^ or Love-feafts (8), 

Tbe Cajting of Lots is much praftifcd among 
tbenji. They make ufe of it to learn the Will of 
the Lord (9). 

. The Elders have the fole Right of making 
Matches. No Promife of Marriage is of any Va- 
lidity without their Confent (i). The Maids devote 
themfelves to the Saviour, not that their Intent is 
never to marry, but to marry only fuch a Perfon, * 
with Refpeft to whom God fhall have made known 
to them with Certainty, that he is regenerated, in- 
ftrufted in the Importance of the Conjugal State, 
^d appointed by the divine Direction to enter into 
that State (2). 

All is extraordinary at Herrnhut. The moft 
ftubborn Difeafes vanifh there without Help: Very 
rarely one dies there of a violent Fever. But 'tis 
common to die there of a Cold, Defluxion, or fuch 
like other flight Indifpofition. Thefe are at leaft 
Things Count Zinzendorf affirms in a Writing, 
dated January 24, 1732, and prefented to the Mi- 
niftry of the Court of Drefden (3).

1 db not find that the Hermbuters till the YtzrPritme of 
1729, pretended to be any thing more than Mem-^^f^ 
bers 01 iiic Lmberan Church at Bertholfdorf. l^^- their b^ 
deed, they were all of them either born among Lu-of the 
theranSy or converted from Popery to the Faith oiandent 
the Augjburg Confeffion ; and if fome amongft themj^^J**? 
entertained Ideas of Cahinifm^ Count Zinzendorf'^ 
took Care to cure them of it (4). But from this 
Time the Hermhuters^ undoubtedly with a View to 
fet their Society oflF to better Advantage, would 
pafs for a Sprig (5) of thofe Bohemian and Moravian 
Brethren, who, a long time before Luther^ lived 
feparated from the RonUJh Church, and who in the 
Time of the Reformation entered into brotherly 
Correlpondence with the two great Proteftant Sck 
cieties, but without uniting with cither of them. 
And Count Zinzendarf has fince that Time ever 
talk*d in this Strain. He pretends, that thefe Bre- 
thren originally were of the Greek Churchy and in 
Procefs of Time had united with the JValdenfes^ 
who derived their Origin from the Latin Church 
(6). He beftows the greateft Encomiums on this 
Moravian Church, fb much renowned in former 
Timesj cclipfed and forgot afterwards, and at 
length, if Credit may be given him, revived umier 
his Aufpices at Hermbut. He gives her the moft 
pompous Titles-, as, the Cburcb of tbe Crofs^ — the 
Church of tbe Lamb^ — xht Cburcb of tbe Blood and 
Wounds^ — the theocracy ^ — a People wbereunto never 
was feen tbe /ifc,— -they are tbe Hundred forty -four 
Thoufand- Servants of God marked on their Forebeadsy 
— whereof St. John makes mention in his Revela-- 
tion (7).

This Defcent would, without Doubt, do Honour 
to Herrnhutifm^ but there is a Neceflity of proving 
it firft. Ler us examine whether it ever has yet 
been proved ? So far from it, that even fetting afide 
the Doftrine of the HerrnbuterSy which openly con- 
tradifts this vain-glorious Pretenfion, it has been 
acknowledged and proved by one of their own Bi- 
fliops (8) that the ancient Moravian Brethren mixed 
with the Reformed in Poland^ and that not one of 
thofe that profefled their Doftrine, remained in Bo- 
hemia and Moravia^ where it has been entirely ex- 
tirpated ever fince the Year 1620. The Moravians^ 
who retired to Herrnbut^ and who are the moft in- 
confiderable Part of the Inhabitants of that Village, 
have nothing common with the ancient Bobemian 
and Moravian Brethren. They are Roman Catho- 
licks converted to the Proteftant Religiqn, as the 
Herrnbuters themfelves acknowledge. 
The Au' As the Herrnbut Society was begun upon the 
thority of Eftatc of Count Zinzendovf^ under his Proteftion, 
Qntnt7^']jy his Care and Benefadbions, and according to his 
amtmz bis I^^^s and Views ; it was but natural he Ihould have 
SeBy and a very great Authority over it. And fo it happens •, 
the Titles he has always been the Soul, the Oracle, and the 
'ivbicb be primum Mobile of it. He tells us .himfelf that he 
^*"^' has always been at the Head of his Seft, both in 
Temporals and Spirituals, and his Difciples fay the' 
fame. Though Titles could add nothing to his 
Authority, yet he has not difdain'd them. He has 
even made Alterations in them at different Times. 
From the Year 1726, he was called Tbe Trujtee or 
Guardian (9) of the Brethren^ which happen'd in a

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lingular Manner, as he tells us himfelf. Cbriftian 
Davids the Carpenter, of whom mention has been 
made, being once in the Count's Apartment to talk 
with him, all on a fudden gave him this Title; 
which afterwards was confirmed by the unanimous 
Conknt of the Society (i). In the Month of 
March ^ i730> he refign'd this Dignity. In Septem- 
ber^ 17325 the Society prefs'd him to take it upon 
him, delivering to him an Appointment or Call for 
that Purpofe, in form of an A<5t, figned by the Bre- 
thren and Sifters that were of the Privy Council of 
the Society (2). At that Time he refufed to com- 
ply, but granted their Requeft fome Months after, 
upon a new Appointment, dated January 26, 1733, 
(3). In 1737 Count Zinzendorf^ who, from the 
Age of 17, had believed he had a Call from Pro- 
vidence to an Ecclefiaftical State or Condition of 
Life, and who had already publickly preached in 
fome of the Lutheran Churches, got himfelf con- 
fecrated Bifliop of his Seft (4). From that Time, 
according to the Cuftom of Bifhops, he made Ufe 
of his Chriftian Name and of that of his See, viz. 
Ludovicus Moravienjis. The Prelate of this new- 
falhion'd Creation, neverthelefs did not fuffer him- 
felf 

has fuch a Director, is under Tutelage. He believed that it 
was of Age when he fpoke thus in the Year 1730, and it was 
one of the Reafons that engaged him at that Time to giye up 
this Office. It follows then, that it had returned fmce that Time 
to a 5tate of Tutelage, becaufe Count Xinxendarf three Years 
after took upon him again this Office. He perceived, in all 
Appearance, that Secrecy was ftill neceflary to the Affairs of the 
Society. This ferves to explain the Title that has been given 
him in the Ad of Brejlau, He is created there Minifter PUmpo - 
tentiary and Oectmomift concerning the Secret and My fiery of the Crofs. 
Befides the Titles here mentioned, he takes at otiber Times upon 
him thofe of Syndic, Comnrijaty, Plenipotentiary, Jdvocatus Ecclcjuty 
Ordinarius Fratrum, Prafe^us fublicis- Fratrum rebus gerendis. *Tis 
always the fame Power under different Names.

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iclf tp he dazzled by the LuJftre of his Mitre, He 
tells us himfelf, that he had very little Forwardnefs 
to make a Figure as a Biihop) and in the 34 ge- 
neral Synod of HerrnbtUifmy held at Gotha in 1 740, 
he laid 'down his Epi/copal Dignity (5); whieh 
however had made no Change with Refpedl to his 
Office of Truftee or Guardian of the Brethren. It 
appears at leail, that he was ftill veiled with it in 
1743, becaufe at that Time the Brethren difcharged 
him from it. But this was only done with a View 
to give him a much more honourable Title, viz. 
that of Mmfter Plenipotenliary and Oeconomifty with 
Power to nominate a Succeflbr, and an expreft 
Claufe, that nothing of Importance (hould be done 
or concluded without his Confcnt (6). He did not 
accept this new Promotion till towards the Clofe of 
the following Year (7). Lately we fee him ftile 
himfelf Lord Advocate of the Unitas Fratrum. The 
Reader, perhaps, will be furprifed to find Count 
Zinzmiorf thus change his C)ffices and Titles, to 
abdicate, to take them again, and neverthelefs to 
enjoy the fame Power. Should any one be tempted 
to make Reflexions upon it, he'll tell them: My 
dear Critics^ dorCt take it amifs^ that I tell you^ you 
meddle with an Affair y to which you are Str anger Sy you 
argue about things you do not underftandy and you have 
none of thofe Ratifications y nvhicb are heceffary to de- 
cidcy with any Appearance of Skill and Equity y in Mat- 
ters that concern me {%). - And indeed, the Count is 
in the Right, if what he fays be true, viz. that to

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judge pertinently of his Conduft (which he acknow- 
ledges tQ have lomething enigmatical in it), a Per- 
fon ought to be aduated by the fame Principle 
with himfelf ; and truly 'tis a Principle of fo eitra* 
ordinary a Nature, that it is to be wifhed, it Wcte 
peculiar to himfelf, and uncapable of being commu- 
nicated to others. He has nothing more at Heart 
than to retire, and waits only till certain Affairs are 
finilhed, in order to give an Account to the Society, 
and put an End to thirty Years Labour. At leaft 
this was his way of thinking in 1749 (9). He 
won't have a Succeflbr. The important Offices 
which he is charged with, will be executed by fc- 
veral Brethren joined together in Commiffion for 
that Purpole (i). He is one of thofe Men, that 
cannot be fiicceeded by an Equal, and who are like 
Pieces of Gold, a great Quantity of imall Money is 
fcarce fufficient to make up the Value. 

Count Zinzendorf has very early been about ex- ne 
tending his Seft. He has fent his Fellow-Labourers /^r^"'^ 
throughout the World. He himfelf has been over ^f ^«ni- 
all Europe^ and at leaft twice in America. From the **'*™™' 
Year 1733, a new Herrnbut has been fet up in 
Groenland\. 2ind before the End ot the preceding 
Year the Miffionaries of Hermbutifm had already 
pafs'd the Line (2). The Society poflefles Bethle- 
hem in Penfylvania : It has a Settlement amongft the 
Hottentots, China is entered into its Plan. But it 
has no where made better Conquefts than in the 
Britijh European Dominions, in the United Provinces^ 
and in Wetter avia ; in the iaft Province, however, 
where their Views were difcovered, they have aj^;ain 
loft Ground (3), as will be feen in the Sequel of 
this Treatife. They have alfo been turn'd out of

all Seas., neceflary to forego, in fome Meafure, the Rigour 
of its Rule, in order to accommodate the Inftitution 
to the Tafte, Humour, and Ideas of the new Pro- 
felytes. This gave Rife to the Modifications, 
Forms, and difierent Ufages now in Being among 
•thefe Sedtaries. Count Zinzendorf cdMs them Trapes^ 
Types^ and at this very Time there are three of them 
(5) ; viz. the Moravian Trope or *Type^ which is the 
moft ancient, the Lutheran^ which appeals to him 
to be the moft falutary to the Children of God, 
and the Reformed or Calvinijl Trope^ for which he 
alfo has a great Regard, and whereof Mr. de Wat- 
tevill^ who, if I miftake not, is his Son in Law, was 
elefted Bifhop in 1743 (6) : (Might he not as well, 
and with as much Reafon, multiply them ftill far- 
ther, and make a Socinian Trope^ a Roman Catholic 
Trope^ a Menmnijl or Anabapttfi Trope^ a ^aker'^ 
Trope^ and a Separatift Trope^ as it is well known he 
tried to do in Penfylvania? as Power feems to be 
what he chiefly aims at.) I cannot exaftly fay, 
wherein the above three Modifications differ from 
each other : Thefe are Secrets probably known by 
the Adepts alone. Thus much they have thought 
fit to acquaint the Public with, that the Bohemian 
ConfelTion is received by the firft Trope^ the Con- 
fejfton of Augjburg by the fecond, and that of the 
Reformed Churches in the United Provinces by the 
third. Indeed, from the Year 1748, Count Zinzcn- 
dprflizs made (7) all the 2r^^r receive the Augfburg '

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Confeffion-, how-ever 'tis pretended, . tfeat this has 
made no Confiifion among thefe feveral Modifica^ 
tions. 

Condefcenfion being what has g^ven Rife to thefe 
Tropesy Count Zinzendorfy from the fame Motive, 
Ihews a general Inclination to all Chriftian Com- 
munions. He would have wrote to die Pope, had 
he known what Title to give him. He has even 
been perfecuted, for having maintained, that the 
Pope was not the Antichrift. He has fent a Depu- 
tation to the Patriarch of Conftantinopley which has 
beeiji very well received. He Ihews a great Attach- 
ment to Lutberanifmy whereof he conftandy pretends 
himfelf to be a Member. He boafts of being ^ 
Minifter of that Church, and affirms, in Spite of 
all that can be faid to the contrary, that he and 
his Brethren have no other Doftrine, than whiat is 
taught by that Communion. He is of late become 
more favourable to Cahinifmy than he was in the 
' Beginning. It was in his Power, favs he, to have 
rooted it out from among the Bretnren, he how- 
ever declined it. Although, according to him, the 
taking of Oaths is not prohibited ; yet the Society, 
wherever it fetdes, is kirown to be averfe to them, 
and that probably out of Complaifance to the Aftw- 
nonijls or Anahaptifis. He declares in general, that 
whoever embraces HermhutifmynttA not change his" 
Religion (8). Such Advances as thefe cannot h\xt SmbmJ^ 
infinitely facilitate the Propagation of the Sc&yt§tifefnJt 
which already boafts of decimating all Nations, and^ f^ ^** 
pretends, it has a Right to all the Children of God^^J" 
of whatever Perfuafion they be (9). hutiim. 

Though Count Zinzendorf tells us, that he hz^Tbe Society 
fometimes met with Refiftance from the Brethren,^**^ ^ 
and that they have contradifted him ; yet it appears ^^^^^^^ 
in general, that they have fhew'd great Dociljty^y ^^

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t>oth for bim and thofe he has been pleafed to rnak^ 
Partakers of his Authority. Submiffion to the WilJ 
of the Superiors of the Society, is a very effentiaj 
Article of his Syftem. He teaches, in his Sermons 
to the Synod of Zeift^ that God obeys the Voice of 
his Servants (that is to fay, of the Brethren), but 
that it is required, that firft of all they agree with 
their Fri€7tdj that they a6t in concert with their C&/^ 
(;). The Tr^ftablenefs, which he prefcribes them» 
rnuft go fo far as to fuffer themfelves to be led Step 
by Step, like little Children, by Men whom he calls 
Miniftcrs of the Jloly Ghoft, and of the Church 
(2)9 reprefenting them as being fo many living 
Images of our blefled Saviour (g). The Irkfom- 
nefs of thus obeying without Referve is great, it 
inuft be owned-, but then 'tis much alleviated by 
the Notion that is inftilled into them, that their 
Superiors receive from Chrift himfelf the Orders 
that are given. This the Count inculcates among 
his Flock with equal Care and Afliduity. Every 
ThiijUg is done by the Saviour's Injunftionj Je/us 
will have it fo^ the Lamb commands it : this is the 
Stile of the Minifters of the Society. According 
to them, the Savipur gives his Orders on the very 
Moment they are to be executed. He will not 
fuffer that thofe who are to obey them, have Time 
to confider. *Thus Bujinefs is done quickly^ all at once\ 
andy as it were^ in Pojle-hajle. Thefe are the Count's 
own Expreflions (4), who looks upon this Method of 
' the Saviour J as a Condefcenfton he has for his Children^ 
with whofe Weaknefs he is not unacquainted. He 
knows, adds he, for inftance, how it is with a Maid, 
whenfbe is apprifed fhe is to marry (4). Therefore he 
doth not willingly let Perfons know their Deflination 
n^uch beforehand (6). Who does not plainly fee

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through this Cant, the Artifice of the Chiefs -of the 
Se6ty which is here fathered on our blei&d Saviour i 
An Artifice, which is likely to be attended with fo 
much the more Succefs, as Men are lefs able to 
withftand Orders they have not Time to examine. 
But Count Zinzendorf fhould have known, that this 
Contrivance is not a new one; John of Leiden^ the 
famous King of the Anabaptifts at Muufier^ did the. 
fame before him, only with diis Difference, that he 
afcribed his pretended Orders to the Holy Ghoft (7), 

The fending of Miflionaries, according to this Cam 
Seel, is a Bufinefs in which the Saviour is particu- ^^ 
larly concerned. Count Zinzendorf informs us mi-^ 
nutely, what the Saviour prefcribes in this matter. 
For inftance, fome of the Society eameftly defiring» 
that thofe of their Brethren, who had been pitched 
upon to be fent away, ftiould be difpatched a Day 
fooner, than the Saviour had appointed : The Count 
oppofed this Motion with fo much Steadinels, that 
it was dropped. It was to no Purpofe they objeded^ 
that the Captains, who were to take them on Board 
at Rotterdam^ would pay no R^ard to the Day ap- 
pointed by the Saviour : He refoiuteJy anfwered ; 
"They will do it ; or if not^ cur Mffionaries "snli ccmtj im 
another manner^ to the Place for which they an deftnCd 
(%). This Example of the Count's Faith will ap- 
pear lefs afloniihing, when we attend to what he 
tells us further, viz. That he has found by Ex- 
perience, that the Brethren, when the Saviour di- 
refted them in their Travels, have performed a- 
mazing Things, Things which no Art, no human 
Precaution ever could attain to. He himfelf has 
once, without human Afliftance, made a Voyagp in 
eleven Weeks, which another Herrnhuler could not 
compafs in lefs than Sixty-fix, becaufe he was in the 
Hands of Men (9). The Saviour^ continues this 
great Apoftle, in a prophetical Strain, in his 33d

a quite wonderful manner. My Wijhes and Bejires are^ 
that I could bring it to pdfs^ that we could have a 
€ouple of ShipSy no matter of what Bulk^ that belonged 
' folely to the Society^ and which the Maritime Powers 
might not fufpeSl of carrying on a Trade ^ or being em- 
ployed in Smugglings which may be pofjible to obtain^ 
and depends only on a favourable Moment. Then we 
fhould fee Wonders. For, at prefenty our Affairs are 
too much blended with the Bufinefs of Men^ with their 
Inter eft and Views ; this makes a great Alteration^ and 
cannot hut have^ fome way or other, an Influence over 
the Brethren. But were it once become the Saviour's Bu- 
finefs alone y then he would let us fee Wonders on the Sea. 
He would not only caufe us to make Voyages with great 
Swiftnefsy but to land where never ^ any body landed. A 
Tempejl would be fufficient to bring us to the intended 
Place. In cafe Leave was denied us to enter a Port^ 
we fhould be convened into fome inacceffible Bay, at fome 
Miles diflance from the Port, where we might land, and 
no body could find fault with it, be caufe it would ap- 
pear , that we were arrived there by Strefs of Weather. 
This would coft nothing to the Saviour , it would be a 
Play to his Angels. But let me be allowed to afk the 
Queftion, Would it coft him more to provide the 
Brethren with a whole Fleet, than to give them the 
Two Ships fo much defired ? Would it be more 
Pains to the Angels to tranfport the Brethren through 
the Air, than to convey them by Sea. Where a 
Teacher has Credit enough over his Flock to inftil 
fuch Notions into their Minds, there can be no Dif- 
ficulty for him to prevail upon them to rife up againft 
the Government, whenfoey^ his Inclination or Cir- 
cumftances (hall prompt him To to do. 
wd/Jion When we confider this Confidence of Count Zin- 
Society zendorf and the Title he gives himfelf, of being the 
'ivitb Expeditor charged with fending t)oe Servants of God 
^^f *^ into all Parts of the World ( i ) ; when we attend to

fet on foot to bring about fo great and good a 
Work, and that this was its peculiar Calling ? And 
yet, on a nearer Inlpeftion, it appears that this is 
very far from being the Purpofe. Count Zinzendorf 
tells us himfelf, that the Commiflion of the Society 
wa^ never calculated for a general Converfion of the 
Heathen, that the Time of this great Event is not^ 
as yet come : But that the Society being an «^ 
(an Election, a chofen People) it muft have an 
Mo^x^f^ (thp Firftlings or Firft-FruitsJ here and 
there among the Heathen. The little Number the 
Brethren have hitherto converted to the Chriftian 
Faith, is but . a Comfort j which the Saviour has 
granted them to make them Amends for their La- 
bours, and they believe themfelves well rewarded 
for their Toil, if in Two Hundred Voyages they 
make but One Hundred Converts (2), May not this 
again be called a cunning Refource, to have an 
Excufc at Hand as often as Need requires ? For 
whenfoever the Miflionaries of the Herrnhuters fuc- 
ceed ill, or grow tired of their Commiflion, they 
need only fay, that their Inftruftions did not oblige 
them to do any more. 'Tis true, we have not an 
Opportunity of inlpefting thefe Inftruftions, and 
wd muft therefore refer ourfelves on that Head to 
the Count, who, Without doubt, has received them 
from Heaven, executed in due and legal Form ; and 
Satan himfelf, it feems, muft have alfo received 
Notice of it, if we are to credit the Count. For, 
he afllires us, that this Enemy is quiet enough, and 
lets the Brethren alone, as long as they do not tranf- 
grefs the Bounds that are prefcribed them. But 
when they go beyond their Commiflion, then Satan 

indeed

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Indeed plays the Devil, and oppofes them with all 
his Might (3)j He alfo tells us, that the Hermhu- 
tersyin Order to acquire the Firftlings of Paganifm^ 
chufe to look out for them amongft thofe Heathen, 
that have had the leaft or no Communication at all 
With the Pretenders to Chriftianity, rather than 
among the laft (4.). Is not this likewife an artful 
Plan, much akin to that already laid to their 
Charge? Do they not thereby put it out of the 
Power of Byftanders, to contradift their Report 
arid invalidate their Teftimony ? 

As the Brethren have always a great Number of 
Labourers on the Roads, oftentimes among thefe 
their Chief himfelf with his Family and Retinue ; 
and as, befides, their Undertakings and the Acqui- 
fitions they make, require confiderable Expence; 
'tis neceffary, they fhould have what is called the 
Sinew of all great Schemes, Money (5). Thus we 
find they have betimes eftablilh'd a Fund call'd by 
them thcLam^s — or the Saviour* s-Cbefly which is 
become very confiderable by the Contributions and 
Donations of the Profelytes of H^rrnhutifm and its 
Favourers. From the Beginning, two Brethren 
were trufted with it ; of whom, one kept the Cheft, 
and the other the Key (6). But Count Zinzendorf 
has always had the principal Direction over it. 
This Addition of temporal Concerns muft infallibly 
have crufli'd him under its Weight, he being al- 
ready fo much taken up with the Spiritual ones of 
the Society, had he not found in the Countefs, his 
Spoufe, a proper Afliftant to fliare his Fatigues 
with him. In a Manufcript Hiftory of the Society,

ciety, that nothing was ever wanting, either in his 
Family, or amo'ngft the Brotherhood, though there 
had been a Neceffity of furniftiing from thence 
above Orie Million of CroWns for fundry Under- ' 
takings (7). Upon the whole, 'tis Well known, 
that whoever defires to be received 4S ^ Brother, is 
not welcome among them, unlefs he contributes to 
the Cheft. • The Count fays himfelf, That the CE- 
cbnomijis of the Society may fay to a young rich Man: 
Either give us all thou hqfty or get thee gone •, give us 
all thou haji^ or thou canfl not be with us {%). 

I have already hinted at the r^pid Progrefs made The State 
by Hermhutifm. Here follows another curious De-e/'Hema- 
tail, which Count Zinzendorf himfdf gives us in his^^^g"^ ^^ 
Appendix to his Natural Reflexions^ ^c. wrote in ^,740, 
the Years 1748, and 1749. This will-fhew, ^if 
Credit may be given to what he fays,) what Situa-

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tion the Scft was in at that Time. The Society, 
fays he, had almoft a thoufatid Labourers di{perfed 
all over the World. This Number however was 
n6t yet fufEcient ; for, in Proportion as they work'd, 
the Harveft increafed. Twenty-four Nations had 
been awakened from their fpiritual Drowfinefs, by 
the Care of thefe Apoftles. IVe preachy fays he, to 
an innumerahU Number of Soids in fourteen Languages y 
amongft wbonty without reckoning tbofe that dotft Mon^ 
to the Protejlant Religion^ nor the Jews and Heathens ^ 
there are at leajl twenty thoufand People j that were not 
horn Lutherans^ nor intend to become Lutherans j whom 
we neverthelefs bring to the Augfburg Confeffton^ and 
indeed^ we cannot recommend to them a better ConJHtu^ 
tion^ than the Church of the Brethren (9). This fup^ 
pofes, that thefe twenty Thoufand Souls muft be 
look'd for amongft the Reformedy and Mennonijis or 
Anabaptijts v but for what Reafon he denies, that, at 
leaft, the former, are of the Augfburg Confeffion, 
doth not appear. We have^ adds he. Ninety-eight 
Eftablijhments, amongfi which are Caftlesy that have 
20, 50, or go Apartments (9). The Miflionaries of 
the Hermhuters don't go and preach in every Place, 
where their Miniftry is required. On the 28th of 
February 1 748, they had received above one hundred 
and feventy Invitations, only from Eafter of the 
foregoing Year, with regard to which they had not 
as yet taken any Refblution. In the mean while 
they are not idle ; in the Year 1 740, they had al- 
ready made two hundred Voyages by Sea. As to 
the Progrefs the Se6t has made abroad for thefe 
three Years paft, I fhall not venture to fpeak of, as 
I have not fufficient Materials for the Purpofe ; but 
as for the Succefs they have met with in thefe King- 
doms, and are daily making, every Body is an Eye- 
witnefs of. It is to be fuppofed, that their Succefs 
from the Year 1 749, muft furpafs that of the two

I come now to the Tenets of Hermbutifm. A%Tbe Ttfuts 
long as Herrnbut belonged to the Church at Ber*^^^ 
tholfd^^ the Society was held in great Efteem, and^^ 
not at all fufpe6led to differ from the ConfefEon of 7-^*0^^ 
Augjburg. This was the Reafon, for which the/xri/^ 
Theological Faculty at ^ubif^m^ did not fcruple/^^^* 
, to §rant them thofe Teflimonials^ to which Count 
Zinzendorf^ has fince that Tim6 always referred 
himfelf, to prove the Soundnefs of his Doftrine. 
The Reader will find in the Appendix the Judg- 
ment of the faid Faculty afterwards given by them, 
dated May 8, 1747, concerning the grofs Errors of 
this Seft, which had they known at firfl, they never 
would have granted thofe Teflimonials, under the . 
Sanation of which fo much Mifchief ha^ been done. 
I do not know, nor is it material to enquire, whe- 
ther Count Zinzendorf began to broach his new 
Doftrine, immediately upon the Beginning of the 
firft Eftablifhment of the Society at Herrnbut ; it 
feems more likely, that as he enlarged his Plan, he 
enlarged his Notions alfo. Thus much is certain,

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that It IS no eafy Matter to come at the Tenets ^ 
this Seft, oh Account of thg great Obfcurity af* 
fefted by their Teachers. They make it their Stii*^ 
dy, to fpeak and write, that thpy may not be under- 
ftood. 'Tis a Rule among them, to fpeak to thofe, 
that are not initiated into the Myjieries of the Theo- 
logy of Blood and Wounds^ that is to fay, their own 
Theology, in a Manner, that they may not be able 
to tell again any thing of what they have heard. 
They aft, fays Count Zinzendorf himielf^ in the fame 
Manner as one would do^ who^ to catch People that are 
too curious^ writes in a CharaSler they are not able to 
decypher (2). They fucceed wonderfully in this 
Kind of Stile. . Sometimes they are quite unintelli- 
gible. At other Times they begin to exprefs them- 
feives clearly, but on a fudden become too obfcure 
to be underftood. They are feldom intirely clear, 
and neverthelefs ftiew often too great a Clearnefs. 
For, indeed^ thofe Things that efcape them and are 
eafy to be underftood, do no Honour either to their 
Judgment or Underftanding. The Reader will be 
convinced of it by the Specimens I am going to lay 
before him. I fliall take a great Number of them 
from Count Zinzendorf s Theological Opinion^ and his 
Sermons preached in America^ and at Zeifi in the Pro- 
vince of Utrecht. Thefe laft, to the Number of 
fifty-fix, were delivered to the Synod of the Bre- 
thren, held at the laft-mentioned Place in 1746, 
and are printed and publilh'd by the Society in one 
Volume. The Count has not put his Name to it \ 
for, according to a Letter, inferted in Siegfried'*s 
befcheidene Beleuchtung^ direfted by him to all Kings,

I the more wil- 
lingly make Ufe of thefe Sermons, as they have 
been preached for the Inftrudion of feveral Pelkw^

himfelf, to put into a better Light certain central 
Ideas, by which one ought to regulate one's Afbons, 
Words and Thoughts (%). If it be poffible, to 
meet any where with the Tenets of Herrnhutifm^ it 
muft be in them. 

r begin with the Idea this Seft has of the Scrip- Doarim 
ture. Though Count Z/«z^»i^;/ doth not, asyet,^'^. 
think proper direftly to difown the Scripture ; yet^g^^*" 
the indifferent Manner, in which he gives his Opi- ceming 
hion of it, ihews what he aims at.

Mother of the Faithful ( i ), the Mother of the , 
Church. Count Zinzendorf J in the Sixth Part of 
his Natural RefleSionSy gives a long Detail to juftify 
this Change he makes in the common Theology. 
He looks upon it as important and neceflary •, co^i- 
plaining much, that fince the Reformation, People 
are in grofs Ignorance concerning the Perfon of the 
Holy Ghoft, and that the Divines in this Article 
commit a very palpable Omiflion. He adds, that 
fuch as cannot comprehend the Mjrftery of the Tri-^ 
nity in the Manner he explains it, want undoubt- 
edly Upri^tnefs of Heart more than Underftand- 
ing (2 ). 

Thus it appears, that the Son is chiefly the Ob- 
jeft of the Hermbuters Worfhip.

The Apojiks^ to avoid Idola- 
try ^ had not baptized in the Name of the Father ^ the 
Son and Holy Gbojl^ but in Chriji^s Name only. God 
bad darted his Son as a Flajh of Lightnings and the Son 
by his Incarnation had made a Parenthejis in the God- 
bead. What in common Life is called a Grandfather ^ 
d Fatber-in-LaWy fuch was the Father of our Lord 
Jefus Chrifl. The Son had taken it as a Favour ^ thai 
he was allowed to become Man and go out of the God- 
head. Chrifl had not conquered as Gody but as a Many 
with the fame Strength we conquer, God had afjifled 
hirn^i and he afjifls us alfo. Chrifi had not had the leafl 
Tower more than we have. He had laid ajide his God 
beady and wrought Miracles as Men are able to do. 
Thefe are fome of the'Tenets of the Htrrnhuters a- 
bout Chrifl, that have occurred to me on a curfory 
View. For, to give an exaft Catalogue of them, 
will require a much longer Time for reading their 
Works, than I could at prefent conveniently beftow.

From what has been faid, two Confequences na- 
turally refult, which have not efcaped the Count. 
The one is, that whoever knows himfelf to be a 
Man, ought to acknowledge the Dignity that is in 
him, and honour the Choice that has been made of 
his Perfon (4). The other, that Marriage is the

a Wife, but evciy one is but a Chamberlain, who condudU the 
betrothed Perfon through this World. . .Though the Man^ whilft 
he conjugally embraces, thinks like Jacob the Grandfon of the 
Father of the Believers, Gen. xxx. 3. Yet he knows, that ne- 
verthelefs an Office is given him, which he executes in Jefus^s 
Name.

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moft precious Depofitum, the Saviour has intrufted 
with his Church, that is to fay, without Doubt, to 
the Society of HermbuterSy and the moft important 
iClyftery to which he has given them the Key (5). 
Confidering this, we cannot at all be furprifed at 
being told, that they look upon all that are married 
out of their Society, to live in Fornication and 
Adultery. 

The Male-Sex confifts of married Men, un- 
married ones, and Widowers. According to the 
primitive Plan of the Saviour, all that had pafled 
the twentieth or twenty-firft Year, fhould be mar- 
ried. After thefe Years, the State of unmarried 
People is a brutilh State, a State of Madnefs, 
where one doth not know onefelf. Befides this 
Divifion of Men into three Clafles, there is another 
more general one, by which they are diftinguilhed 
into two Choirs. One includes the married People 
of both Sexes, and the other the unmarried ones. 
Count Zinzendorf is not entirely pleafed with cither 
of the Choirs. And much lefs with the firft than 
the fccond. He rebukes the Hufbands and up- 
braids them with, I do not know what Abfiraftion 
or Remiflhefs (6), In another Sermon he obfcrves, 

that 

Sex. Whoever knows himfelf to be a Man, ought always to 
confide himfelf in the Perfon of Chrift ; thus he honours the 
Choice made of him, he adores in performing his Office, he 
acknowledges as a Grace the Dignity that lies in him.

enjoy enough, the Hufbands labour not enough for their Wives,

People (7). This appears a little obfcure, but 
could perhaps be explained, by what the fublime 
Doftor elfewhere relates of a I do not know what 
Mortification, caufed by a I do not know what 
Non-Ufe (8), I grow tired of tranjlating and 
abridging his Expreffions, by which I cannot avoid 
offending chaft Ears, though I take never io great 
Pains to do it, and even then 'tis, I find, impoflible 
always to fucceed. They are like Deformities 
which no Vail can hide ; his Sentiments cannot be 
exhibited in a tolerable decent Drefs.

^^' fuch Ceremonies a^ fuppofe them to have entirely 
^ ujing given up all Senfe of Shame : Ceremonies, 'tis faid, 
fiUMus that are referved for profeffed Members, initiated 
eremnies*^ the moft fccret Myfteries of the Society, and

The other Motive, which hinders us from acquit- 
ting the Chiefs of Herrnbutifm is, that diefc fup- 
pofed infamous Myfteries happen, unfortunately tor 
them, to fall in with what we have reported of their 
Doftrine, and with a great many other Pafiages 
that are lefs intelligible, but whereof the above Ac- 
cufations appear to be but too clear a Commentary. 

I could relate a great many other Things con- 
cerning Herrnbutifm^ but (hall referve them lor ano- 
ther Opportunity* Befides, what has been faid is 
fufficient, in the mean while, to enable the World 
to form a Judgment of this Seft. I queftion, whe- 
ther Examples are to be found of a Fanatici/m more 
extravagant, and a Myjiicifm more grofs and fcan- 
dalous. I am neverthelefs apt to believe, that many 
of Count Zdnzendorf^ Followers, ^are Men of far 
better Principles, than he would inftil into their 
Minds, and that they direft their Piety and Con- 
duft, according to the Rules of Chriftianity, which 
they were formerly taught and have ftill prefervcd, 
rather than by the new Inftruftions he gives them. 

As this Ihort Sketch of the Doftrines of Herm- 
butifm^ is taken from Count Zinzendorf^s own Ser- 
mons and Writings, without adding to or fubftradt- 
ing from them, it will appear ftrange, that he 
Ihould prefume to declare himfelf of the Augjburg 
Confeffionj and thus to claim the Name of a Pro- 
teftant ; efpecially as 'tis evident, that his Errors, 
fo far from being in the leaft agreeable to, are rather 
condemned by it. It feems, the Count is confcious, 
that his Seft cannot ftand upon its own Bottom, 
and for that Reafon, makes ufe, for a Time, of 
borrowed Denominations, in Order to make his 

Prin- 
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Principles go down with the Icfs Straining. 'Tis," 
tindoubtedly, from the fame Motive, he fo carefully 
endeavours to pcrfuade the World, that his Society, 
cither in Part, or in the Whole, is a Remnant of 
the ancient Moravian Church, and Profeilbrs of its 
.Tenets; though the contrary can be made appear 
be authentic hiftorical Records, and that he firft 
broached the Doftrincs of his Seft, adding at 
Times, fubftrafting at others, till it arrived to the 
State it is at prefent in. Such Shifts, I fear, will 
induce the Reader to have but an indifferent Opi- 
nion of the Divine Miffion the Count pretends to ; 
Jbut let him remember what has been quoted above 
from this fublime Do6tor*s own Writings, viz. That 
in judging of him^ we meddle with Affairs we are en- 
tirely Strangers to ; that we reafcn on what we do not 
know ; that we have none of thofe Salifications that 
are required for arguing about Things that concern him^ 
and that for judging pertinently of his ConduB^ we muft 
have excrcifed the fame Profeffion he has. — I haften^to 
make a few Obfervations, which will fhew, how far 
Hermhutifm may affeft the Security of a Govern- 
ment. 

I declare fincerely, I am very far from being an 
Enemy to Toleration : For, in my Opinion, a Man 
that has done nothing to deferve Death, has, ac- 
cording to the Laws of Nature, at leaft, a Right to 
a Settlement fomewhere or other. But Self-Pre- 
fcrvation no lefs requires us, to be well affured, that 
a Society, admitted to enjoy the Proteftion of the 
Civil Government, has previoufly given a true Ac- 
count of itfelf, and that it entertains no Principles 
or Opinions, which, fhould its Members ever be 
tempted to act by, may in the leaft endanger the 
Security of a Government : For, whenever it can 
be made appear that they have concealed the Trtith, 
and that their Principles are dangerous, the moft 
folemn Grants given to fuch a Society, cannot be 
looked upon in any other Light, than as furrepti- 
tioufly obtained. The 
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The Hcrmhfirsy we find j have at all Times af- Tie 
ftfted a ipQft extraordinarf Secrecy with refpeft to^^"^"* 
t^eir Do^rines ; fo that the Articles above related, ^fuA^Jed 
are but a Part of their Syflem, and have, as it were, on Account 
cfcaped them. Hiftory no where affords us an In^ofthe Se- 
ftancc; that a Set of Men had Liberty, even in Spi-^^'^ 
ritual Matters, to make a Secret of their Opinions ; ^|^y 
nay, numerous Examples may be met with, that J^^^^Vy^j. 
fuch People were to be looked upon as Men, from 
whom' Danger may be apprehended. And what 
can be more natural, but that a Government, which 
grantsi Liberty of Confcience to a Society, fhouid 
be informed of the moft minute Parts of their Doc- 
trine, Difcipline, and interior State -, as by this only 
a Judgment can be made, whether the Security of 
a Realm is likely to be aflFedted thereby or not ? 
*Tis true. Count Zinzendorf^ whenever this Objec- 
tion has been made to him in other Countries, has 
anfwered : Come and fee \ that is to fay. Come among 
us and fee in what manner we pray and ling; in- 
fpedt likewife, the printed Afts of our Synods, 
which will manifeft our Tenets, and that we are a 
peaceable and quiet People ; or if you defire more, 
propofc Queftions, and we will anfwer them. I 
camiot deny, that an Offer of this Kind, having fo 
much Appearance of Sincerity, muft make a great 
Impreflion in Favour of the Society, upon fuch as 
have not yet a juft Idea of it. And what elfe could 
be the Reafon that fo many Princes have received 
this Society in their Dominions ? What could elfe 
be the Reafon, that a whole Body of Divines of a 
famous Univerlity abovementioned, was induced to 
approve their Doftrines ? And yet Time has fhewed, 
that even thole Princes, who had fo favourable an 
Opinion of the Herrnhuters^ and if poffible, would 
have had them continue in their Dominions, found 
themfelves at length under a Neceflity to caufe their 
Emigration \ and that the fame Body of Divines, 
though, as may be believed, with great Reluftancy, 
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were obliged to retrad their former Teftimcnials.' 
The Chiefs of the Herrnbuters were found to be a 
Sort of People, whofe Word could not be taken ; 
it plainly appeared, that they fhewed Things only 
on the faireft Side, and no more of their Doftrines 
than they thought fit thofe Ihould know, that are 
not of their Sed ; the Anfwers they gave to the 
Queftions propofed to them, were full of Evafions, 
and their Synodal Afts contained no more, than 
what they thought proper to divulge. This has 
been found to be the Charafteriftick of Herrnhutifm^ 
by which its Followers diftinguifh themfelves in 
particular from all Seftarics, that yet appeared. 
We meet with, none that ever endeavoured to make 
a Myftery of their Dodtrines, they openly profefs'd 
them, foihe even died for them ; and in afting thus, 
they at leaft appeared fincere, how erroneous foever 
their Tenets might be. But fuch a Sincerity cannot 
be expedted from the Chiefs of the Herrnbuters^ as, 
according to them, they are intrufted with the Ex- 
ecution of the Saviour's Plan, known only to* them- 
felves, and wbicb even the Evangelijls tbemfehes had 
been ignorant of (i), in the managing of which, un- 
doubtedly, great Prudence is required. How eafily 
could the new Period, Chrifl: is to begin in his new 
Church, be fruftrated, fhould they lay open more 
than People ought to know ? Would not the Divine 
Truths be divulged to unhallowed People, and thus 
the Saviour's Plan be marred again, as tbe fame was 
marred before by the Apoflles^ whom Count Zinzendorf 
is fo audacious wzccuit of having played falfe Tricks 
(2). Might not fuch falfe Tricks be play'd a fecond

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Time ? This is a Bufinefs of too much Gonfequence 
to be trifled with. 'Tis wrong, according to him, 
(3) that the great Myftery^ the Saviour wbifper'd his 
Apoftles in their Ears^ and which thefe had intrufted to 
their Audience^ and whereof they had almoftfpoke a lit^ 
tie too much J has been made a common Theology^ Fodder 
for Cattle^ fuch as the Herdfman drives out : fVhere* 
forey he judges it as much necejfary to fpeak paradoxic 
cally^ and to exprefs the Divine Truths to all fuch as 
are not initiated in the Myftery of the Theology of Blood 
and Wounds in a Manner^ that they may not he able to 
repeat them^ as it is neceffary to make a Name^ whom 
another cannot imitate^ or write a CharaSler^ which a 
too curious T erf on fhall not give himfelf the Trouble to 
read (4). I will not dwell upon what has been ob- 
ferved by feveral difinterefted Perfons, viz. that on 
judging only in general of the Seft, no body could 
have a good Opinion x)f it, on account of the many 
notorious Untruths its Chiefs openly make ufe of,

among his Apoilles, who was to betray him, and that the others 
(viz. Apoftles) whofe Hearts (till adhered to him^ were to com- 
mit fuch falfe Tricks, were to make fuch Crofs-Cuts in the Ciotfa> 
and thus much marr his Plan, that^ during the Courfe of indre 
Church-Centuries, Ecclefiaftical Habits would be found not fit- 
ting the People, and that there would be many of them, and the 
gr^teft Part of the Habits either too ihort or too long; and that 
of thofe, whofe Habits were fitting, there would be but a veiv 
fmall Number; and that all this would properly not be the Fault 
of the People themfelves, but of the Apofilesy who from the very 
fail Day of the Gofpel had already wrongly cut the Cloth, (or 
marr'd Chrift^s Plan.)

thereof ftill • moire Iiiftanc^s will appear in the Si^ 
ouel of this Trcatife. The Paffages quoted here 
'ftohi the Count's own Scrmbns, might give me an 
'Opportunity to ihew, how grofly he impofes upon 
the Government, by pretending to Proteftafttifm, 
and that this Denomination fits him no more, than 
if a Turk (hould call himftlf a yew^ oh account of 
having kept fome of the Jewtjh Do&rines in his 
Syftem of Religion. But, as I am perfuaded, the 
judici6us 'Reader will, of his own Accord, eafily 
difcover thefe Artifices, I fhall only add to what has 
been faid, that, according to the Count's own Con- 
feflion, there are Matters in the Doftrinal Part of 
his new Religion, which muft be kept fecret, and 
are Myfterics not to be divulged to fuch as are not 
of his Seft ; that it is known, he did not acquaint 
the Lcgiflative Power of thefe Realms therewith as 
he ought to have done, which therefore could not 
judge whether or no, thefe fecret Do&rines inter- \ 
, fered with the Security of the Government; that 
from the grofs Doftrines that have efcaped him, i 
and arc mentioned here, we naturally mutt believe, I 
that there are ftill more, which will not bear a 
Scrutiny, and that therefore the Count's whole 
Syftem is to be fufpefted ; efpecially as no body can 
be ignorant, what pernicious Schemes in former 
Ages have been carried on under the Cloke of Re- 
ligion. 
And in If a Government has Reafon to fulpeft, the 
*^^^ Herrnhuters^ on the Score of their keeping fecret 
^Jtfairs ^^^^^ Doftrines \ how much more muft their Se£t be 
•^ * miftrufted, as they obferve the fame Secrecy in all 
. their Afiairs ? Count Zinzendorf^ who perfeftly 
knows that the Plan he has formed, cannot be ex- 
ecuted all at once, has, indeed, admitted to his Sy- 
nods Deputies of- thofe Sovereigns, in whofe Do- 
minions his Society was fettled. But this Conde- 
fcenfion, of which he frequently boafts, has fo much 
the Air of a Farce, that, whoever remembers what 

' has ' 
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lias been quoted from his Writings, ^z. tfidt ninm 
eughty nor can know the imerior Stale of" tbeir Affairs^ 
but fuch as are Members of Us SeS^ will ealily believe, 
that nothing is propofcd there, biit what every body 
may be apprifed or. *Tis on the contrary known, 
that the Chiefs of the Society Comprehend political 
Matters in their Difcipline. They openly avow, 
that they know nothing of an EcclefiaJHcal Difciplbii^ 
but that their Difcipline only regards temp^al Matters 
(5). Their poor deluded Followers are made to 
believe, that the Saviour rule^ them by the ChieB, 
whofe Orders muft be executed the Moment thdy 
are given, how arbitrary and unpleafing foe^rthey 
may appear. This Government, which may juftly 
be called zn Ecckjiajiical Commonwealth ^ under the 
'Direftion of Count Zinzendorf is fo curioufly Con- 
trived, that it is next to Impoflibility to know the 
Tranfa<5tions that happen in it, chiefly, as they have 
a Way to elude all Enquiries by fending to the re- 
moteft Part of the World whomfoever among them 
they in the leaft fufpeft of being difpleafed, without 
giving him a Moment*3 Time to confider, 'and this 
all by Authority of the Saviour, who, according to 
them, commands it. Count Zinzendorf infills that, 
his Society is a Theocracy ^ that the fending away bis 
Followers, is an effential Part of the Difcipline of 
Herrnhiitifm, and that he looks upon it as a Principi- 
umjiantis et cadentis Ecclefia (6). He has fometimes 
thought himfelf fo fure of becoming able, in due 
Time, effeftually to defend that Church, (whereof 
he really is the Head, but at prefent out of Mo- 
defty only calls himfelf the Lord Advocate) that he 
has threatened to make ufe of Argftmenta Regum 
againft thofe that oppofe him (7). Whoever con- 
fiders this arbitrary Power, exercifed by the Chiefs 
of this Seel, or in other Words, this Empire within

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4m Em^if'mvA allow that a Gotvemment cugbt tb 
fsdke Umbrage at it, as in Proportion this Society 
increafes by making Prolelytes, it will gradually 
become more dangerous and formidable. The Will 
of one Man, or a few joined with him in Authoritjic, 
being fufficient, to make a Number of People, here 
and in other Countries, aft againft their own Incli- 
nations, nay, againft common Senie, upon barely 
telling them, that tbe Saviour will have it fo ; what 
Coniequences may not arife therefrom ? chiefly as^ 
dieir Tranlaftions are kept with the utmoft Secrecy^. 
May not the Safety of a Government depend on 
their good Will ? which, I think, is a very preca- 
rious Security ; or fuppofe this to be out of Quef- 
don, is it not in their Power, when, if a Govern- 
ment fliould not condefcend to gratify their Hu- 
mour in every Refpedt, to difpeople a whole Coun- 
try? which, as they have Liberty to make what 
Profelytes they can, may poflibly happen in Time ;; 
a pretended Order from the Saviour being all they 
need for bringing it about. This is the Reafon, 
why feveral Proteftant Princes, after having found, 
that Count ZinzeTidorf exercifed more than a* Papal 
Power over his Society, and that a blind Obedience 
was paid him in whatever he directed, chofe to part». 
as foon as poffible, with fuch Subjefts, rather than 
by keeping them longer, to be, at length, at the 
Mercy of their Rulers. Yet, fuch has been the 
Prudence and Humanity of thefe Princes, that, to* 
avoid all manner of Blame, they caufed public Pro- 
clamations to be made, to affure thefe deluded Peo- 
ple, before their Departure, that they were at Li- 
berty to remain in their Dominions, provided they 
would give up their Dependency on Count Zinzen- 
dorf\ which they did not choofe to comply with ; 
nay, openly declared, (i) that^ in doing this^ they 
would fall under the Cenfure of that Paffage in Scrip- 
ture : 

(i) This happen'd at Hermhaagy the Particulars whereof will 
be prefently related. 
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iare: Whoever denies me hefore Meny him wiU I alf$ 
deny hefore my Father which is in Heaven. This can 
be proved by a public Ad: : .What Judgment are 
we to make, after this, of the Fidelity of Hermhu* 
iers, and of .the Doftrine of Herrnhutifm itfelf ? Is it 
not plain, that thefe People fubmit to the Authority 
of a Perfon, who, in Reality, is their Pope, and 
whom they acknowledge to be Supreme in Tem- 
porals ? What Opinion muft we alfo have of the 
Count, who had the Aflurance to pretend, that 
thefe People were perfecuted for the Sake of their . 
Religion ? whereas they might to this Day, and all 
their Life-time, have remained where they wer^ 
had they been in a Difpoiition to behave as good 
Subjefts ought to do. 

It has been obferved by fome, that it is aftoniih- ^ 
ing, how People could follow a Se6t, that profeflcs^ 
Errors of fo grofs a Nature. Others have, on the^-^ 
contrary, found no Reafon to wonder at it, as they// / 
take it for granted, from the Depofitions of fuch as««» 
have left the Society, that fuch Things pafs among^^ 
the Initiatedy as are almoft as unfit to be mentioned 
as to be pradlis'd. I wave entering into a Difcufiion 
of this Matter. There is, however, lefs Reafon for 
being-^ furprifed, that People continue Members of 
it, than at their making of Profelytes. It has been 
proved above, that one of the eflential Articles of 
their Doftrine is, that fuch as are of their Number, 
muft give up the Ufe of their Reafon." Hence it 
naturally follows, that they muft be expofed to all 
manner of Delufions ; there being no Abfurdity, no 
DoArine fo extravagant and pernicious, that may 
not find Entrance into their Minds, provided it 
ftrikes their Imagination, and afFefts their Paffions. 
It follows further, that the moft exprefs Declara- 
tions in the Scripture cannot prevent their being 
feduced, as they are indifferent whether the Inter- 
pretation, that is given of them, be conformable or 
contrary to Reafon. This is the Vehicle, by the 

Help 
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Help of which, all the other Do<9jines of the 
Hmnbuters go down, and a thoufand more wouldy 
•f ftill greater Abfurdity, if poffible. But is noc 
fuch a Principle highly detrimental to a Govern- 
ment? Who can tell, to what Lengths fuch Delu- 
£ons may be carried and what Ufe the Chiefs of 
this Seft may make of a People, that arc only 
guided by Feelings Imagination and Paflions ? 'Tis 
with Principles of this Nature, as with Crimes in 
general. Men arrive not to die higheft Pitch of 
Wickednefs all at once. The Corruption increafes 
by Time, and is gradually rooted in the Heart* 
The Anabaptifts of Munfter^ who had likewife fet 
afide the Ufe of Reafon, and w ere led by Feelings 
Imagination and Paflions, had not certainly from 
the Beginning, formed that abominable Undertak- 
ing, which they executed afterwards. Thefe are 
Surmifes, I own; but they are fuch, as Prudence 
dii^tates. Schemes of this Nature, fhould the Chiefs 
of the Herrnhuters be difpofed fo to do, could be 
the more eafily carried on by them, as an impene-. 
trable Secrecy is kept in all their Tranfaftions. 
They have People in almoft all Parts of the World, 
whom, on Occafion, they can eafily bring together : 
They command arbitrarily, and their Will is exe- 
■ cuted without Reafoning, Deliberation, and, as ic 
were, inftantaneoufly. 
'AMthir What has been faid of the Poflibility, that Herrn* 
D^arine^ hutifm may affed: the Security of a Government, 
^f*^, will receive ftill greater Weight, if we recoUeft 
t^^Go" Count Zinzendorfs Aflertion above quoted, that 
Ointment. Cbrift can make Virtue to be Vice^ and Vice to he Virtue. 
As Reafon is given up by the Herrnhuters^ who 
(iibmit themfelves implicitly . to the Guidance of 
their Chiefs, and to their own Imagination and 
Paflions; 'tis eafy for thefe Rulers to make them 
perpetrate the moft horrid Enterprizes whenever 
they pleafe. Virtue is not Virtue at all Times, and 
Vice mufl: be Virtue, when they will have it fo. 

This 
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This is a Doftrine, the Count preached befoi^e one 
of his Synods, where, he fays, the Doors are opeA 
for all Hearers, whether they belong to the Society 
or not. But it were to be wifhed, he had employed 
his Talents to better Purpofes, than to inftil fuch 
Notions into Peoples Minds. As the Saviour, ac*- 
cording to him, manifefts his Will to the Brother- 
hood, or rather to the Chiefs, who, under this Pre* 
tence, have an Opportunity to ftir up their Flock 
to any Attempt; what Security can a Government 
have, that they will not make Ufe of this Doftrirife ? 
I know none but his, or their Word, which, I again 
repeat, is but a very bad Security. From the Ten- 
dency of this Doftrine, there is, befides, ftill more 
to be apprehended ; as 'tis known, that the Herm* 
huters pretend to be a quite dijlinll People^ a cbofen 
Flock J a chofen Race, and look with difdain upon all 
other Chriilians, calling them Idolaters, Chriftianers^ 
that is to fay, People that only pretend to Chriftia- 
nity, and are guided by a Clergy, who are Satan's Pro^ 
fejfors, and hofue deceived the World to this Day ( i ). 

I have hitherto fpoke of Poflibilities, or that 
Herrnhutifm may become dangerous to a Govern- 
ment. I could offer a great many other Arguments 
of as much Weight, to corroberate what I have 
faid, but fhall only add, that the political and 
worldly Views this Religion is founded upon, infer 
not ohly a Poffibility, but a great Probability, that 
a Government will be nearly affefted by it. The 
Means, which the Chiefs of this Sedt make Ufe of, 
fquare fo exa<5Uy with their pretended 'Theocracy—- 
with their EccUJiaftical Commonwealth, -"^xiA with 
their profejfed Difcipline in temporal Matters, that, in 
all Appearance, not much Good can thence be fore- 
boded to States. 'Tis true, the Opulency, this So- 
ciety fo much boafts of, may be of Advantage to a 
Country, but I leave it to the Reader to judge, 

I whe-

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.whether this, upon confidering the dangerous Prin- 
ciples of this Sed:, ought not rather to be a Motive 
for a Government to have nothing to do with them. 
JBefides, what Account can be made of Subje&s, 
that fufFer themfelves to be fo far deluded, as to 
part with their Subftance, (which Men in general 
inoft value) to their Chiefs, in Order to enable 
them to carry on Projedb for aggrandizing them- 
felves in all Parts of the World ? Will they 'jafter 
this fcruple to execute any Thing propofed to thenfi, 
under the Pretence of its being the Saviour's Com- 
mand ? Can they refufe to comply with Count Zin- 
zendorfs Orders, who expefts fuch a Docility in 
ibem^ that they muft fuffer themfelves to be guided Step 
iy Step, like little Children ( i ) ? 

I conclude thefe Obfervations with an Abftrafl: 
oF a Book publiflied abroad (2), which gives an 
Account of the Condudt of the Herrnhutersy and 
chiefly of Count Zinzendorfsy at Herrnhaag in the 
County of BUdingeitj near Franc fort on the Mayn^ 
where this Seft lately had a Settlement. *Tis wrote 
with a great deal of Moderation, and the Fafts 
ftated there are fupported by the Count's own Let-, 
ters, and thofe of the Chiefs of the Society. The 
Reader will thence be enabled to judge, whether 
my Apprehenlions, concerning the Danger a Go- 
vernment may be expofed to from this Seft, arc 
juft or not; he will alfo get a more perfe6t Idea of 
Hermhutifm and of the Count, by looking into his

wait their Arrival, but went into the County oUf the 
Ifenhurg^ fituated in the Circle of the Upper Rhine^ Omdua 
in the Neighbourhood of Francfort on the -^^^^i^ 
with a View, as it afterwards appeared to eftabliflitg„ /^ ^ 
there his Seft. As the Government of the County of their 
of Ifenburg'Budtngen declined to have any Thing toSettlemenu 
do with Count Zinzendorf on that Score, two Depu-**^*'* 
ties of the Brethren of that Society took upon them 
in September 1737, to make Propofals to the Mini- 
ftry there, for purchafing a confiderable Number of 
Acres of Land, in order to build Houfes, and fettle 
forty or fifty Families there ; which, for the greateft 
Part, as it was given out, were to carry on Woollen 
and Linen Manufafturies, &fr. It appears that 
the Miniftry had already fome Sufpicion of the 
Dodlrines of that Seft -, but this was foon removed 
by their producing Teftimonials of Orthodoxy from 
the Theological Faculty a,t the Univerfity of Tubin^ 
genj and other Vouchers to the fame Purpofe, and 
by their folemnly averring, that they were no SeHa^ 
ties J but Protejiants^ and would conform to the Liturgy 
of the Reformed Churchy in order to avoid entirely all 
Sufpicion of Separation^ Particularifm^ or of having a 
particular Religion, Hereupon no Difficulty was 
made of granting them their Requeft ; and the 
Price of the Land being agreed upon, a Patent was 
given them for their Eftablifliment •, out of which 
*tis neceffary to relate the following Articles for the 
better underftanding the Sequel, viz, i .

The 
Colonijls have promifed^ that^ whereas Liberty is granted 
them to regulate their Church- Affairs y they do not de- 
fire nor intend^ under that Colour ^ to fubjeSl themfelves 
to any other Head (by which Count Zinzendorf and 
his Plenipotentiaries were meant) but that they know 
of no Headbeftdes Jefus Chrift. 4. They are in Tem- 
poral Affair Sy civil or criminal^ without any ReJtriSiion^ 
fubjeB to the Government of Biidingen, in the fame 
Manner the other Subjects in that Country are. 5. No 
more Families than is abovemention^dy Jhall have Li- 
berty to fettle J unlefs fpecial Leave be obtained for that 
Purpofe. 

This being fettled, the Society built Houfes, call- 
ing their Settlement //i?rr;/;&^^2^; Count Zinzendorf 
having before, by Lot, difcover'd the Spot for it. 
A Number of People, brought over from other Re- 
ligions to Herrnhutifm^ immediately filled the Place, 
though it had been given out at the obtaining of the 
Grant, that this Setdement was intended only for a 
Shelter to Bohemians and Moravians j opprefled in ' 
their Countries on Account of Religion. Thefc 
Things, however, were not ftriftly looked into at 
that Time ; on the contrary, the Chiefs of the Sed, 
fome Years after, found an Opportunity of extend- 
ing their Views, by means of a very fubftantial Man 
from Amjlerdamy named Beuning, then among them, 
who profer'd to lend a confiderable Sum of Money 
at 4 per Cent, to the Government of Biidingen for the 
Space of Thirty Years, upon mortgaging and deli' 
vering up to him fome Demefnes ; the Rents of 
which, during that time, were gradually to repay 
both Principal and Intereft. This Propofal, being 
approved and agreed upon by the Government, the 

Society 
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Society hmder'd the Execution of it till they had 
Ubtairi'd a new Grant, which fuperfcded the former 
in fome Articles. 

To avoid too great Prolixity, I fliall only ob- 
fcrvc, that this new Grant fuppofes it as an inciMi- 
tcftible Truth, that the Doftrines of the Herrributers 
are fuch as they appeared to be from the above 
Teftimonials ; wherefore Leave is given there to 
the Society, to a5l according to their Cuftoms^ and 
that tbeyjhall only be obliged upon the appointing of a 
new Ordinary y to prefent him to the Government. It is 
alfo granted them, that no body Jhall dwell among the 
Society y that doth not belong to it ; that they Jhall have 
Liberty to receive or turn out whomsoever they think 
proper y but Jhall fend in a Liji^ once every three Months^ 
of the Inhabitants at Herrnhaag, excepting therefrom 
Strangers or Vijiters -, that ihey have Authority to in- 
fli£l Punijhments and decide Law-fuits among them of a 
fmall Value J determined in the Grants which however 
could be appealed or brought to the fuperior Court at 
Biidingen ; th^t they may appoint a Jujliciary^ who 
never thelefs isjirji of all tobe prefentedtOy and confirmed 
by the Regency of that County ; that they were to give 
a fmall annual Tax for their Protections and Jhould be 
exempted from all Duties paid by the other Subjects in 
the faid Dominions. 

Count Zinzendorfy who, behind the Curtain, had 
direfted his Brethren throughout the whole Nego- 
tiation, was fo glad at the Advantages the Society 
had in this Manner obtained, that he could not help 
in a Letter (i) wrote by him to one of the Mem- 
bers of the Regency, (who, in the Name of the Go- 
vernment, had treated with them) to exprefs his Joy y 
and to declare y that one of his Chief Defires bad thereby 
been fulfilled. And yet the Reader will find after- 
wards, that he pretended, the whole Affair had been 
done without his Will and Knowledge. 

The

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Tbe Government, fbon after, found room to 
Umbrage at the Hcrrnhuters: For thofe Ma»^ 
BufaAurcs propofed by the Society for increafing 
die Commerce of the Country, and which were the 
duef Motive of the Grants were not introduced. 
The Colcmifts, which ihould confift of Bohemians 
and Mnr^viam^ were People of all Countries, that 
tX3o\i upon them that Name, and enjoyed full Li- 
berty of Conicience in thofe Places from which 
diey came. The Society changed their Ordinary at 
Fl^fure without prefenting him, contrary to what 
iiad been ftipulated, in Order that Enquiry might 
be made, whether his Doctrine agreed with the 
Tcftimonials above-mentioned, and Mechanics and 
other illiterate People preached among them. They 
refufed to keep to the Liturgy of the reformed 
Church as they had promifed, and when they were 
called to an Account for it. Count Zinzendorf 
threatned (2) that all the Celonifts Jhould remove \ pre- 
iauUngy that this Demand^ ihaugh agreeable to their 
mxm Stipulation^ 'xas an Infringment of their Liberty of 
Confciencei by which it plainly appeared, that they 
intended to introduce a new Religion. As for po- 
litical Affairs, they changed according to Count 
Zinzendorf % Ox Atx^ their Jufticiary.at Will, with- 
out applying for a Confirmation, fo that die Re- 
g|cncy never could have an Infight into their civil 
Affairs ; chiefly as they continually removed fomt 
of their People, and admitted others in their ftead^ 
They publickly avowed, (3) that they knew nothing 
tf an Ecclefiaftical Difiipline^ whereof fo much Talk 
was made in the IVorld^ or among other Religions^ bu$^ 
that their Difcipline regarded only civil Matters 5 which . 
in reality was taking the civil Power out of the 
Hands of the Government. When the leaft Mif- 
underftanding happened between two or more <rf" 
their Brethren, they were fent away to difFereiv:

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foreign Parts ; none were allowed to go to the City 
of Buduigmj without the Coofcnt of t£e Elders, and 
a Perfon was fent along with them, whom they 
could rely upon. 

Thus the real Conftitution of the Herrtdmters^ ia 
Ecclefiaftical and Civil Matters, remained a Secret 
to the Government for a long Time, and though it 
had room, by what has juft been laid, to exert ies 
Authority, yet it chofe ftill to ufe as much Mode- 
ration ^as an Affair of this Nature would admit of. 
This, undoubtedly, muft give to every unprejudiced 
Reader, a favourable Idea of the Condud: of that 
Government, efpecially as from Time to Time 
Things came to its Knowledge, which gradually 
laid open more and more the Views of its Chiefs. 
One named fVahber, oi Sundhaufen^ in 1 743, claimed 
his Wife and Children, then among the Brethren 
at Htrrnhaag^ and when the Regency ordered an 
Enquiry to be made into this Matter, the Society, 
to elude it, fent direftly the Wife away to Holland. 
Mr. de Schucbman^ Major in the Army of the King 
of Poland^ who had a Daughter among the Herm- 
hutersj being iacquainted, that iotty People of that 
Society were to be married by Lot, and afterwards 
fent to Penfylvania^ applied in 1 745, to the Regency 
to have his Daughter delivered up to him, but no 
Juftice could be done him, as the Chiefs hearing 
of it, diredlly difpatched her to a Place out of the 
Reach of the Government. The Brethren medled 
alfo with the Demefnes mortgaged to their Brother 
^euningy and by him farmed out to others, though 
this was an Affair that had no Connexion with 
their Settlement. Several Aftions being brought 
in 1745 by Foreigners againft People that lived 
upon thefe Eftates, the Farmers, at the Inftigation 
of the Society, pretended to an Independency, nay, 
would exercife a Jurifdiftion thcmfelves, infifting^ 
that thefe Foreigners Ihould bring their Anions be- 
fore them, or apply to Mr. Beuning^ who then lived 
2X Amjlerdam^ ' This 
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This Indcpcndenqr, 'tis plain, could be of no 
'Advantage to the Mortgagee, who, as has been 
laid, lived at Amfterdam -, yet it was an eflential Ar- 
ticle of the Plan of Count Zinzendorf^ who endea-. 
. voured to efiahlijh an Empire 'mthin an Empire^ and 
to have his Society dependent on himfelf alone. 
Strong Oppofitions were made on the Part of the 
Fanners oi the Mortgage againft the Government 
concerning this Independency, in which the Count 
a&ed the moft artful Chara&er imaginable, offering 
his Mediation to the Government, and at the fame 
Time inveigling the other Party, which entirely 
afted by his Diredtions, as can be proved by his 
own Letters. 

Here the Author of the Book, of which we are 
giving an Abftraft, fays, that at the fame Time the 
abovementioned Loan had been made to the Go- 
vernment of Biidingen^ Mr. Beumng had alfo ad- 
vanced a like Sum to another Line of that Houfe, 
which finding itfelf by the Mortgage given him, 
very much wronged, offcr'd to pay the Loan, or to 
fee the Contraft alter'd. Tho* this Tranfaftion 
feems in fome Relped: foreign to the Bufinefe re- 
lated above, yet, as Count Zinzendorf endeavoured 
to get. from Mr. Beuning a Ceflion of this Loan, 
the Author thinks proper to take Notice of it in 
this Place, in Order to fhew, on this Oqcafion, the 
Count's Infincerities and Views, fo little becoming 
his pretended Apoftlefhip. A Letter is inferted (i), 
in which the Count pretends, that Mr. Beuning bad 
borrowed of him the great eft Part of the Mon^ he had 
advanced on the Mortgage. This, however, appears 
to be falfe, by a Letter (2) of the faid Beuning^ to 
the Perfon who had the CaVe of the mortgaged 
Eftates, where he fays, that he had always believed^ 
he ought to be very cautious in mentioning Count Tavl" 
zendorf *s Name ; wherefore he could not imagine j why 

he

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he Was defired to fay, he had borrowed a Sum of 
Money towards the Loan ; that be bad been defirel 
to make over his Right to the Mortgage to the Mamma^ 
(who is the Countefs of Zinzenaorf) but that he had 
but little Inclination to do it. Another Letter (3) ist' 
mentioned, wrote to the fanie Perfon by one IVeis^ 
who calls himfelf Deacon-general of the Hermhutersy 
and who is the Count's Treafurer, where he fays, 
that he thought it //, Air. Beuning Jbould make this 
CeJ/ion, and that upon making a Propofal thereof to 
Beuning, when at Amfterdam, the Saviour had fo 
far legitimated it^ that Mr. Beuning gave his Confenty 
but that he afterwards had retraced it •, and at Ungtb 
feemed again fomewhat inclined towards it. In another 
Letter alfo inferted here (4), wrote to the fame 
Perfon by Mr. Beuning^ he fays, that the Papa^ (who 
is Count Zinzendorf) had wrote to him to make this 
CeJ/ion, whereupon he had done it. And yet, adds the 
Author, notwithjianding tbefe plain Proofs of the Count^s^ 
having been the Primum mobile in tbefe Affairs^ not- 
withjianding his unfair Dealings with his Brother 
Beuning, and the felfijh Views he thereby difcovered^ 
he had the Aflurance in a Letter (5), wrote by him 
to the Sovereign of the County of Biidingen^ to aver, 
that he would not have meddled in this Affair ^ had he 
been left out of it-, and in another (6) that he was 
juji the fame as the Saviour bad been in this IVorld^ 
who came not to be minijtred unto^ but to minijier. 

But to return to the Tranfaftions of the Herm-^ 
huters with the Government of Btidingen: This 
Society, far from removing the Umbrage already 
given, daily encroached on the Grant. Inftead of 
confining themfelves to their Limits of Hermhaag^ 
they intruded into other Parilhes, chiefly in the City 
of Btidingen^ exercifing there minifterial Acts of 
Baptizing, fc?^. and on their being reproved, infifted, 
that they had a Call for it. Count Zinzendorf oa 

K thia

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this Occafion, fo much betrayed his intended arbi- 
fraiy Sway, diat he protefted againft the Inhibition 
nude to nis Followers, and even ufed Memces: 
The Mechanics at Herrnbaag^ who were of no C^ow- 
fanj in the County of Biidingeny to the Prejudice of 
the odier Inhabitants, work'd all over the Country, 
and ingrofled the Trade to themfclves, being able 
to underfell the latter, on Account of the very low 
Taxes they paid, and becaufe they had People of all 
Nations among them, who procured Goods fronx 
fee firft Hands. The Lifts, the Society gave -in cf 
fecir People, on the Faith of which alone the linali^ 
Taxes they had to pay, were to be levied, appeared 
fufpicious, fc?f. Thefe Articles, joined to thofc 
above related, chiefly that of the pretended Indepen- 
dency, made the Government more and more fear* . 
that the Settlement granted to this Sedt, inftead of 
becoming advantageous to the Country, as hadi 
been imagined, would rather prove dangerous, both 
to the other Inhabitants and to the Government it- 
fclf. 

Count Zinzendcrfy with whom, in Reality, the 
Government of Bifdingen had no Bufinefs, (having 
only contraded with the People at Hermbaagj} 

gTceiving the Uneafinefs of the Govemnaent, wirii 
^rd to thefe Particulars, offered his Mediation ; 
tho it was well known, that nothing had ever been 
done by his Followers but by his Direffcions. Se- 
veral Letters were exchanged between him and one 
of the Members of the Regency. On perufing thoiei 
of the Count's, we find a Flow of Expreflions of 
Pifintereftednefs and Sincerity in every Part of 
them : He is ready to grant all that is defired, nay, 
to facrifice large Sums, iut he muji firft confider iu 
what Part of bis CEconomy be may mtfs tbem leaft. 
Whenever he makes ConceiEons, they regard only 
fuch Things as no body cares for ; and fuch as are 
required of him, he knows rnofl artfully to evade, 
by laying the Blame, either on the Society or the 

• ' Un. 
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UntraiSbiblchefs of the Mortgagee. What is moft 
remarkable in thefe Letters, is, that he verifies Aefc 
a fccmingJy cbntratjiftory, hiit true Pofition^ viz. 
that ftldom an immoderate Ambition is to Be irjct 
•^ith, which has not fome Mixture of Meahriefi. 
For he aflcrts there Fafts of his own, whereurito hfi 
had averr'd the contrary before •, and both by Let- 
ters wrote by himfeJf. Sometimes he fays, tne So- 
ciety has fettled in the County of Budingen, accord^ 
ing to his Will, and that one of his chief DelTfcs 
had thereby been fulfilled; fometimes 'tis juft tKb 
contrary, and he has prptefted againft it. Some- 
times this Society is a Moravian Church, fometimes 
'tis a Reformed, fometimes *tis a Lutheran ChurcK, 
and .fometimes they are Mennonifts. And all thefe 
Things, how inconfiftent foever they feem to be, 
may be proved by his own Writings. But to re- 
turn •, this epiftolary Negotiation having been carr 
ricd on for awhile without Succefs, Count Zinzen- 
dorf thought {Proper to apply to the Sovereign him- 
felf, by a Letter (i), wherein he makes great Shew 
of the Uprightnefs of his Heart, and a De/ire of 
feeing thefe Differences accommodated. The Let- 
ter, which is very long, is not fufficiently interefting 
to make an Abftraft of it here neceffary; but I 
cannot avoid taking Notice, that he makes ufe there 
of a very peculiar Argument, to induce that Sove- 
reign to diink favourably of the fmall Taxes the 
Herrnhuters paid in Corriparifon of thofe paid by 
the other Inhabitants in the County of Biidingen^ 
telling him, that he was bimfetf Owner of two Eng* 
lifti Lordfhips, (Baronies) for the one of which he rave 
annually no more than a white Rofe, becaufe aU the 
other Duties had been comprehended in the Purchafe- 
Money he had given for that Lordfhip ; and as to the 
other y he paid a yearly Duty from three to four Hundred 
Florins y though it conjtfted of ten Thoufand great Tard-

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Umds (2). Whether this is Fad, I leave to the 
Enquiry of the Reader ; but if it is true, it feems 
ftrange, that the Count Ihould make. Acquilitions 
in the Name of the Unitas Fratrum^ and claim them 
as his own Property ; and that his Followers ihould 
furnifh him with Means for ag^andifing himfelf in 
this World, as a Recompence for his teaching them 
the Way to Heaven. 

The Sovereign of Budingen^ being naturally in- 
clined to great Lenity, hereupon thought proper to 
appoint a Commiffary to treat perfonally with the 
Count, in what manner the Differences that had 
arifen, might be adjufted. This Commiflary in- 
fifted, that no Independency could be allowed to the 
Pofleffor of the mortgaged Demefnes ; that the Suf- 
picion muft be removed, which the Society gave by 
their Endeavours to get Footing all over the County, 
and managed their Aflfairs at Herrnbaag in fuch a 
manner as if they were independent, not allowing 
the Regency to come at the Bottom of their Tranf- 
aftions ; for which Reafon, he offer'd that the So- 
vereign Ihould appoint a Perfon he could confide 
in, -to refide, on his Part, at HennbaaZj who at the 
fame Time was to atteft the Truth of the Lifts the 
Society gave in of the Inhabitants at that Place. 
But, as to the firft Article, the Count laid all the 
Blame on the Mortgagee, though it was known that 
lie entirely direfted him ; and as for the other Pro- 
pofals, he confined himfelf to Proteftations, that he 
entirely afted for the Intereft of the Government: 
thus nothing was concluded in the feveral Meetings 
lield for the adjufting of thefe Difierences. 

Thefe fruitlefs Negotiations, however, were fo 
far favourable to the Members of the Regency, that 
they had Time gradually to inform themfelves of 
the Conftitution of the Herrnbuters. Count Zinzenr 

dorfy 

(2) 'Tis cxprefs'd in German by the Word Hufey which con- 
tains thirty Acres; wherefore thefe ten Thoufand Yardlands 
mutt comprehend an Extent of three Hundred Thoufand Acres; 
and undoubtedly the other Lordihip comprehends as much. 
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Jiorfj in the mean-while, was about fetting up % 
Printing-OfEce at Herrnhaagj offering a certain 
yearly Sum for the Licence; which the Regency 
oppofed, as having yet no clear Idea of the Doc- 
trine of the Hermhutersj which they heard was de- 
tefted by all Proteftants, , and therefore would not 
be acceffary to the promulging of them, by grant- 
ing him this Licence. When the Count had No* 
tice of this Refufal, he, in a haughty Strain, an- 
fwered: that he bad not defired Leave to fet up a 
Printing-Office ; that it was beneath him to ajk fucb 
Leave^ becaufe all that belonged to his ProfeJJion^ was 
ns much priviledged as himfelf^ wherever he was. This 
Printing-Office was neverthelefs, as it afterwards 
appeared, kt up by his own Authority. 

Shortly after, new Propofals were made by him,' 
the Motive to which (according to his always- 
boafted-of Difinterqflednefs) he pretended to be, 
that the Government, by complying therewith, 
might be free from the Engagement with the Mort- 
gagee. His Rcqueft was, that a Farm, named 
Leujtadtj one of the Demefhes mortgaged to Mr. 
Beuningj ihould be given up to the Count. This 
being refufcd him, after repeated Solicitations in 
Writing, which can be produced, will it be believed, 
that in a Letter direfted to one of the Members of 
the Regency ( I ), which can alfo be produced, he 
in exprefs Terms declares, that he never had had 
an Intent to get the Farms, concluding with theic 
folemn Words : / declare before the Saviour^ that I 
never intended it, nor do I know for what Purpofe I 
Jhould deftre it. What Judgment, fays the Author 
of this Treatife, can we make after this, of the Re- 
ligion of a Perfon, and a Reformer too, that thus 
trifles with his Saviour ? 

The Regency, being by this Time fully apprifed, 
that the Herrnbuters intended, to put Count Zinzen^ 
dorf in the Poffeflion of the mortgaged Dcmefnes,

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ind that the true Creditor had alreadr made ever 
his Ri^t to him y but that the Count delayed mak- 
ing ufe of the Ccffion^ oh account of fome odier 
Rc^ladon^^he before was wiUing to make : Orders 
were givien by the Government, to oblige the Per- 
fen, '^ho in the Name of Mr. Beumng poflefs*d the 
mortgaged Eftates, and thofe that dwelt there, to 
A> Homage, as other Subjefts- in the County had 
^»ie, and to enjoin them, to receive no OrderR 
from the Count, or any of the Chiefs at Herrnbang. 
This was inimediately executed, ahd thereby a Stop 
put to the pretended Independency of the Pdffeflbr 
of thefe Eftates*, Affurance however was, at the 
fame Time, given to him, and to his Principal at 
Amfierdamy as well as to Count Zitizendorf^ that the 
Mortgagee fhould in no Manner be difturbed in 
receiving the Rents of thofe Eftates which were 
mortgaged to him. 

■ *Tis remarkable, that Mr. Beuning^ the only Per- 
fon the Government had to do with concerning the 
Mortgage, immediately declared by a Letter, in 
Anfwer to the Notice given him of the MeaiUres 
•taken, and above related, That be was entirely content 
therewith. This Declaration, undoubtedly, pro- 
ceeded from his being then at Amfterdam^ and hav- 
ing no Opportunity to confer with the Count, fk 
the Elders of the Hefrnhuters. Thefe were quitfc 
otherwife dilpofed; the Count was bold enougn to 
fliew his Refentment; as the Plan he had formed 
for making himfelf with his Society independent, 
was by thefe Meafures fruftrated. In the Interini; 
that Beuning*s Anfwer, (which, 'tis to be fuppofed^ 
he thought would fquare with his Views), was ex- 
pefted, he ufed Menaces, in an indireft Manners 
And in Order to make the Government fenfible; 
that it would have to do with no infignificant 
Pe<»Ie, got a Writing delivered in to the Regency 
in the Name of the Deputies of the whole Society 
of tiic Unitas Fratrum^ fubfcribed by one, who calls 

him- 
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Ijiin^If ^^r of^b$ Colltge ffSmiors^ (which U the 
Privy CouQcU of the Co\|nt) by another, who figns 
in the Name of the Reformd Trope \ a third futn 
&ribes himfelf there in the Name of the iMiberam 
Trcpe-y and a fourth defigning himieif by his Subr 
fcription to be Deacon-Qener^l of the Brotherhood. 
Th^x, formidable Body in this Writing declared, that 
they were Gmrdiati^ of Mr. Beumng^ and on that 
Account, thought proper to proteft againft ths 
Steps taken by the doy^rnment with Regard to tho 
pretended Independency,-— On this Occafion, the 
Author makes fome Obfervations, to put the Reader 
in Mind,^ that none pf the Followers of HemdniHJm 
is Mailer of his pwn> let him be of what Age ho 
will; but that the Chiefs, under the Name of 
Guardians^ have the Difpofal of it, and that it is 
dangerous to have Dealings with an Herrnkuiery as 
the whole Body diredly meddles in it, and none of 
their Members can aft, but by the Diredkion of the 
Chiefs. He alfo quotes here fome Inftances of the 
Dilhonefty of thefe Guardians, partly with refped 
to their pretended Pupils, and partly to thoie that 
are liot of their Sedt. I fhall only mention one of 
this laft Sort; which is, that the above Deacon- 
General having learn'd, that the Government was 
lenfible, the Mortgagee, inftead of the 4 p&r Cent 
allowed him, made more than 6 or 7, by the Ufe 
of the Eftates, and fearing that this in time might 
be looked into, defires of th^ Perfon that had the 
(pare of them, to keep the Accounts in fuch a 
Manner, as to prevent its being found out, as ap- 
pears by his Letter to the fame, oijune 17, 1746; 
and when this Man, who feems to have been more 
honeit than the Chiefs, and unwilling to falfify the 
Books, made Scruple of doing it, he, in another 
Letter to him, dated July 19, 1746, telb him, that 
what be had wrote to bim on that Account^ was dfine 

h Ordfr. 
■ The 
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- The Count finding a Part of his Plan thwarted 
by the too precipitate Anfwcr of Mr. Beuning^ as 
has been related above, became again courteous, 
and congratulated the Government by a Letter, on 
Mr. Beuning^s acquiefcing with the Steps taken by 
it ; he alfo gave to underftand, that his Stay in the 
County of Budingen would not be long, and that he 
would remove the Printing-OfBce. The Regency, 
which to this Time had employed itfeJf in Inquiries 
about the Conduit of the Hermbuters^ now began 
to confider, that it was high Time to fet Bounds to 
the Encroachments of this Society at Hermbaagy 
and to inquire more narrowly into its Syftem, both 
as to Spirituals and Temporals. For this Purpofe 
they made the following Report to their Sovereign ; 
That many Circumftances, which had come to 
the Knowledge of that Board, and which had the 
Appearance of Probability, required, that a Com- 
miflion fhould be iflued, to inquire into the Af- 
fairs of this Society, but that thpre were many 
Confiderations which put Obftacles almoft infu- 
perable in the Way. In the firft Place, Men 
fufficiently capable of executing fuch a Commif- 
fion, both among the Clergy and Laity, were not 
eafy to be found in this Countty, and if there 
were fome that could undertake it, their ordinary 
Occupations would hinder them from executing 
it in the Manner it ought to be.' Secondly, The 
Hermbuters would reprefent thefe Commiflaries as 
partial, wherefore, in Cafe a Commiflion Ihould 
take Place, one or more Perfons, that had no 
Connexion with the County of Budingen j muft be 
required to affift at it. Thirdly, The Iflue of 
fuch a Commiflion would be very uncertain, and 
there could be no Hope of coming at the Bottom 
of their Aflfairs : For, according to the Intelli- 
gence they had of thefe People, there was no 
uniform Conftitution, or Rule of Ading among 
* them for one Week together, wherefore it was 

* doubt- 
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doubtful, whether fuch Things asT. ncre found 
amoDg them to Day, would continue fo for any 
Time. They had fent away many of their Peo* 
pie, and were daily fending more; they would 
certainly fend out of the Way fuch as it would be 
moft neceffary to examine ; wherefore thefe Mat- 
ters, concerning wliich an Inquiry was to be 
made, would remain doubtful. The Chiefs, and 
thofe People of Diftindtion that were among them, 
perhaps would challenge or except againfl the 
Commiflaries on Account of their Rank, and re- 
fiile to anfwer ; or if they did, it would be in fuch 
doubtful Terms, according to- their known Cui^ 
tom of giving all Kinds of Appearances to their 
Affairs, that the moft converfant in intricate Mat- 
ters would be confounded ; and this would happen 
fo much the more to thofe, who had their ordi- 
nary Occupations to attend and could not fpend 
much Time to inquire into fuch Matters. And 
if the principal Points of their Plan Ihould yet 
remain undifcover'd, this would make the Matter 
worfe ftill, in that the Hermbuters would continu- 
ally boaft of it, and from this Commiflion indi- 
redtly reap the Advantage of eftablifliing them- 
felves more firmly, and increafing the Number of 
their Seft. They might, indeed, be told, that 
Commiffaries were to be appointed, which alio 
could be done, but then only to inquire into, and 
not to determine Matters relating to the Society ; 
and by intimating this to them, one mi^ difco- 
ver what they had to fay to it. But there was a 
Method more fafe to come at the Bottom of their 
Conftitution, though it would require a longer 
Time. Every Government was intfcled- to have 
an Infight into, and to examine the Views and 
true Intention of all Societies eftablilh'd in its 
Dominions, to inquire into the Means every one 
makes Ufc of, to try whether the fame arc agree- 
able to the State in general, be it concerning Re- 

L * ligious 
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ligious or Political Matters, and accordingly td 
determine, whether, and how far, fuch a Society 
was to be tolerated. This was likcwife the Duty 
of every Government, as the Welfare of a Coun- 
try with which it was intrufted, depended thereon. 
It had a Right to ufe fuch Means as were con- 
ducive to that End. When therefore a new So- 
ciety fprings up, which has a confiderable Num- 
ber of Members, who ufe all Means to become 
powerful and formidable, a Government muft be 
looked upon as not underftanding its Intereft, in 
Cafe it doth not fo far examine into the Founda- 
tion of fuch a Society, its Views, the Means it 
makes Ufe of, and its Tranfaftions, little or 
great, that it may rely on its Members, and ac- 
cordingly take its Meafures in the Governing of 
a State. This was the more neceflary to be ob- 
ferved with Regard to the Society of the Herm" 
buiersj as it was known from Hiftory, how often 
Societies had introduced themfelves under the 
facred and refpeftable Name of Religion, which 
afterwards had moftly contributed to the Ruin of ; 
a State, or at leaft caufed infinite Troubles and 
Difturbances ; whereof the Conltitution of the 
Herrnhuters at Hermhaag had already produced 
feveral Inftances. The following Method for an 
Inquiry appeared the moft eligible. An honcft, 
confcientious and learned Man, that has no 
Connexion with the Herrnhuters^ nor is of their 
Church, ought to be placed at Hermhaag. The 
Society is to be enjoined under a certain Penalty, 
to have no Meetings, about either Ecclefiafticai 
or Temporal Matters, either by Day or Night, ' 
without his Prefence. That the Herrnhuters may 
have no Occafion to complain of an Infringement 
of Liberty of Confcience, he ought to have no 
Vote in their Society in Ecclefiafticai Matters, 
but he is to be inftruded, to fet down his Obfer- 
vations concerning their Dodrines, Litui^, in- 

♦ terioj 
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♦ ttrior and exterior Conftitution in Church- AflSurs,' 
and to fend in thcfe Obfervarions once every 
Week ; he alfo ought to enjoin the Hermbuters not 
to mix Temporal Matters with their Cure of Souls 
under any Pretence whatfoever, nor thereby mak£ 
it a Plea to exempt themfelves from Subje6tion 
to the Government in fuch Ecclefiaftical Affairs, 
as do not concera Confcience and Theological 
Doftrines, In Political Matters he ought to hav6 
a Vote, or at leaft fo much Authority as that he 
may record whatever is tranfadted, and no Tranf- 
aftion in Civil Affairs, made in his Abfence an4 
not recorded by him, ought to be of any Validity/ 
Without his Prefence and Confent, and without 
having previoufly made a lufficient Inquiry, no 
Perfon once received, ought to be fent fix>m 
Herrnbaagy and none to be received, uolefs quali- 
fied according to the Conftitution of the Country. 
None are to be married till both Parties have 
been firft heard, and the Queftions propofed to 
them with their Anfwers, are likewife recorded. 
No body is to be permitted to remain at Hem* 
baag above fix Weeks, unlefs he fettles there as 
an Inhabitant, or enters into fome Service •, mean 
while he is bound in the fame SubjedHon with 
the reft of the Inhabitants of that Place (i)* 
Thofe that are Houfekeepers at Htrrnhaag^ are to 
be appointed Guardians to Orphans, of whofc 
Subftance Inventories are to be taken, and whirt 
belongs to them is faithfully to be preferved, and 
not to be delivered into the Hands of the Society 
or their Directors, who never continue long in 
one Place. All Contrafts, Wills and Donations, 
are either to be made in the fame Manner as has 
been ufcd hitherto, or at leaft, after previous In- 

L 2 * auiry, 

( I ) The Count pretended, that every one that had not been a 
Twelve-Month at Hermban^^ would be look'd upon as a Forem* 
Jisy and not be (bbjed to die Laws of the Country; and as he 
continually changed his People, there were in Reality few In- 
kabUants that could be called Subje^b, 
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* qiiiry, to be confirmed. A R^iftcr of all the 

* Inhabitants, of Births and Burials, is every Year 

* to be fent in j and no body is to be allowed, of 

* what Condition foever, to make any Regulation 

* at Hermhaagj unlefs it be firft approved by the 

* Sovereign. The Perfon that is to refide at Herrn- 

* baag on the Part of the Government, is to order 

* the Taxes to be levied, that are to be paid. Thus 

* a thorough Information will be got of the Con- 
'* fUtution of the Henmbuters in Spiritual and Tem- 

* poral Matters, £sfr. 

The Sovereign agreed to every Point of this 
Opinion, offering to pay a Sallary to the Perfon 
that was to refide at Hermhaag^ and ordered thefc 
feveral Articles to be reduced into an Ordinance. 
But before this could be done. Count ZinT^endorf 
renewed his Correfpondence, wherein he contefted 
the chief Point, which was the appointing of a Juf- 
ticiary at Herrnbaag, As the Society, contrary to 
the Grant given them, never prefented the Perfon 
diat was to execute that Office, the Government 
had fome Time before intimated to him, that there 
would be a Perfon appointed for thit Purpofe on 
its Part, in order to be affured, that Juftice was 
duly adminiftred. The Count now offered himfelf 
to be charged with this Employment, and to 
enforce this the more, alledged, that the Earl of 
Cratrville^ Lord Baltimore^ and Mr. Penn^ were Pro- 
prietors in fome Parts of America^ and at the fame 
Time the King of Great BritairCs GovcrnOTs there. 
He added, that a Member of the Regency* of Bii- 
4ingen might come to Herr^ibaag^ once every Fort-* 
night or Month, to revife fuch Matters^ in which, 
fays he, we cannot condu^ ourf elves without DireSlion ; 
which was as much as to fay, fuch Matters as I 
fliall think proper to let him know. Here the Au- 
thor obferves, that it is the Cuftom of the Count, 
to refer himfelf always to foreign Places and Cuf- 
toms, the Nature of which, he is very well affured, 

thefc 
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thcic Pcrfons he treats with, have no Informatimi 
of; that he endeavours to fcreen himfelf thereby^ 
from a thorough Examination of the Bufmefs he 
propofes, and that he is extremely fond ot calling 
a Mift iDcfore Peoples Eyes, by producing Writings 
and Ads and Teftimonials from foreign Places, 
though it afterwards appears, that fuch as gave 
him thefe Vouchers were impofed upon by him 
in the fame Manner, as he impofes upon them to 
whom he fhews thefe Writings. 

Another Point was debated at this Time, which 
concerned the Prefentation of the Ordinary at Herrn- 
iaagj and which the Count eluded by appointing 
Vice-Ordinaries, who were changed from Time to 
Time. Upon the whole, the Count could no longer 
deny, that he, and the Society, had in many Re- 
fpefts adted againft the Grant. However, he had 
a Plea at Hand, which was to juftify his Conduft 
at once. 'Tis a perfonal Fault of mine^ fays he in a 
Letter to the Sovereign of Biidingen^ and it proceeds^ 
(as 'tis known to the Omnifcient !) from my being ufed^ 
for fever al Tears ^ to think no otherwife^ than if I was 
a Servant of yours ^ in your Pay^ and under an Qbliga- 
tion of an Oath to you^ and never imagined that there 
could he a different Intereft between us. Upon confi- 
dering the Count's difingenuous and felfifh Deal- 
ings, already deteded, and which will ftill more 
appear hereafter, is it poflible to believe, fays ouf 
Author, that he could on writing this, be free from 
the moft fevere Reproaches of Confcience ? 

New Overtures, ihortly after this, were made by 
the Count, in which he acknowledged, that the 
Conftitution of the Herrnhuters had the Appearance 
of being a State within a State^ and defired, that 
fome Statutes, which he had drawn up, might be 
confirmed. But he was told, that before the Go- 
vernment could enter into the Particulars of his 
Dcfign, it was needful, that fome Perfon of Credit 
and Impartiality trom a neighbouring State, fhould 

be 
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i>e required to examine firft intx) the interior Con^^ 
fiitution of the Hermbuters at Herrnbaag. This^ 
Count Zinzendarf Y/ith all his Might oppofed, as 
4q>pears by his Letters inferted here ; where he alfo 
much enlarges on Liberty of Confcience, but avoids 
ftating precifely the Limits of it, faying, fJbe mofi 
trivial Matters are fometimes with us Gifus ftantis & 
cadentis Eccleiise; we cannot always demon^rate^ why 
nve have brought them into the general Computum of 
JJberty of Confcience. Laftly , he offers himfelf here 
to be appointed, in Conjunftion with one of the 
Members of the Regency, to make fuch an Exa- 
mination or Enquiry ; at the fame Time, threatnf ng 
the Government, that his People fliould remove, 
whereby it would be a great Lofer. / 

Though the Government did not mind his 
Threatning, being refolved to put up with a fmall 
Lofs, rather than be expofed to greater Inconveni- 
ences in Time to come-, yet it was thought proper 
to examine the projeftcd Statutes of the- Count; 
and thefe being found fuch, as would confirm the 
Conftitution of the Herrnhuters^ fhould thefe Arti- 
cles pafs into an Aft : The Sovereign now renewed 
his Orders, for reducing into an Ordinance the 
Opinion of the Regency above related, and that one 
of their Body Ihould be deputed to fliew the fame 
to the Count, and to hear what he had to objeft 
•gainil it. In Confequence of this, the Time being 
appointed for a Conference, the Deputy acquainted 
the Count with his Commiffion ; who finding, that 
the Government was firmly refolved to come at the 
Bottom of the Affairs of the Society, and that the 
Statutes projefted by him, were not allowed, an- 
fwered with great Warmth, * that he never could 

* confent to what had been refolved, — that it was 

* Perfecution, — ^that the People fliould all remove, . 

* —that the Refolution taken by the Government 

* was a Sign cadentis ecclefia.^ To which the^ De- 
puty with much Calmnefs replied : * that- Truth was 

* never 
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« never afraid of an Inquiry, and that he therefore 

* was at a Lofs what to think of the whole -, if the 

* Count made fuch Reliftance, the Government 

* would be obliged to publifh thefe Articles in 

* Form of an Edift, whereby all the World would 
^ be convinced, that it demanded nothing but what 

* was juft ; that his Sovereign had no Bufinefs with 

* the Count and his Office of Syndic of the Society, 
^ but with the People fettled in his Dominions, 

* who were his Subjects; that there was not the 

< leaft Thought entertained of infringing their Li- 

* berty of Confcience, &?r.* The Count hereupon, 
not without great Emotion, anfwered: ' that he 
^ (the Deputy) was the Occafion of the Refolution 

* that had been taken ; the Saviour would punilh 

* him for it, and all that had a Hand in it, would 

* never have any Reft.' With many other Ex- 
preffions that betrayed a vindictive Spirit, which 
the Deputy, without Interruption, fuffered him to 
vent; and upon the Count's Silence, anfwered: 
^ that he was not ufed to hear fuch Sallies of Paf- 

* fion, — he knew that he muft give an Account of 

* his Aftions to the Almighty, but that he had 
' more Faith in him, than he had Reafon to believe 

* the Count had ; that he abhorred Hypocrify an4 

< adted upon Conviftion; that God looked into 

* the moft hidden Things, and judged according 
« to Truth, and not by outward Appearance : That 

* he now had a true Idea of the Count, and muft 

* needs acknowledge all that had been wrote againft 

* him to be true, which hitherto he had much 

* doubted.* The Conference thus becoming too 
ferious, the Deputy thought proper to withdraw, 
which, when the Count perceived, he changed his 
Tone, and began to fpeak in fo different a Stile 
from what he had done before, that the Deputy 
grew quite aftoniftied^^at his fudden Transformation. 
The Count with great Prolixity now endeavoured ' 
t<i inftil into his Mind a favourable Opinion of the 

Society, 
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SodeCy, telling him, that there was a gfcat Unani-*' , 
mity among the Brethren, and excellent good Or- 
der obferved by them, inferring thence, that there 
was no Neceflity of appointing any Perfon to refide 
at Herrnbaag on the Part of the Government 5 that 
fuch a Perfon would be dangerous to the Society, 
and occafion all its Members to withdraw, and thus 
in a (hort Time the Place would become uninha- 
bited, to the no fmall Lofs of the Government. At 
length Count Zinzendorf propofed, that in cafe it 
abfolutely was infilled upon that a Perfon Ihould 
be appointed, he might refide in the next Village, 
which being denied him, the Conference ended to 
the Satisfa6Hon of neither Party. — Here the Author 
mentions, that the Count, looking upon that De- 
puty, as a Man of great Influence with the Govern- 
ment, had endeavoured at feveral Times to bribe 
him, whereof he relates the Particulars. When this 
failed, he had offered him a lucrative Employment 
from the Society, according to which he Ihould 
give them his Advice when Occafion required, but 
at the fame Time remain in the Service of the Go- 
vernment; and this being again rejefted, had fought 
to engage him in the Service of a Relation of his; 
Thefe, fays the Author, are Artifices, which in 
fome Refpeft might be overlooked in a Negotiator, 
but are unworthy of a Perfon, that fets up for a 
Reformer, and who ought to convince only by 
Strength of Argument and not by Corruption. 

To give the Reader an Idea of the Statutes, 
which Count Zinzendorf propofed to the Govern- 
ment, and which to the Number of Twenty- fix arc 
at length inferted here, we fhall, for Brevity fake, 
only mention the Heads of the moft material, and 
the Subftance of the Remarks made on every one 
of them. The firft regards Liberty of Confciencc 
and. the Church-Difcipline of the Hermbutersy whicif 
they defire to have confirmed anew. As to Liberty 
of Confciencc (obferyes the Author) 'tis a Point 

inno- 
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innocent in itfelf aftd cannot be denied; Belief and 
Confcience being not fubje6t to the Civil Power. 
But then. Count Zinzendorf will not determine, 
what he would have underftood by it- As nothing 
;s more eafy than to make any Thing a Cafe of 
Confcience-, the Government had experienced al- 
ready too often, that the Count comprehended po- 
litical Matters under that Denomination, and that, 
accordinjg to him, trifling Matters are oftentimes 
Cafus ftantis & cadentis Ecclelia^, that he therefore 
cannot always demonjirate^ why he has brought fueb 
Matters in the general Computum of Liberty of Con^ 
fcience, and not rather fpecified them ; that is to fay, 
he cannot, or rather will not demonftrate, why fuch 
and fuch a Cafe is a Cafe of Confcience ; he will 
iK)t . fpecify , or in more plain Words, he will not 
admit diat this Article Ihall be examined. Thus, 
whenever he fhould think himfelf ftrong enough, 
he need but tell his unadvifed Flock, that to fuffer 
fuch and fuch Things from the Government is a 
Cafe of Confcience, againft their Liberty of Con- 
fcience; that, by Rights they ought not to give 
Taxes to the Government, as he affirms in his Ho- 
milies on the Wound-Litany ( i ) ; and the imprudent 
People will foon (hake off their Obedience, dethrone 
Princes and gain that by Force, which he now en- 
deavours to get by Craft. This Judgment is not 
too fevere (continues the Author,) if we confider, 
what the Count fays in plain Words, in a Letter to 
one of the Members of the Regency, dated February 
17,1 747, by mentioning the Difference the Society 
had with the King of Denmark, about their Settle- 
ment in his Dominions, (which they had alfo ob- 

M tained

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tained under falfe Pretences), viz. In this Difference^ 
we Jhall^ at laft^ be obliged to anfwer Argumentis 
Regum. This fhews his Willingnefs and Difpofi- 
tion to aft whenever he ihall have fufficient Power, 
.—As for the Church-Difcipline, 'tis obferved here, 
that the Government thought it moft improper, 
without a further Explanation and Enquiry, to 
confirm the Demand i as it was known, that the 
Count, by Artifices fcarce credible, kept his People 
in a blind Obedience and Fear, and only left the 
Government the Shadow of a Civil Power ; that he 
pretended an unlimited Liberty of Confcience, anfl 
cxercifed a moft arbitrary Power over the Con- 
fcience of his Followers, more than ever the Church 
of Rome had aflumed. None of them when fick 
were at Liberty to fend for thofe they had Confi- 
dence in J married People, though they had livtd 
feveral Years in Wedlock, and had Children grown 
up, were not looked upon as lawfully married, 
unlefs they performed the conjugal Duties in the 
Prefence of the Elders, which could be proved by 
Afiidavits made in the Courts of Juftice, ^c. 

The fecond Statute related here, implies, that an 
Hulband or Father fhall not be intitled to claim 
his Wift or Children from the Herrnbuters. The 
Author fhews here the dangerous Confequenccs of 
fuch a Statute, which, Ihould it pafs, the Herrnbuters 
would have it in their Power to difannul Marriages, 
and break the Ties between Parents and Children 
whenever they pleafe, and to do that under Colour 
of Authority, what they had already done of their 
own Accord. He further fays, that 'tis not thfe 
Care for their Souls, as they pretend, that makes 
them defire fuch a Statute, but worldly Views. 
The Subftance of fuch Wives and Children, and 
what they inherit, comes into the H^ids of the 
Chiefs, who. never continue long in one Place, and 
the poor Owners are fent into all Parts of ttfc 
World, according to their Cuftonu Thus thiy. lote 
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thdr Property : And as for fuch Children, as are 
poor, the Society has this Advantage over them, 
that having brought them up in their Errors from 
their Infancy, there is no Likelihood they will ever 
quit them. 

From the fourth, fifth, and fixth Articles of thefe 
Statutes, whereby the Herrnbuters pretend to be of 
the Augjburg Confeffion^ the Author obferves, that 
the Count's View by this Pretence was, in all Ap- 
pearance, no other, than to have a frelh Document 
in his Hands, in Cafe he had obtained the Con- 
firmation of thefe Statutes, to fhew to the World, 
that his Se6t were Lutherans. This is the fly Courfe 
he fteers, in order to conceal his Doftrines, and his 
Refpublica clericalisj which are fo repugnant to that 
Confeffion. ' But thefe Endeavours proved fruitleft, 
as the Government already knew, that he made ufe 
of Denominations juft as his Convenience required. 
Befides, People of all Religions were promifcuoufly 
admitted into the Society, and fuffer'd to remain in 
the Opinions they had brought along with them, 
provided they conformed to the Count's Plan, by 
obeying his Orders, or thoic of the other Chiefs he 
had made Partakers of his Authority. Thefe very 
People, who would pafs here for Lutherans, after- 
wards ahfolutely denied themfelves to be fuch j and 
it has been already obferved from the Count's own 
Letters, that he fometimes called them Reformed^ 
and at others ^nnoniftsy Dijftdents from Lutberanifm^ 
3cc. which ihews, that the fupreme Bifliop or P^^^, 
under whofe Diredion, and by whofe Influence all 
Schemes are carried on, can bend, like a Reed by 
every Turn of Wind, as often as he plea&s ; and 
that his Plan is no other than a Worldly one, to 
which Religion itfelf only ferves as a Cloke or 
Pretence. 

The eighth Article was calculated for this Pur- 

.pofe, that the Society flionld have Liberty to turn 

out whofocver did not behave according to their 

M 2 Con- 
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Conftiturion. This the Government could not abfo- 
lutely comply with, as their Conftitution was ftill 
a Myftery. Otherwife they would have been in- 
vefted, ipfo faSlo^ with a Power of afting in an ar- 
bitrary Manner, turning out Hufbands and keeping 
their Wives and Children, provided the laft afted 
according to the Plan of the Hermhuters. 

In the Ninth Article it was propofed, that the 
Government (hould be at Liberty to appoint a 
Perfon to be prefent at the Adminiftration of Juf- 
tice; but it was faid at the fame Time, that this 
Perfon muft be a Member of the Society of the 
Herrnhuters, A pretty Kind of Expedient, which^ 
had it been accepted, would have enabled them to 
keep theii:. Plan fecret for ever. Befides which, 
the Article itfelf was couch'd in fuch a Manner as 
made it appear, that Count Zinzendorf would have 
eafily made himfelf Proprietor of Herrnhaag^ had 
this Requeft been granted. 

The Tenth Article fhews fomething of the oeco- 
nomical Conftitution of the Herrnhuters. Accord- 
ing to the Count's Letter to one of the Members 
of the Regency, inferted here, they have a Com- 
pany, independent on the Society^ called the General 
• Deacohjhip^ which has the Difpofal of more than 
two Millions of Money for the Benefit of all their 
Colonies in Europe and America, There are alfo 
Special Deaconjhips depending on the General Deacon^ 
Jhip^ which direct the Intereft of every Colony in 
particular. According to this Statute, none are 
bound to give an Account of their Tranfaftions to 
the Government. Thus, fays the Author, it has 
no Right to afk them : Papa quidfacis. Now, were 
this Demand granted, they muft of Courfe become 
independent, and the Government would have con- 
fented to the erefting a State within a State. More- 
over, what they call their General Deaconjhipj may 
be looked upon as a Sovereign and Independent 
Body in every particular Colony of the Herrnhuters. 

though 
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though it "be a flu6hiating one, which is ever chahg**^ 
ing its Abode, and on that Account is called bjr 
the Count and his Brethren a Collegium amhulatort-^ 
um. A King, let him be never fo powerful, muft 
dread fuch an invifible Body, the Bottom of whole 
Tranfaftions can never be fathomed. This calls to 
my Mind a Story related of one of the Herrnhuters^ 
on Occafion of a Law-fuit, which he had at Budin- 
^eftj who declared, that this General Deacon/hip al- 
ready look'd upon itfelf to be more powerful than 
the greateft Diike* in Germafry, Should the Herrn- 
huters^ or rather thefe States General of all their little 
Republics be permitted to carry on their Meafures 
without Interruption, for only half a Century, 
^ what Confequences, aflcs the Author, may not be 
y expeded from their Aggrandizement, chiefly as 
* their Scheme is carried on under the Mafk of

By the Eleventh Article of thefe projefted Sta- 
tutes, the Herrnhuters defire, that no Regulation 
fhall be made at Herrnhaag^ without the Concur- 
rence of \ki\% General Deaconjhip, Hereby likewife 
they put the Prerogatives of the Sovereign in Com- 
petition with a foreign* and unknown Body, that 
pretended to Independency. They left indeed the 
Name of Sovereign to him, in whofe Dominions 
they dwelt, but then they refufed being dependent 
on him, excepting fuch Cafes where their Leaders 
fhould be confenting. Certainly, no better Con- 
trivance could have been framed for concealing 
their Conftitution. * A Richelieu^ a Mazarin^ fays 

* the Author, never laid a more firm Plan for ag- 
^ grandizing the Crown of France^ nor have their 

* Succeffors Ihewed more Attention in executing 

* their Projefts, than are made Ufe of by the Chiefs 

* of the Herrnhuters^ in laying their Plans for a 

* temporal Government and removing all Obftacles 

* that might thwart it, 0/ quantum religio potuit 
f fuadere malorum. 

The 
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The Fourteenth Sumtc concerns their Myftcry 
in matrimonial Affairs, which they endeavour, by 
the Propofals made here, to conceal. But the Go- 
vernment neither could, nor would comply with 
rids Article, as it thought it to be its Duty to have 
Matters of fuch Confequence thoroughly inquired 
into, that no Body be forced into Wedlock by tbdr 
hots^ nor the Authority of Parents be injured, who 
by Nature have a Right to concern theinfelves in 
the Marriages of their Children. 

In the Fifteenth Article, the Chiefs of the Herm- 
tuiers reprefent the two Choirs of unmarried People 
as a Pidgeon-Houfe^ defiring they may be treated as 
fiich, and that no Enquiry be made about their go- 
ing in and coming out^ looking in general on their 
Method of fending People away, as a Principium 
Jkantis £5? cadentis. Ecclefta. 

By the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Arti- 
cles, they endeavour ftill more to eftablilh the Au- 
thority of their College of Deaconjhip^ by infifting, 
that this independent Body, fhould have the Deci- 
fion of Matters concerning the Revenues, the Go- 
vernment was intitled to from its Subjedls, the 
Htrrnbuters^ that lived at Herrnhaag. A daring 
Demand, indeed, but not to be wondred at, if we 
confider, that the Hermbuiers pretend to a Tbeocraty^ 
as appears by the Count's own Letter dated January 
the fifth 1748, and thofe of his Brethren, fent to 
the Regency of BUdingen^ wherein 'tis fa!d in plain 
Terms : that all the Sovereigns on Earth j either mufi 
€onfent to the Theocracy in the Moravian Brotbirboody 
$)r have no Brethren in their Dominions. 

Our Author, having related the above projected 
Statutes, and made his Remarks thereupon, refumes 
fiis hiftorical Account of what further happened 
between the Government and the Herrnbuters. As 
the Count, in the Conference held with the Deputy 
of the Government concerning thefe Statute^, 
(whereof a Detail has been given above) had too 

much 
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much cxpofed himfelf, he now thought proper mSt 
CO be fb bufy himfelf, but aft his Part by Meani of 
the Inhabitants of Hermhaag. A Memorial was 
given in by them, wherein they pretended to be 
ignorant of whit had happened between the Count 
and the Government, and yet contradiftcd this Af^ 
fertion, by mentioning the very Tranfaftions that 
had paffed. They infinuated Hkewife, that it might 
fo fall out, that they fhould emigrate \ that it vfak 
improper to appoint a Cbmmiflion to inquire intb 
their Affairs, and prbpofed, that fome of the M^m* 
bers of the Regency Ihould be ordered to treat with 
their Deputies about regulating the Points ift I>il=- 
pute. To which this ahfwer was given, that, il 
bding neceflary, a thorough Enquiry Ihould firft of 
all be made into the Civil and Ecclefiaftical Afi^i'ii 
of the Society, Me^afiires would be afterwards tikeii 
with Regard to thofe Matters they had propolcd. 
Thus the Government remained ft'eady in its Refb- 
lution, for putting fbme Body on its Part at Hertfi^ 
baagj to infpeft the Conduft of the Hefmbuteri^ 
but the Peribn pitched upon for that Purpofe, 
having during thefe Tranfa!(5libns engaged in other 
Affairs, fome Time paffed before another could bt 
ibund but, who might be fit for fuch a Truft. 

In the mean while Count Zinzendbtf left Hertn" 
baagy and by a Letter dated at Hermbut^ acquainted 
the Sovereign, thatKe would notlany forther med- 
dle with the Afiairs of the Society in the Coulxt^ 
pf BUdingen. Yet two Months after he returned, 
having lent before him a trufty Perfon named tfc 
J^amniiZj to found, whether Things could not tie 
brought again into a Way, that might favour hin 
Plan and 'Ward off the intended Enquiry. . Several 
Letters and Meetingjs pafled between this Gentlie- 
man and one of the Members of the Regency, ^ 
Detail whereof would be too tedious to the Reader. 
•Tis fufficient to fay, that the firft intended to gaik 
xfver the Government fay Propbfds of tncrealing ife 

Re- 
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Revenue, and by other advantageous Offers : But 
as Intereft was not what the Government aimed at, 
and ^s it was refolved to do its Duty, and be con- 
vinced that nothing pafled at Herrnhaag but what 
could be juftified, thefe Overtures, how craftily fo- 
cver they were contrived, made no Impreflion upon 
it. Here the Author obferves, that Mr. de Dam- 
mtz in one of the above-mention'd Letters, dated 
Decern. 30, 1747, avers, that the Church of the 
Hermhuters was eftablifh'd twenty-five Years ago, 
and that the Count affirms the fame in another Let- 
ter, which, adds he, ' is a plain Acknowledgment, 
*: {tiztHermbufifm is a new Seft, and cannot pretend 
:* to the Augjburg Confeffion. 
. When the Chiefs of the Society found, that by 
Craft they could not hinder the intended Enquiry 
into their Affairs, they had Recourfe to other 
Means, in Order to compel the Government to 
defift from it. The Count had often profefs'd, he 
had nothing in View but to promote the Intereft of the 
Sovereign of Budingen; that he aSled the Fart of 
.Chrift, who came into the Worlds not to be f^rued but 
to ferve ; and though he knew, that thefe Protefla- 
tions were fufpefted as fo many Baits, yet at this 
very Time he put it ftill more out of Doubt, that 
he was not the Perfon he fain would have People 
.believe him to be. All Hands were fet to Work 
by his Orders to prevent the Government from 
looking into the San£lum SanSorum of his- Plan, 
which, as it could not be hindered by fair Means, 
Mr. Beuning^ his Brother, was required to exert 
himfelf in this Behalf. It has been obferved above^ 
that this Gentleman had advanced a confiderable 
Sum of Money to the Government at 4 per Cent on 
fome Eftates mortgaged to him for thirty Years, 
the Rents- of which were gradually to repay him 
both Principal and Intereft. Though fix Years 
had not yet pafled of this Time, he was fet on, to 
demand back his Loan, in Order to diflxefs the 

Go- 
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Government by fb untimely and unforefecn a De? 
mand. The Government, however, confented to 
the Difcharge of the Debt within a certain Term 
agreed upon, and this occafion'd- a further Delay 
of the intended Inquiry, as it would not give the 
Chiefe of the Hermhuters an Opportunity of repre- 
fcnting to the World that fuch a Step had b^eii 
taken by it, as a Refentmcnt for the Loan's being 
demandefl. Nay, it gave an additional Proof of its 
Lenity, by granting the Society' a Toleration for 
five Years, during which Time Thinjgs fhould >e- 
main in the State and Situation they were then in/ 
The Hermhuters^ who were bent on embarraffing 
the Government as much as poffible, requited very 
ill this Adt of Generofity. They got Beuning t6 
make over the Loan to the King of Poland^ thtf 
alfo offered to a neighbouring Prince to tratiisffer 
this Demand on him, and that he fhould'marcH 
Troops into the County of Biidingen and poficfi 
himfelf of the Mortgage. They imagined, that 
whilft the Government was brought into a Labf-* 
rinth of Troubles, they fhould reap a confiderable 
Advantage therefrom; viz. that by offering their 
Afliftance, towards the Difcharge of the Debt, they 
fhould eafily extort a Grant of that Independency 
they had hitherto been unable to obtain by th'dt 
artificious Turnings and Windings. This the AiH 
thor proves by Count Zinzendorfs Letters, wherein 
Overtures of this Kind are made ; adding likewifej 
that at the very Time the Loan was to be dif- 
charged, the Society ofFerM to lend to the Govern- 
meht a Sum of Money towards paying the Debt, 
and that the Eftates, mortgaged to Beuning j fhouldl 
be mortgaged to them. But the Sovereign, being 
already too well acquainted with the Views of thete 
People, chofe to clear the Eftates by an entire Dif-. 
charge of the Mortgage, rather than to have any 
Connexion with the Brotherhood in fuch Aflfairsj 
and thus the Count's ProjcAs were rendered abor-

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tire.' ' It wpuld be too prolix, continues the Au- 

* thor, fliould I relate all the Contrivances and 
^ Turns the Hermbuters made Ufe of only in thi3 
« Money Affair^ and it muft be looked upon as aa 
« Effect of Providence, that they did not fucceed 

* in their Schemes. They never believed,* that the 

* Government, which they had brought to Straights 

* by thus unfeafonably calling back the Loan, 

* would be able, in the Time appointed, to dif- 
«. charge it. They never imagined, that this Step, 

* by which they thought indireftly to favc their 

* Plan and get,, on the Part of the Governmentj a 

* Confirmation of their Conftitution without a 

* previous Inquiry, would become a Means to th^ 
f. Government for the better difcovering and expe- 
f. riencing what thefe People were, who hitherto 

•\ had covered every Thing with the. Cloke of Re^ 
^. ligion and Liberty of Confcience. ^os Dests 
f^ ptrdere conjiituit^ eorum conjilia dement at. '^ 

it has been faid, that the Government granted 
to the Society a Toleration for five Years, which 
commenced in February 1748. It was refolyed 
patiently to expedt the Expiration of that Term, 
before it proceeded any farther in examining the 
interior State of that Seft. But this Calm, or- 
Xruce, laiied no longer tlian till OElober 1749, 
when the Sovereign of 5^<i/«f«!i died, and his Son 
ifiherited his Dominions. On this Occafion, the 
HerrniHiters iliBt lived at Hfrrnbaagj like all other 
Subjects of that County, were fummon'd to take 
the Oath of Allegiance and Fidelity ; which in the 
M^in they did not refufe to comply with, but made 
Exception againft a Claufe contained in the Form 
of the Oath, according to which they fhould in ex- 
jirefs Terms promife, /i&^?/ under Colour of their Con^ 
ftitution^ they did not dejire to fuhjeS themfehes^ mr 
would be fubjetl to Count Zinzendorf, or any other 
Chief fet by him^ or by thofe that belonged to him. Aa 
this Demand wai; a very reafonable one, aii4 1^ 

not 
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tiot the leaft Shadow of an Attempt on their Dh. 
berty oF Confcience, and as the Government con- 
fented, that in lieu of taking the Oaths they fhould 
only promife to fulfil what was contained in the faid 
Form : It muft appear furprifmg, that thefe People, 
who defired the Proteftion of a Government, fhould 
neverthelefs refijfe to give thofe AfTurances of Fi- 
delity that wfere required of them. Yet fo far were 
thfey blinded by the Influence of their Chiefs, that * 
they gave in feveral frivolous Writings, in Order 
to evade what was fo juflly infifled upon, which 
itiade their Conftitution become more liable to 
Sufpicion : For, at the fame Time they denied their 
being in Subjeftion to Count Zinzendorfy they re- 
fused averring it in an authentic and legal Manner. 
Time, however, was given them to take their 
final Refolution, and it being perceived, that all the 
Lenity they were treated with, could not bring 
them to a Senfe of their Duty, the Government 
found itfelf, at Length, obliged to iflue a Procla- 
mation, dated Fei. 12, 1750, whereby they were 
enjoined to withdraw from its Dominions, within 
the Space of three Years, and in the mean while to 
difpole of their Effefts-, which Time, joined to the 
two Years, during which they had already beeh 
tolerated, viz. from Feb. 1748, make out juft the 
live Years Toleration formerly granted them. In 
this Proclamation all the Tranfadions that had 
happened with Regard to the Herrnhuters^ and tht 
Conduft of their Chiefs, from the Beginning of 
their Reception in the County of Budingeny are re- 
lated in a fummary Manner, in Order to make the 
World fenfible of the pernicious Schemes of this 
Set of People, and the Indulgence that had beeii 
fhewn them. However, Liberty to remain at 
Hermhaag is there granted to all, that had never 
ferved any Office (i) in the Brotherhood, and were

> (4) This Claafe wai thought to be abfolotely neceflary: Foi; 
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willing to take the Oath of Allegiance limited in 
the Manner as above, and leave the Seft, or would 
be content with exercifing their Worfhip in private, 
they, their Servants and Families. They are, morer 
over, affured, that they Ihall have full Liberty of 
Confcience, and be protedled againft the Artifices 
of. their Leaders. The Government having alfo 
jrcceived Intelligence, that the Chiefs ufed unlawful 
Means to make thofe among them, that were not 
•yet tniivtly fitted into their Plan (as they ufually ex- 
.prefs it) remain in the Society, by debarring them 
from Water and Pofture^ which is a Phrafe of the 
Society, and implies a Denial of Neceflaries, and 
Communication with others of the Society; a fe- 
cond Proclamation was iffued, in which the Chiefs 
were admonifh'd to abftain from ufurping any fuch 
ilike Power over their Flock ; and thofe that had 
Room to complain were advifed to make their 
Application ; with Promife, that impartial Juftice 
Jhould be adminifter'd them, whether they chofe to 
remain at Herrnbaag or not, 

. . There is no doubt, but the Leaders of this So- 
ciety, on the Publication of thefe Orders, were art- 
ful enough, to make their Followers believe, that 
.this Step taken by the Government, was a real Per- 

fecution, 

fuch as ferve Offices, are already inflrufted, cither in Part or in 
the Whole, in the Plan of the Society, and have received their 
Orders how to behave from the Chiefs of the Society, the General 
Deaconfitip and the reft of thefe Heads that form a State nvithim 
a State. Now as they have as much Regard for fuch Orders as 
for the Gofpel, it would have been impoffible, to purge the State 
from another State growing up in it, by leaving thefe People 
there. Their Church-Government and chief Plan would have 
remained unalter'd as long as, thefe remained and had Commu- 
nication with the Herrnhuters, Thus thofe that had ferved Offices 
•were excluded from having Liberty to remain; and 'tis well 
known, and appears by feveral Inftances in this Treatifc, that 
tfiefe People can fpeak of, and pretend to, whatever they pleafe 
and Convenience fuggefts to them. Had they even complied 
with taking the Oath of Allegiance, the Government neverthe- 
lefs would not have been in Safety, and perhaps tht lag Svid 
had. been 'worje than thejirj}^ 
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fccution, which, as Martyrs, they ought to fufl^f 
for Cbriji*s fake : For, it appears by the Account 
given us in this Book, that the^deluded People at 
Herrnbaag publickly rejoiced at thefe Injunftions. 
They alfo delivered in an Inftrument, made before 
a Notary-Public and Witnefles, wherein they de- 
clared, tbat^ Jhould they renounce Count Zinzendorf^ 
they would fall under the Cenfure of thefe Hoards of 
Scripture^ whoever denies me before Men, him will 
I alfo deny before my Father which is in Heaven ; 
and that Jhould the Count himfelf give up his Office and 
Care of them% quoad ecclefiaftica et oeconomica, tb^ 
"could not pojjibly confent to it. — I (hall beg Leave to 
oflfer here to the Reader a few Remarks, which the 
above-cited Author has fcattered here and there ixi, 
different Parts of his Performance. ' It has been 
already obferved, fays he, that the Chiefs of the 
HerrnhuterSy by whom thefe People were fet oa 
to give in this Declaration, iHck at nothing, pro- 
vided it fuits their Convenience. This Inftru- 
ment, among the many Inftances above given, 
ferves as another Proof for making good the 
Truth of this Aflertion. As their Plan is only 
founded upon worldly Views, which they cover 
with the Cloke of Religion, the Scripture itfelf is 
not facred enough in their Eyes, to hinder them 
from making a bad Ufe of it, nor do they fcruplc 
to lead their People to an idolatrous Veneration 
of the Count. No body defired of them, that 
they fhould deny God, Chrift, or any other Truth 
or Do6brine, contained in the Scripture. But 
their Chiefs infift that they fhall be ruled by the 
Decifions of the Count, according to his Views 
and Plan for eftablifliing his Supremacy ; and upon 
the Government's endeavouring to hmder it, they 
make them believe, that this is a Requeft, which, 
fhould they comply with it, would be denying 
God.— It appears alfo by this Declaration, that 
* they ^Uow fuch a Right to the Count in eccleji* 
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afiicis & monomcisj as be himfelf cannot give u{J^ 
that is to fay, they will in thefe Points be ruled 
by him alone and thofe that depend on him, 
which is the College of the General Deacon/hip^ 
that pretend to Independency whercfver they are, 
as has been above oWerved. The Count compre- 
hends all Matters under Liberty of Confcience ; and 
bis Difcipline relates to nothing but temporal Affairs \ 
he exercifes an unlimited Power over his Fol* 
lowers, pretending fometimes to a ^beocracy^ 
fometimes to a Hierarchy in his Church, and'tlus 
excludes all Civil Governments whatfoever. Nay, 
the Event has fhewed, how great and indiflblublc 
the Tyc is between him and his Followers, as they 
chofe to quit the Country rather than give up 
their Dependency on him.- Let us fuppofe, a 
Prince makes himfelf Mafter of a Country, which 
was under the Subjedion of another. The Con- 
queror requires of the Inhabitants, that they fhaH 
take the Oath of Allegiance, and commands thofe 
that do not incline to give up their Fidelity to 
the former Maftjer to quit the Country, Is it to 
be believed, that many will withdraw:* Hiftory 
evidences the contrary, and at the fame Time 
Ihews, that the Inhabitants of a conquered Pro*- 
vince, in fuch Cafes, look upon the Bonds which 
held them to their former Mafter as diflbhred; 
and enter into new Engagements with the Con- 
queror. Now, the Herrnhuters are defired to give 
xxp their Dependency on the Count j this is de- 
manded of them by a Government, whole fu- 
preme Power they acknowledge by Words, and 
to whom they profefs, they are obliged to bfe 
obedient and fubjeft ; and yet their Adtions and 
Writings fhew the contrary ; they rather chufe to 
quit the Country than give Proofs of their Al- 
legiance, as other Subjects in that Country do. 
Is it not hence inconteftible, that the HernAutefs 
are made more fubjtd to the Head of their Cj^utch^ 
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^ than to the Oovernment, whofe fopremc Powor 

* th^, by Words, acknowledge; and that their 

* Obedience to a Government lafts only fo long as 

* this Head of their Churth will have it. Lacke^ 

* that great Champion for Toleration, judges fuch 

* People unworthy 'of being tolerated. It is his 

* Opinigw, that a Church can have no Right nor 
^ pretend to be tolerated, which debars the Prince 

* of any Part of his Juri&Jiftion, Power and Right 

* in temporal apd civil Matters over its Members, 

* and in which f^ch. as go oyer to. it^ put thenv- 
*• fclvjes undei: the Protcftion of another Prinoe, and 
^ become obedient: to him in Matters concerning 
^ their Life and Conduift, in fuch a Manner as to al- 

* low a greater Power and Difpofal in thefe Matters 
*: to the Heaid of their Church than to the Govern- 

* mejnt they Kve in, and dace not be obedient to the 

* latter any further than this Head will allow. 

It ought not, however, to be fuppofed, that . 
Count Zinzendorf^ after fo much Vexation caufed 
to the Government of Biidingeny eafily relinquiih'd 
his Profpeft of eftabli/hing there a State within a 
Siate. According to our Author, he afiumed all 
Manner of Shapes, to retrieve this Lofs. In his 
Letters fent from London to die Government, he 
endeavoured with all his Might, to have thefe Pro- 
clamations repealed^ and to this End, fometimes 
ufed Menaces, faying, that he had kept fomething 
in Referve, and that the Collegium Advocati^e Unitatis\ 
(which I fuppofe is that formidable Body called the 
General Deacenjhipy direded by him) fliould meddle 
in the Affair, and at other Times made Offers of a 
pecuniary Kind. But the Government was uncon- 
cerned at his Threatning, as Juftice was on its Side, 
and as for Intereft, it had already fhewn, that this 
was the leaft Point it had in View, otherwife it 
would not have taken a Step, whereby it was fure 
to become a confiderable Lofer. Thus the Count's 
Endeavours for repealing the Proclamations, (wKicK 
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would have furnifhed him with a new Voucher dF 
.the pretended Orthodoxy of his Seft) proved fruit- 
lefs and abortive. 

The Author ends his Treatife, with appealing 
to every unprejudiced Reader, to judge from the 
whole Tranfadion, whether a Government could 
poflibly have (hewed greater Lenity to the Herrn- 
butersy than that of Budingen has made appeaf , and 
whether it could have chofen a milder Way to ex- 
tricate itfelf from their Chiefs, than by enjoining 
their Society to emigrate \ chiefly as Count -Zinzefh^ 
iorf had fo often before threatnqd an Emigration. 
His Wifhes in the Preface are, ' that G^ may 
prefcrve all States from being involved, in the 
Manner the Houfe of Budingen had been with the 
Hermbuters^ which, however, adds 'he, can be no 
Blemifh to its Honour, as it had no fooner got 
an Inlight into their dangerous Conftitution, than 
it difintangled itfelf from them, even at the Ex- 
pence of temporary Advantages, and the Lofs of 
a Revenue from a Place inhabited by them ; ' and 
thus preferred the public Good to private Intereft. 
He alfo wifhes, that God may open the ISyes and 
Underftanding of every Body, to enable him to 
difcover, that the interiour State of the Brother- 
hood doth not agree with the external Appearance 
it makes, and that their Conftitution is fo artfully 
contrived, that it may, with very good Grounds, 
be reckoned among the political Evils-, , in the 
fame Manner as their Doftrines have long fince 
been accounted among the Evils of the Churchy by 
Divines of the greatelt Integrity, and that upon 
very good Grounds.*

Univerjity of Tubingen, to his Mofi Serene Higbnefs the 
Duke of Wiirtemberg, againji Count Zinzendorf. Tran^ 
Jlated from the Original German *. 

Mitf it pUafe your Moft Serene Highnefs^ 

YOUR moft ferene Highnefs has not long ago gradonfly enjoined as: 
That, whereas Count Xinxendorf hy Letters dated at Mariemhormy on 
Occafion of a General Synod to be held there, has propofed, that fome 
of our Body might be deputed for a folemn Viiitation of the Churches there; 
' and whereas Things are fo circumftanced, that our Theological Faculty as 
well as chiefly fome of its Members, feem to be particularly concerned there- 
in, befides that thpfe many Confequences which from fome Time have ariien 
in this A£Fair, and are increafing, appear of very greatMoment ; We there- 
fore, after having more fully informed ourfelves from thofe Papers your moft 
ferene Highnefs has conmiunicated to us, and after having conferred together 
about the Matters therein contained, fhould make our Report to your moft 
honourable Privy Council coticeming fuch Things as are known to us and 
relate thereto, adding moreover, our moft humble Opinion on the Whole. 

In Obedience to your gracious Command, we, the Divines of theFaculty, 
have immediately aftembled, and carefully and with Aftiduity joindy con- 
iider'd thOfe Matters, and after repeated Deliberations, have comdentioafly 
and according to our beft Knowledge, drawn up the foUowmg Sketch on 
thofe very important Heads, that relate to this Aftair, which agreeably to 
our Duty we lay before you. 

Though the propofed Method Tor a folemn Enquiry might in itfelf ap- 
pear neceflary, convenient and ufefiil, chiefly as it concerns fuch religious 
Matters, as have already fpread fo much and are become fo great and dan- 
gerous a Controverfy, that the whole Church is interefted therein; yet we 
cannot help faying, diat, in applying this Expedient to the Aftair of the 
Hermlmtersy chiefly their propofed General Synod (hortly to be held, many- 
very important Reafons occur, which in concrete and in materia fubftrata ihe\(r 
fuch a Synod to be unneceilary, of no Utility and detrimental; and make it 
to be feared, that our Church may eafily receive a notable and irreparable 
Damage from an Enquiry not well brought about; whereas on the con- 
trary, the Party of the Hermbuters^ according to their ufual Way of pro- 
ceeding, will put itfelf into fuch a Pofhire and Countenance, that whatever 
may be the Iwie thereof, they may promife to themfelves a great and con- 
iiderable Advantage from it. 

In the firft Place, fuch a folemn and perfonal Inquiry muft be looked 
upon as an unnecefTary fpinning out of Time; fince the chief Points in . 
Debate are already plainly and fuftidently fet forth in the public and 
authendc A^s of both Parties, whence they may much more «aly and with 
greater Certainty be judged, than fix)m all verbal and perfonal Conferences ; 
which in all Appearance are intended by this General Synod. On the Part 
of the Sodety of the Hermhuters^ their authendc Monuments, which they

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never can difown, are in every body's Hands, viz. the Count's Syftof/s of 
Defines (LehrbuchUin)^ his many Sermons (Gemein*reden) now, for the great- 
eft Part, printed together in fome Volumes ; the many Hymns and CantaUs, 
as they themfelves term them; the Biidingian ColleSiionsj Opinions and Letters ^ 
a Book publifhed under the Name of Siegfried ^ a Book indtled the Reign df 
the Crofs (Creutzreich) and another newly publifhed by one who calls him- 
iclf Alhinus Sincerus, under the Title of Heilmleuchtung des Dr. Baumgartens., 

On the Part of thefe Divines of our Church, that have confuted thefe 
Writings and admonifh'd the Unwary againftthem, are to be met with 
Scbinmeiers geifiliche Kinderfefi\ Winckler^s Writings; an epifiolary Sciediafm 
{Brieficber Aujfatz) of an anonymous Author, which has met with great 
Approbation, and is joined to Andre^w Grofe's jirft and lafi Anfwer ivitb 
fiveral Appendices; Dr, Baumgarten^s Theological Opinions; Dr. Betiner^s latin 
and german Writings on this Subje6t; Frefenius^s CoUeSiions:, which are ftill 
carrying on, and feveral others. Thus by collefting from the Writings on 
both Sides, a fair and fufHcient Species taSi; one or more public Replies 
could be made in the ufual Manner, in cafe Neceility fhould require it^ 
whereby the whole Matter would be fet in a fufiicient Light, fo that whole 
Churches, as well as an innumerable Number of private People, who are 
no lefs concerned therein, might get an Infight into the Cafe and judge 
thereof accordingly. But, as the Followers of Hermhutifm have always 
hitherto carried it high, and ever claimed Victory beforehand, pretending 
to have abundance of Right and more than was required on their Side; as 
by a high-flrained Difcipllna arcani they have conftantly endeavourM to 
iifcover no more of their moft important Matters than what they thought 
fit; as their Cuilom is to pretend // to he beneath the Dignity of the Count and 
the Society (according to their own Words, to be met with in their Writ- 
ings) to anfwer fuch Charges, laid by private Perfons againft them, as are 
too difficult for them to remove; as they have always avoided to anfwer in 
a precife and particular Manner the Obje^ons brought againft them by 
Men of Probity and Confcience, and in lieu thereof have treated their 
Adverfaries in a moft ignominious Manner in all their printed and written 
A£b, calling thofe Writings publifhed againft them * complete Libels, 
« wherein nothing is contained that ought to be believed, fffr.' quajire bene 
gtjta; nay, as they have made Ufe of Means in no Ways commendable, for 
eluding this Way of convincing and clearing up the Matter : This Condudt 
hitherto obferved by them, conformable to certain Maxims of their own, 
gives us fcarce Room to promife ourfelves an impartial and fuiHdent Search 
after Truth in this Affair, let it be undertaken in Foro quafi privato or publico. 
The Rev. Mr. Frefenius in the Proem to his firft CoUediion, has mentioned 
many Things of Importance relating to this Article, worthy to be con- 
fider'd in this Preliminary Qucflion, to which the Hermhuters have never ' 
anfwcred, although they concern the principal Points of the Caufe. 

' Secondly, We take it to be a ufelefs and fuperfluous Step in the Leaders 
of Hermhutifm to repeat this Demand again, as far it regards our Theolo- 
gical Faculty. Above two Years ago, when almoft the lame Propofal was 
made us by a particular Letter in the Name of the Theological Semina- 
rium of the Hermhuters and its Chiefs; we amongft other Things anfwered 
.in the following Manner: 

* In the fecond Place, as an infinite Number of Fa£b, according to Avhat 

* you write yourfelves, and as many Objedls muft be fubjeded to Enquiry; 
« yet as one Party, without hearing the other, cannot be believed, the Cafe, 

* hy fending certain Deputies, co^d not be brought to the defired ox^ij^ims, 
/ wMdL 'tis AeceiSuy ihoold be founded on *^\undai&^ Yi^&v taoxcover we 
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* cannot in this Refped, take upon oiirfelves a decifive Authority or £c* 

* clefiaftical Jurifdk'lion which ought to be the Foundation of fuch a Com* 
' niifilon; nor has there been made any Compromife; not to mention othe^ 
f Difficulties of no lefs Moment: We therefore, in Order to learn the true 

* Sentiments of the Society of the Brethren, and to cut off all Difficulties 

* and further Controverfies, think it moft fitting you fhould make a public 

* Inih-ument, wherein without Exception, you profefs to be of the unaltered 

* Augjburg Confeffion, and this being fubfcribed by the Elders of the So- 

* ciedes, lay it yourfelves before the Corpus E'vangelicumy Wr . This, with 
the reft may be feen in the Reign of the Crofsy {CreutzreicJb) Append. Num. 
79, pag. 1240. where, without Neceffity and without our Intention, this 
Anfwer was foon after inferted,,but on what Account it was made public, 
we were not in the leaft at a Lofs to conceive. 

As thefe Reafons ftill fubfift, and in this new Cafe deferve ftill more to 
be urged; we in this Place repeat the fame with the more Earneftnefs, as it 
appears to be unneceffary and even fufoicious, tjiat they abfolutely refufe 
the equitable and compendious Way of fubfcribing to the Augjburg Con^ 
feffion, and look upon it as a Thing they no Ways either can or will em- 
brace. Now, as they refufe this, meir Propofals to which they now in- 
tend to give Weight by public Authority, are of much lefs Value, and 
don't deiervc that we, only for their Convenience fake, ftiould conform 
ourfelves thereto, or take upon ourfelves a Burden by approving them. 

Thirdly, 'tis certain and inconteftible, that the fafeft and cleareft Way 
of being informed, and judging Qi the Doctrines and Tenets of this So- 
ciety, is by taking them from their own Writings ; which, tho' it has been 
very often done, diey never have publicly, and in a fufficient Manner, an- 
fwer'd the many important Reprefentations made againftthem: Nay, it 
appears, that they take more and more upon them in their Methods of 
Teaching, and in the Things themfelves, for obtaining the Ends they aim 
at, [Points de <vue) be it agreeable to the Doftrine and Method of Teaching 
of our Evangelical Church, or not. 

In general, the Encomiums they make Ufe of in this Cafe, and are to 
be met with in their Writings, make it clearly appear, what an indiffiurenC 
and difdainful Opinion they have of our Theology and Divines. 

The Count and his Adherents commonly have a Notion, that, what is 
called the Blood-Theology, which alone pleafes them, and befides which, 
every other Thing appears to them to be nothing but empty Straw, is 
neither underftood nor taught in our Churches and Schools. Concerning 
the Reft, which according to their Opinion, doth npt belong thereto, the 
Count exprefles himfelf in the following Words : * I ftick to Luther % fun- 

* damental Principles, (Grund-principia) (fo they call the above-mendon'd 

* Blood-Theology, which befides, is extravagant and of their own Coin- 

* ing) it appears alfo of itfelf from thefe my clear Declarations, that I da 

* not in the leaft mind the other exegetical, temporary, enigmatical, pc« 

* dantic Points of Dodhine, which very often diametrically contradi^ one 
' another and are taught in Uqiverfities and leffer Schools, as well as iingle 

* Synods, in Lutheran^m, N. B, I have always thought it beneath me to re- 

* fled thereon, and ftill more, that I ftiould break mv Head about fitting 

* myfelf intirely to one or the other's Laft, (but to his Laft all muft be 
intirely fitted, that want to join with his Church and be Members of his 
Sode^?) * I rather claim the Liberty in lefs fundamental Points (Nebe9 
FunSe) (to which he refers every thing he diflikes or doth not appear con- 
venient to him, be it of never fo great Moment) * mode^^ to dS^fe?Bi\.feotsv 

/ every body if Need be, and this with iHll Ufa HetoaJaoii, ^.%\ ^m ww^* 
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' rdoas tiiat I do not afpire to any of their Honours and Emolaments/ 
See the Anfwer of the, fo called. Plenipotentiary of the EvoxigtMco-Mora^ 
^ian Church ( des 'v»Umaechtigeu Dieners der E'vangelifch MahriJ chert Kirchen* 
Ani^ort) in die Reign of the Crofs (Creutzreich) N. 74, p. 224. 

Then, by the particular Occafion of the Controverfy concerning La.w 
and Gofpel, which the Count, by his itching Deiire for Innovation, has 
raifed, he gives this final and infulting Declaration : 

* The fourth Truth: That even in the Doftrine of Law and Gofpel / 

* think and /peak as thefe Symbols. For this Reafon, 1*11 have nothing to do 
' with thofe Subtilities that followed thereupon, and the vain Speculations 

* of the modem Miniflers of Mofesy who, contrary to their Intent, moft 
' dangeroufly undermine the Acropolis (the main Fort) of the Evangelical 
' Religion; becaufe they all deviate from the Augjhwg Confeilion, and are 
' Innovators, of whom a Thoufand, in Cafe it comes to a Battle, muft give 

* Wav to any one Divine that has the Spirit of the Augjburg Confeilion. I 

* declare likewife, that I will not adopt Luther^ and Melanclbton\ own Spe- 

* eolations, which were maintained by them concerning certain Points of 

* Dodbine before the Confeflion or after it, ^without or even againfi it, and if 
^ it cannot be done otherwife, will not go by their Names, and neverthe- 

* lefs remain as long as I live, an irreproachable Profeffor of the Augjburg 

* Confefiion. Is not this fpeaking plain? There you have my Confeffion! 
See the Reign of the Crofsj page 26. 

Such like Flowers ftrew'd by them on Divines, are alfo to be met with 
in their Hymns, and are devoutly fung by them. For Inilance, in their 
Xllth Appendix, page 1999, where the following Words are, 

* Verfc 7. Chrift crucified is become fo defpicable by the whole learned 
. < Tribe, that fcarce one of them cares to Name him. 

* Verfe 8. Their philofophical Hearts make them laugh at this Subjedj 

* and as Demonflration can be of no Ufe here, the Heart curfes when the 

* Head is at a Stand, with Refpedl to the God on the Crofs! 

* Verfe Q. However, this is not univerfallytrue among the little Number 

* of Philofophers ; they are reafonable. (N. B.) ^he Divines, who to this 

* Time have deceived the Worlds are impudent* 

* Verfe 10. In the £rft Place, they want the true Light; and upon the 

* whole, don't believe themfelves what they teach; unlefs it be one not of 

* the moil acute, who imagines he believes. 

* Verfe 1 1 . The others (N. B.) are all twice dead, to the Senfe of hi^ five 

' red Wounds; and moreover, threaten with Curfes andExcommunicationSf,. 

* on one's acknowledging wholly the Man on the CrOfs. 

* Verfe 1 2. So that it is evident^ there are but two Religions in the World; 

* for a Perfon is either an Atheiil, or a true Chriftian cut fix>m the Rock. 

* Verfe 13. (N. B.) We are now wifer than all our former Teachers 

* were, without exception * ; becaufe we have learn'd to judge of God 

* by the Scars on Hands and Feet, and from the Side. 

And from a new Hymn, N. 2246, in the fecond Supplement to the 
Xllth Appendix, which, as well as the former, N. 2x26. was made m 
Honour of their Seminary; the Subilance f of which is, that 

* The pious ProfeiTors have in their Methods preferved the ftale Dung- 

* of Rhapfodies. 

And tJiis is the common Way the Society of the Hermhuters, and even 
the loweil Members of it^ expreis themfelves in, when they talk of Divines 

and

And Qergymcn, fo that the Word pious Pafttr (fromnur Pfamr) is widi 
them a contemptible Name, and in their Language fignifies a Penon, who, 
at the befty is only able to rouze Souls, but can never condud them to 
the Saviour, -^r. and yet fuch a Society with its Diredors has the Prc- 
fumption to pretend to be Members of the Evangelical Church, and demand, 
for their own Convenience, and as they do not chufe to anfwer any other 
Way, that thefe Divines fliould become their Vifitors, nptwithftanding^ 
they look upon them with an evil Eye, and in whom generally fpeaking, 
.they place no Confidence, let them be whofoever they will. To hear fuch 
Teitimonies repeated and confirmed from their own Mouth, would not cer- 
tainly be worth our while, nor anfwer the Expence we fhould be at in 
our Journey thither; it being certain, that we fhould hear the fame, when 
we taxed them with the laid Exprefiions, and they themfelves would adfb 
pretend to be in the Right. 

Here likewife muft be ranked the open Declarations, thefe People have 
very often made of our Lutheran Church, whereof they, nevertheleis, with 
much ado pretend to be Members. Whilll Hermhut was the only and pri- 
mary Seat of this Society, and kept to the Lutheran Church at Berthplfdorf^ 
and its Minifhy as a Dependant on the fame; they on all public Occa£ons, 
claimed a peculiar Merit to themfelves, and made a great Shew {which 
much contributed to the "gi'ving of our former refponforial Letters) how fincere 
Lutherans they were, and how well they Hood afieded to the Lutheran 
Church. But all 'was not Gold that glittered. The Count, one or two Year 
before his firft coming to Tubingen^ faid to John Frederic Rocken^ one of thq 
Infpired ones, and then a very beloved Brother of his : * that they as yet 

• were under the Church as under a Yoke, but believed they had bereft it 

* of its Venom.' See the Diary of the infpired. Page ii6, or Page 121 in 
WinckUr^ Edition. The Conjunftion with the Church at Berthelfdoffv/VL% 
made by Order 'of the Regency of the Eledlorate oi Saxony ^ rather than by 
a fpontaneous Afibciation, in which Condition it remains to this Day, tho* 
the Privileges that have been given them in other Places are much in- 
creafed, and this, as they fay themfelves, concerns Hermhut privative 
{fingly) and not the other Sociedes of the Brethren. 

In a Letter wrote by the Count after their EmiJJion [ihrer E/egirung) and 
which is known to us from an ocular Infpedlion of feme of our Members^ 
he defcribes the State of theiy Affairs at Hermhut ^ chiefly on Account,(as it 
appears) of their forced Connexion with the Lutheran Liturgy, as a Lion's- 
Den J wherein they had been long enough fhut up, and that the Time was 
now at hand when they mufl think of extending themfelves far and wide. 

Nothing is more familiar to them than the Name of Laodicea^ which 
they give to our Church, whereas they, on the contrary, call themfelves 
Philadelphia^ and the Count fomewhere fays, that fhould our Church ac- 
quire a better Difcipline according to the Principles of Spener and Tranche^ 
it would then become a ftiU more perfe^l Laodicea, , 

Neither is it without Foundation, that fome fmcere Divines have call in 
their Teeth, that there had already happened a Kind of an open Separation 
between the Hermhuters and our Church; and this is what the Nature of 
the Thing, and the great Difference there is between the Inditudons of 
both muft inevitably bring forth. 

How is it poflible then to believe, that a Society, that has fuch an Idea of 
oarZ.if/^r<z»Churches, can have a fmcere and upright Communion with them, 
unlefs every thing was to be tranfa^led exfcopo abforpti'vo f«f tinBwio^ (by fli 
fling anddifguifing Matters) as fome have already exprefs'd it, in Order that 
they majr get amore ea/y and expcditiousWay every NvW^Xft w:tOTEi^\\^^viYt 
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Work ; and how apparent a Simplicity and Imprudence would it not be^ if On 
the Part itfelf of our Lutheran Churches we fhould concur in fuch a Scheme? 

Should what has been feverely and often objected to this Society and its 
Diredors, be true, 'viz. that p^y they arrogate to themfelves a Kind of 
In&Uibility, partly fome of their diftinguiihM Members (to which public 
Objediondiey never have yet anfwered) withoutHefitationhaveafcribedthe 
fame to them; in this Cafe an Enquiry from People that are fallible, into fuch 
as at leaft inThings of Moment cannot err, would be ufelefs and fuperfluous. 

This has partly been endeavoured to be proved from the unlimited and blind 
Obedience, that mufl and is paid by all true and complete Members of the Soci- 
ety oftkcHermhtUerSf and which is given out as an Obedience to the Saviour*i 
Craers (as can be made evident by a thoufand Inftances) and no lefs can it be 
proved from this, that the Saviour mull give his Name to all and every 
Thing, and whatever is done bv the Society or its Leaders is imputed to him. 

Mr. Piafcbmgj Chaplain of^ the Regiment of Cadets- at Peter/hurg^ in his 
Relation of the Hermbuters^ inferted in Frefemus% Collection, T. i . p. 263, 
among other Things, gives the following Account: 

' As foon as Lieutenant Heller (who by the Defcription given of him 
' was a fmfkte Uermhuter) came into my Study, I propofed the Quefiioft 
« to him, whether or no the Society of the Hermhuters could err? to which 
' he anfwered: that Chriil was its Head, and confequently muft thus fax 
.* inlighten it, that it could not err. 

George yacohSutor, who once had a confiderablePoft, and was well beloved 
by them, teftifies of a General Elder of the Society the following Words: 

* The General Elder N. (he mentions his Name in another Place) in the 

* Year 1740, openly declared to me, that the Society was perfeft and infkl- 

* lible, and whoever doubted to approve what the Society did or undertook, 

* was a Rogue (Spitzbub), There were twenty and even more prefent, when he 
« faid this to me,^f . See Frefenius^ Collect. T. 2. p. 656, and what follows. 

We are likewife informed by a Perfon of Veracity, that having made 
lome Reprefentations at Stutgard^ he received in Anfwer from the Herm-- 
haters that lived there, that they would report the Cafe to the Society at 
Hermbuty and he thereupon aflcing, whether they thought that Society 
could not likewife err? was anfwered, « that he could be affured of it^ 
« becauie the Church was certainly ruled by the Spirit of God, ^c. 

This is further confirmed by their authentic and irrefutable Declaration, 
concerning the Obligation every Body is under to go over to this Society. 
The Count himfelf in a Book intitled Siegfried, p. 1 73, to the 6oth QuefHon, 
whether all true Chriflian-Hearts if they have an Opportunity for fo doing, 
ought alfo outwardly to adhere to this Society, anfwers thus: * Yes, if they 
« arc not mad, fuch People at that Time we eafily indulge in every thing.* 

We find it alfo reported of them fomewhere elfe, that they in Penjgfli/ama, 
after they had obtained their End in gathering together a Society of their 
own Way of thinking, ifTued out a public Proclamation, fetting forth, 
« that now a true Church of the Lord had appeared in Penj^bvania, and 
4 therefore all ihould refort to it that belonged to the Lord. Thefe are the 
€ Words of the Church of the Lord to all its hidden and known Members, 

* and to all whom the Lord our God ihall IHll call to it. See Frefentus\ firft 
Colledlion, page i8x. Not to mention other Parages to the fame Purpofe. 

What the Hermhuters have already been found fault with in the public! 
Writmgs with Regard to facred Writ and its Ufe, is of fo great Importance, 
that it ought to be maturely coniiderM, and we can aflert, that the Grier- 
BDces OB mis Head, rather increafe than diminifh. 
The Count to this very Day infi&s on Yi^ ^^.^tvo^ !asA cac^^^Aft^QctxisQat 



Tranllation of the New Teftaxnent, whereof the lafl Edition u faid to be 
iBll worfe and more peftiferous than the former, which however we have 
not as yet had a Sight of. 

We have on this Head Provoft Benger% written Teftimony, who makes 
the following Judgment, ■* Mr. Flafdmigy Chaplain of the Regiment of 
*' Cadets at Peter/burg^ teitifies of them n'om the Experience he has had» 

* that they take the holy Writ to be the only Rule of Faith and Qon'^pStt 

* (but this good AITertion the Rev. Mr. Frefenius contradidb in his Note) 
' yet fuch as I have hitherto known of them, are very ignorant of tiie

The abovemention*d SutoTy who for many Years has been amonc; them,

' iHU are alive, and haye great Authority in the Society, brag of them-

* to deal with fuch Creatures. Loc. dt. page 706. 

lUgnier (a very memorable Witnefs) at a certain Time referring hiinfelf 
to holy Writ, in a Converfation with a Fellow-Labourer named Kuhtt, 
(none of the laft in the Society) received ^m him in Anfwer: * "Tis not a 

* whit the better, that every body has it in his Power to read the Bible; the 
'* wicked know very well how to appeal to it, Loc. cit. page 428. Man/ 
more PaiTages of the fame Kind are to be met with there. ForInftance,p:4759 
' They have told me more than once, that Liberty of Confcience was pemi- 
' cious, and that it was not well, that every body could have the Bible, efr. 

Dr. Baumgarten, in the four and twentieth Sedion of his Theological 
Opinion, in which he anfWers a Book intitled Siegfried's Beleuchtw^^ makes 
feveral important Obfervations, which it would have been abundantly more 
proper for Alhinus Sincerusy the lateft Apologift of the Hermbutersy to have 
examined and refuted, than moil of the Heads he dwells upon in his Writing 
againll the faid Divine. . 

* The ufual Anfwer and Evafion of the Adherents to this Party, favs this 

< Divine, when even Paifages of St. Fcad are oppofed to them, which con- 

< tradid their DoArines, or their Method as they fo calPd it (concerning 
' the Law and Gofpel) confifls in ^etendine, that Foul in thofe Cafes had 

* had to do with Jews\ to whom he had fpoken otherwife of the Law, and 

* that with more Advantage, than can and ought to be done among Chrif* 

< tians. Nay, divers of the Emiflariea of this Party have gone fo far, as 

* freely to maintain, that the Apoftles, excepting Faul and Johuy had not 
^ known the Blood-Theology and the Lamb, fo much'as God in thefe laft 

* Times had propofed to himfelf to reveal; wherefore thefe two, as well as 

* Chrift himfelf, had accommodated themfelves to their Times, and that 

* their Method could not ferve as a Pattern for propofmg this Blood-Theo- 

* logy, Loc. cit, page 629. Unlefs we allow, that every body lofes his Un- 
derflanding and Difcretion as foon as he begins to relate or fay any thing 
againil the Herrnbutersy we muft admit, that fuch Teilimonies deferve a 
thorough Attention, and to be maturely confider*d. 

Concerning the Article of the holy Trinity and Chrift> fuch Do6bines 
have been extra6bed from the Writings of the Hermhuters and publicly re- 
futed, that certainly, there appear no Necefiity to undertake a Journey and 
interrogate them about the Matter; thefe Doftrines lye open to the View 
of all ue World, who may fee wherein they confift, and what Judgment 
ought to be made of themj CQnfonant to Truthi and the Theology of oar 
lEvaneclical Chwcii, 
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. What Kind of a Theology concerning the greateft Myfteries, of die 
Holy Trinity, the Creation, the Way of knowing any Thing of God, of 
Chrift, do we not find contained in that fingle Hymn, N. 2188, of the 
firfl Addition to the Xllth Appendix, page 2067, and thofe that follow^ 
where they mofk abfurdly thus exprefs themfelves: 

* Verfe 3. As God thy Son and thy Spoufe once holily kifs'd one 
' another, perhaps at their Love Repafl, and with Refignation were paf- 

* flionately inclined, the Originary or Grand God being then in a godly 

* Sleep, a Profpe^l was formed of a thoufand worldly Theatres.

* or Grand-God's Foundations not as yet laid ; but nobody faw God, am 

* forty Times paffed before his Name was utter'd. 

* Verfe 7. God the Creator would take to himfelf for a Wife that Atom 

< out of which we Men fhine, but firft of all moiften with a Thing, called 

< Blood, the Miracle of which is only known to thofe Hearts that attain it, 
. * Verfe 8. And who underftand the little Word Ha ma ♦, thefe may go 

* further and hear the great Thema: in God the Man Jefus Chrifl, lyes 
« the little Syftem of Godhead f. 

* Verfe 9. These take the (Economy of the three united in Matrimomr, 

* for the moft perfeft Copy of God, who is the Primary Society. No 

* Simile puzzles more the Head than we, a Drop, compared with the Sea 

* of Godhead; neverthelefs it founds pure to the Heart. 

* Verfe 1 o. Were anyone to get a juft Idea of God the Father, as itoughtto

TheAfoftleSy to avoid IdoUOryyha'ue not baptized in the Name ofthe Father y the Son, 
€md the Holy Ghoft y but only in the Name of Chrift. God has darted his Son as a Fla/h 
ofLightningy and the Son by his Incarnation hai made a Parenthefis in the Godhead, 

frhat in common Life might be called a Grand-father y a Father in Lawyfuch 
is the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 

The Holy Ghoft is the Wife in the Godhead (der Ehe-Gemahljy the Mother of 
Chrifty and our Mother. 

Lt giwng the Benet^Bion to dying Peoplty thefe Words ha^ue been ufed and 
fung : God the little Father blefsyouy the little Mother blefs you, &c. 

The Son has taken it as a Favour y that he was allowed to become Man and 
go out of the Godhead, 

He has not conquered as Gody but as Man^ with the fame Strength that *we 
conquer. The Father has ajfifted himy and be ajjifts us alfo, N. B. He bad no 
more Dignity in himfelf than what he has granted us, , He had laid etfide bis 
Godheady and 'wrought Miracles even as Men are able to do. 

Such PaiTages occur moftly in their Sermons, and though it be not our PoT' 
pofe, to carp at iingle Words; it muil be obferved, thatfuch Dodbines, and 
luch a Method of teaching are contained therein, as never can be excufed. 

Further, one of the moft important dogmatical Grievances iias been their 
txnnecefiaiy and pernicious Innovation in the Dodrine of our Evangelical 
Church concerning the Ufe of the Law and Gofpel, which Innovation is 
looked upon and defended as a capital Article, not only by fmgle Members, 
but the whole Hermhut Society. There is no Neceffity even in this Refpedt 
to make a new and verbal Inquiry in Order to get a clear and difhnft 
Knowledge thereof; this Matter, on their Side, as well as on that of our 
Divines, has been fo clearly ftated, and the old Dodbine and PradHce of our 
Church fo thoroughly maintained, that it will fuffice to fuch as are defixous 
of Information therein. Beiides, one of the Divines of our Faculty has, not 
long fince, in two Diiiertations, defuperftua iff noxia mutatione doBrina Ec* 
' iUfi^e noftra de Lege ^ Evangelioy and again, de ufu legitimo Legis ah omni co- ^ 
natu y effeStujuftitia proprie alienijfimoy hereto contributed his Part. But let 
die Divines fay and write what they will, they neverthelefs continue to do 
what they pleafe, though they only renew the old Controvcrfy about Anti* 
womanifmy and do not m thejeaft attend to the different, diflind): and deli. 
; berate Reprefentadons made hitherto by Divines in this Affair; perverting, 
to the Confuiion of many good Souls, by falfe, unneceifary and un^;rounded 
Additions, thofe Truths that occur in this Subjedt, rather than making them 

mkM, Nay, they are not aflumed, in a di{d;a»£<dM9iai^>XA t^^"^^

folid and excellent Explanation of Luther and Melanchton given in this Caie, 
(chiefly that of Luther) adopted and found to be true by our whole Church; 
and to call xhtrnfccUih Conceits, which there is no Necefllty of fubfcrib- 
ing; and notwithilanding all this, they pretend to remain Members of the 
unaltered Augjburg Confefiion. 

. What is the Dodtrine and the Method of teaching of the Herrnhut Society 
concerning the fc -called Procefs of Salvation, may be plainly difcOver*d 
from their abovemention'd capital Writings : So that nothing is further 
required, but that every thing be weighed agreeable thereto, \\ ithoUt Par- 
tiality, and confcicntioufly, chiefly as it regards the moft important PrafUce 
of all Chriftianity. The Divines never had a Mind to rcjedl what is true 
with what is falfe and corrupted, but it has been upon the whole repre- 
fented, that it was not agreeable to the Word of God, to hold; e. g. 

That the Forgivenefs of Sin is the firft among the Benefits of Grace m 
the Procefs of Salvation; that luch great ado is made to this Day without 
Neceffity, about the univerfally ufcd and fufficiently defined Word jRr- 
fentance (BuJJe) and that, I know not what Herefy is therein fought fart 

That for obtaining Torgivenefs of Sins, the Saviour requires abfolutdy 
nothing, not even one's having a Thought of behaving better for ttt 
future; but only wants to have miferable Sinners, fick and dead People; 
that we ought not to hp careful for the Time to come, or much engage 
in Promifes to the Saviour, but commit one's-felf to his Mercy. 

That, what is faid Rom. vii, concerning the State (Proce/s) without the 
Law, under the Law, and under Grace, is not the Courfe in which the Con- 
verfion of an irregenerated Perfon happens commonly and for the moft Part; 
but is to be looked upon as a Method commended by Paul, for the Love of 
fuch, as in their Converfion would fain have fomething fpccious and fingular. 

That they afTert in an infulting Manner, that the whole Dodlrine of 
Warring -(againft Sin, or der Bufs-Katnff) is a human Fiftion, which one 
Man has learned from the other, and nobody knows to this Day what is 
meant by it. What kind of War, fay they, can a dead Man, a miferable 
Sinner, in a Word, a Child be fuppofed to carry on ? 

That they indiflindlly teach and fpeak of Converfions efFefted in an 
Hour or a Minute, (St widen und Minuten Bekehrungen ) , 

That a Man as long as he is a Child in Grace, is in Reft with regard to 
all Enemies round him; and that, when he grows up to Manhood and be- 
comes a Warriour, then the Saviour fights for him; and that the little Con- 
fUft he has with Satan and the World, is exceedingly infignificant, and only 
bears the Name of it; that, when the Saviour permits, that the Corruption 
which has been taken out of the Heart, and notwithftanding dwells in the 
^an, or in the Flefh, as it is otherwife termed, fhould appear again, an 
Adolefcent in Chrift is fenfible of it, and grieves at it; however, he is taught 
by the Word of the Saviour how to remedy it, he immediately fees every 
where, that Sin is condemned, that it is no more a Match (Partie egait) 
for him, that it has no more Right, Power or Force; that every Motion in 
his Members is no fooner perceived than it can be difpatched as eafily as 
a Flea, . and that it has neither Leave nor Power to refift him, {ffr. 

Nay, they have ufed in their Sermons and Synodal Speeches the fol- 
lowing Expreffions, * There is no Sin, no Kind of Evil, which may not be 

• blown away like Chaff. He is not compos-mentisy that fays, he cannot 

* get rid of Sin. If we propofe to become perfedt, (not moft holy and 
.< io 25 to abflain from all Sin, which would be a meer Trifle) bat fuck 
' as Fau/ calls perfect, PhiL iii. we muSt a^Tj^teYvendL iV^ Myftcry, fcfr . Q»; 

' cupifcence can no more trouble us, VnA.^ Q^xiuo xwii^N«k>83k> towwfc«

Laftly> that agdnft theDodlrine of the Divines concerning fpiritualTemp* 
tations and Trials, they crudely and without proper Diilindtions, oppofe the 
following Maj^iims, ' Moft Men have this ill -grounded Notion, that he who 

* is temptf d, is a beloved Child of God. Temptations are a Sign, that we 

* are already half fallen. They prove, that the Ground is bad, that there 

* is a kind of Malice in the Heart, which endeavours to break forth. 

Moreover, what often occurs in the Syftem and Pradlice of the Hermhut" 
Society, concerning Wedlock among Chriftians, and is one of the moft glar- 
ing Scandals that ever h^s been given by them, ought not here to be omitted. 
Had they folely infifted upon this, that Chriftians even in their married 
State and conjugal Copulations ought to obferve the Rules of Chaftity and 
live in the Fear of God j they would have aded wifely and in a becoming 
Manner. But> under this Pretence, to interlace in matrimonial Matters, io 
many fcandalous, falfe, fingular and hitherto ,unheard of Do&incs, Pro- 
pofals, Inih-uflions and Expreflions ; and, over and above all, to give them 
out for moft holy, and which the various Choirs in the Hermhut Sozitty, 
make no Scruple to recite in entire Cantates and eccleiiaftical Hynms, has 
been by the Divines hitherto juftly ranked among the moft pernicious Er- 
rors ; this is a Charge, which is not fo much as denied by the Society, but 
openly defended as moft holy and innocent, without in the leaft minding 
the Admonitions hitherto given them ; as it has been recently feen, to the 
Aftonifhment of the whole World, in Albinus Sincerus^s Confutation (Heim- 

• leuchtuug) of 'Dv.Baumgarteny and in the new Preface to the Supplements of 
'the Xllth Appendix of their Hymns. Many Paradoxes likewife occur on 
the fame Head, 1//2;. • That the Saviour, as the true Father, has ceded to the ' 

* Hufbands the Power of procreating Children; that on this Account they 

* are Vice-Chrifts, Vice-Hufbands, Chrift's Procurators in the Conjugal Bu- 

* fmefs, till he fhall take them to himfelf, as thofe that are predeftinated to 
- * fleep in his Arms (which Expreflion is very often ufed by them) ; * That 

* towards fanftifying the Conjugal Adl, the Reprefentation of the Membrum 

* *virile Chrifii circumcifi is commended and enjoined to the Hufbands, and 

* the Membrum muliebre B. Virginis to the Wives. That at the very Inftant of 

* Time, the one gives in the Name of the Lord Jefus, and the other receives 
' * in the Name of the Church the deftined earthly but not unbloody Seed, the 

* whole N, B. is made holy and confecrated, not impure, not common; not 

* at all, fays St. PW, and if they aft any thing elfe conjugally, theyexprefs the 

* Image of the Creature in its Vice-Chrift's Way, and tread in the Footfteps 

* of the Creator, (fofieht das Bild der Creatur in ihres Vice-Chrifti Wandcl des 

* Schemers Spur): That this Kind of Matrimony had been referved^to the 

* Society, and that out of the Pale of it, the Conjugal State had hitherto 

* been nothing but Adultery. See the firft Append. N. 2163, v. 15. pag, 

* 2045. That a plenary, circumftantial, and moft minute Detail of this Con- 

* jugal Copulaticn muft be given to the new married Ones by the moft noted 
« Members of the Society; that under the Tide of thefe moft holy matrimo- 

* nial Ideas, chiefly in the twelfth Appendix of their Hymns, and the Sup- 
" * plements to it, fuch a Number of lafcivious, crude and fcandalous Ex- 

« preflions are ufed, as even a Man that makes but little Account of Reli- 

* * gion, would hefitate an hundred Times to mention them openly to others, 
< &c. Laftly, that as nothing has done more Harm to the Society than this 
'extraordinary fcandalous Licentioufnefs, wherefoever it has happened to 

* be known; they now make no Scruple, by public Apologies, to declare 

* all this to be holy and innocent, manifeftly abufmg the Scripture, in 

* Order to defend them as fuch, adding, that none can be offended there- 

• ; m&, hut tbofc whofe Hearts are not yet purife^d b^ ^^ ^\w^^ q1 Cksv^\ 
• " . P 2 » ^^ 
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* as has been very lately done in the Preface to the Supplements, and ifli 

* Jlbinus Sincerus's HeimUucbtung, 

If, among many other of their Sermons, we read particularly, that At* 
liver'd on the Anniverfary of the Afcenfion of Chiift in 1 745, relating to the 
proper Office of the Lamb's MeiTengers, we ihall find, in what regards the 
Saviour^B Commiflion to his Apoflles among the Heathen, and the prefent 
new MeHengers of the Lamb to the fame, fuch Propoiitions as comprehend 
many erroneous and frivolous Things, and terminate in downright Fana-' 
ticifm. The following Words, page 9, are efpecially worth coniidering; 

* Dear Brethren and Sifters ! About fixty or feventy Years a Seafon began, 
' a premature Reformation, 6fr.^ and again, page 25, * You, fays the Sa- 

* viour, will be my Witneffes. The Saviour doth not fay, you will explain 

* to the People the Holy Trinity, you will explain to diem, how fuch and 

* fuch a Chapter in the Revelations of St. Jo}my or the Prophecy of Damd^ 

* ^c. ought to be underftood. You will be able to fhew, what Force lyes 
< in the Accent, what Emphafis in the Confbudlion; but thus: You will 

* fay, that I have exifted, you will tell the People fomething of me, you 

* will be obliged to afk: where is a Heart? where is a Soul ? where is one to 
' whom the Holy Ghod has drawn near, whom the Holy Ghoil has called 

* upon? I have fomething to fay to him, £sfr. £!ff.' Confult likewife what 
follows, which founds fbrangely, and moreover, infults in a moft unjuft 
Manner, all other Principles of Reformation, except his own. 

Thus much for a Specimen. Hence it appears beyond Conteft, thattheD6c« 
trines of tiiis Societ;', notwithHanding they have not aConfeffionof theirown, 
jior will have any, are in Part fufficiently manifefl, and in Part exceptionable 
cnougJx, lb as to render it unnecefTary to make any further folemn Inquiry 
about them, and that they in many Ways deviate from the Do^ine ot our - 
Church, and froni the very Promife that has been,^/^2</^/amaffff, madeushere. 

Fourthly, Concerning the InfHtutes of the Herrnhut Societies, they are now 
very well known by their own public Defcription, as is likewife, what has 
been hitherto objected againil them with great Difcrimination andDifcretion. 

Their Chief-Plan [der Fundamental Plan) and Method to gather a Church, 
conMs in receiving People out of all Sefts and Churches as Members, 
provided they only accept the fo-called Blood-Theology y and herein agree 
with the Herrnhut -Society, not\vithftanding they do not give up their former 
Eip'ors ; nay, they have even Leave to keep to the Church they formerly 
belonged to, according as Circumdances may require; *tis alfo forbidden 
among them to queftion any one about his Religion, or to draw him from it 
in order to make a Profclyte of him. Now, that fuch a Method of gather- 
ing and fetting up a Church, is intirely contrary to all the Principles of our 
Evangelical Church, and as we believe, likewife to the Word ot God, has 
hitherto been a Part of the public Proofs and Objedlions againft thb So- 
ciety; nor is there a Necefiity, that we fhould perfonally enter into a Dif- 
putation with them on this Head, which befides, is neidier their Intention 
nor the Aim of their Requeft. To this Purpofe, already fome Years ago, a 
Member of our Theological Faculty publifhed a Differtation, intitled, Senfis 
werus ^ falfus de Ecclejiolis in Ecclejia erigendis, which is not unknown to the 
Hermhuters. There have been fince, probably with a View to this Diflerta- 
tion, fome PaiTages of Dr. Spener inferted at die Head of the Appendixes to 
a Book intitled die Reign of the Crofs [Creutz-reich], to prove uereby, thit 
their Method was in every Refped agreeable to the faid Sfexer^z Advice. 
But there is nothing more certain, than that the Intention and PraAice of 
the /kid Divine was as far from the Ap^Mc^^tiOTi tk^ HermCmters made of i^ 
MS Heaven and Earth are diftanx &om qti^ axv^^^i^ «sA>xV^&i^\K».^ 
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fuSiciently (hewn in a DiiTertadon, de m reciproca irrorum in errantes & #r2 
rantium in erroresj and in another defedimentis errorum nequaqtuim contemmaitfm 
that one ought not to judge ib (lightly of great Errors. 

As to the other Conilitutions ot thole of their AfTemblies, that are iiSta* 
ally gathered and fhut up together, which they fo highly extol, and to 
v^hich fuch great Things are afcribed; the following Objedtions have al- 
ready been made againft them : 

That they give them out for Conftitutions of the ancient Moravian ftte- 
thren, notwithllanding moflof them have been lately invented and appointed 
by fuch as were willing to give a particular Form to thefe Angular Societies* 

That there is too great and unneceflary a Number of them, which cka* 
not be brought to the intended and proper Adivity, without likewife^imi!- 
tiplying Offices and Perfons. 

That they thereby caufe a dangerous Schifm, and make an unne'cfiflkiy 
Partition- Wall between them and other Churches, that do not think them* 
felves obliged to fufFer fuch Things to be impofed upon them, or, when 
at leail they don't pay Regard enough to them, are on that Account treated 
with Indignation, and finiiler Judgments made of them. 

That they, on account of thefe very Conilitutions, which they look upon 
as Apoilolical, pride, or elevate themfelves above others, notwithftanaing 
that the greateft Part of thefe Conilitutions cannot be proved, to have b'eea 
in Ufe among the fir ft Churches in the Time of the Apoftles. 

That they, beyond all Neccflity, out of common Duties of ChriKiniii 
towards each other according to every one's Gift and Capacity, "^faiake 
particular Offices and Office -Adlions; which, as has been faid, ate tin- 
commonly multiplied, and produdlive of confiderable Incon▼enietxcies^ at 
can be fufficiently proved. 

That they make ecclefiaftical Matters of Things, which were never de- 
clared as Aich by God's Word ; for Inflance, notwithilanding the immediate 
Education of Children, is not enjoined to the Church in Scripture, but fc 
the Parents ; yet in this new C£conomy they affume to themfelves the Pri- 
viledge to deprive Parents of this Right, and caufe it to be exerdfed'fy 
Perfons appointed by the Church. 

That in thefe their eccleiiaflical Conilitutions, they have made fuch arDif- 
pofition, as cannot be kept up without a fevere and too far flrctch*d Power. 

That, to remedy certain Inconveniences, they have thought proper io 
divide the Church into three Tropes 9ra»^i»a?; thus from the fame Piini^l^ 
fhey likewife might eafily make Socinian, Roman Catholic, Meifnfrnift, 
Quaker and Separatift IVopes, without Prejudice to the Church in'Ftmda* 
mentals, as partly has been attempted in Penfylvaniay but without Succefs, 

That during the Hours appointed for opening tie moft interior farts of the 
Hearty as they call them, they pave themfelves the Way to fuch a Scrufiily 
into Peoples Hearts, and every other Thing appertaining thereto," as'creatts 
more Vexation than the Auricular Confefiion of the Roman Catholics. 

That, by their pretended Seminaries, they form a Kind of an Univcffity, 
the extenfive Ufe whereof is abundantly known ; other Unive^fities are dif- 
credited; Sufpiciqns about the Minifhy of our Church are f^f(^d in Sthdei^ 
of Divinity, particularly in fuch as are inclined to a more religious Way of 
Life ; they are alienated firom and will no longer remain with us,* but fbr 
this and other Reafons, flock to that Seminary, to the great Detriffient of 
our Churches, and from that Time become uxifit to be emjploytd in thetti. 

That by their frequent Miffions into all Parts, they have caufed' mdfl 
^ ftupendous Commotions in the Evangelical Churches^ wKcrcbY thiey con* . 
Mantljr draw'sL itjU ^r^atci Number to their Sod^, V^V^'t^Q^ ^SLT:ti&sv^x 
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Pitine vsiSUifia^ has latelv pven the following Account to a certain Perfim: 

' It cannot be exprefled nor fufHciendy bewailed with a Flood of Tears, 

' that fo many fincere People, on this Occafion, (being by the Emi/Taries 

* of the Hirmbut 'Society y that wander up and down every where, excited 

* againft their moll faithful Miniiters, for no other Reafon but becaufe they 

* are Minifters) feparate from the Evangelical Religion, even fome becom- 

* ing quite enraged and furious againil their former Teachers, and fuch as 

* have been their Fellow-Parifhioners, fsfr. Stupendous Things are likewife 
f reported of the Hermhut Schemes breaking out at Berlin,^ 

All this is the lefs to be wonder'd at, as thefe People defcribe our 
Chnrches in the following odious and contemptible Manner, fetting off 
their own with the higheft Encomiums ; 

* They pull a thatch'd Houfe to Pieces by the Middle, there it ftands 

* without a Roof, and without Side-Walls, and there is an End of it: 

* This is their Way of proceeding' 

* The naked Children having no Dwelling, tremble and long for ano- 

* ther Houfe, becaufe they are not able to fupport themfelves againft the 

* Injuries of the \Veather.' 

* But they are told, that it is highly dangerous to grant their Requeft, and that 

* it is mere Slavery to fit in an Houfe, and fecure one'sfelf againft the Wind,' 

* When Jefus calls, Come under my Shade ye weak ones, ye Chickens, 
« enter; they cry out, full of Rage: This is not the Voice of Jefus; get out 

* into the Weadier, ye Chickens/ 

* fiot when here and there in a defart Place, many a poor Sheep Mens, 

* trembles, gets cold, and, the Wind beating about its Ears, comes to us/ 

' I think I dare, without Queflion, fay to that Sheep, Come in and lay 

* here; may the Lamb which has bought thee, and baptized thee with his 

* Blood, fetch more of thy like/ 

That many of their principal Conftitutions, chiefly thofe Houfes, where 
their Choir, as they call them, of unmarried Men, Women, and even Chil- 
dren are kept feparately, not only are liable to many external and pcrni- 
cious Inconveniences, but alfo produdlive of an intolerable Dominion and 
Tyranny, both in Temporals and Spirituals, i[jc. 

But in Order to difclofe more nearly, but with all due Sdbmiifion, our 
Opinion in this important AiTair; we mufl own, in the fifth Place, that the 
Requeft mentioned in the Beginning, concerning a public Inquiry into their 
Matters to be made in their General Synod, appears to us more and more 
to deferve Circumfpedtion : As for the Deputies that fhould affift on this 
Account, the Deputation muft either be made from the Dutchy of Wurtem" 
herg alone, or likewife from other States, and indeed all thofe of the Em- 

. pirc. If the firft be the Cafe, fuch an Odium lies already on the f articular 
Ri^onjum Ttibingenfey honu Jincerely and innocently foe^^er nj^e ga*ve it, that we 
jee no Caufe, why we fhould do ourfelves any further Prejudice by med- 
dling in this Affair; and run the Rifk, by Simulations and Diffimulations 
to be brought into flill greater Temptations than the former. To this Day 
we have ftul Reafon to grieve, that at that Time we had not yet any In- 
telligence of Count Zinzendorfs inexcufable Adions in the Countries of 
Berubwrg and Schiuartzenauy Item with the Infpired, which had already hap- 

. pen*d two Years before; had they been known to us, not the leafl Hope of 
obtaining a favourable Refponfum would have been left him. Should the 
Wurtemberg Church now, under Pretence of an Inquiry, be alone drawn into 
thisAffair, there is no Doubt, but, contrary to its Intention, and let the lilhe 
of the Inguiiy be whatever it would, this Society would make a moft in- 

vidious and dangerous Abufe of it. ^\k0^d tciQi^ l^^Y^^^*^ ^^m Q^h» 
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States or Orders be clelired, or aflually appear diere^ is it known who A^ 
wUl be? what Sentiments they'll bring along with them? what Experience 
and Dexterity they are Mailers of to ad in Tuch a flippery Cafe? whether 
thofe> in whofe Affairs Inquiry is to be made, will not endeavour to a£t 
according to the Saying: Dirjide ^ Impera? Beiides other more wdghQr 
Circumilances of this ]xind> that iliay unexpectedly happen. Concerning 
the Method of Proceeding, it would be extremely difHcult to. give fuffident' 
Infbudtions to die Deputies, according to which they either fliould hear 
the Anfwers given to the Queftions, or defcend to Difputations, in Cafe 
they ihould be deemed infumcient. 

In fo folemn a General Synod of the Hermhutersy to be conitituted in ib 
iingular a Manner, many Inconveniences concerning the Method of acting, 
might likewife arife, which might make, that the Deputies of the Church 
of IVurtemherg, on various Accounts, could not be prefent at it and continue 
there without diflionouring themfelves; now no urgent Neceflity requires 
that we on our Part fhould expofe ourfelves thereto; not to mention other 
Reafons of this Kind. As for the lifue, 'tis flill to be queilioned, whether 
Advantage or Detriment would follow from thence, as it might eafily pro« 
duce a dangerous Schifm in our Church itfelf, fhould fome of as incline Co 
this, and others to that Party, or bitter Controverfies enfue. 

Sixthly, It were neceffary and equitable, that the other Party fhould be 
heard at the fame Place, about the Charges they have hitherto brought 
againft thefe People according to the Rule : j^udi {ff alteram Partem^ But 
that there is no reafdnable Hope to obtain this, may eaiily be gathered from 
the Records, which teitify, in what an odious, infuhing and contemptible 
Manner all thofe Divines and Writers have been treated, who frcon aa 
honed View, partly founded on their own Experience, partly upon o&nag 
a juridical Evidence in Cafe it were required, have wrote againfl them. K 
might likewife eafily happen, that this other Party might not look upon this 
pretended General Synod as its competent Judge, and rather chufe to lay 
luch further Explanations, as might be defired, before an impartial and an- 
thorifed Judge; which however there is little Probability of feeing foon 
done. It w^uld likewife be afling quite againft our Confcience, fhould 
honefl People, who have hitherto, with much rain and Invidioufnefs, ferved 
the Church in this important Affair, and in all Appearance will ftiU continue 
to ferve it, receive a Prejudice from a pretended Vis ni judicat/t, which die 
Party of the Hermhuters undoubtedly would proclaim it to be; and this 
the more as the Society, on all Occafions, endeavours to gain the Favour of 
Princes, and has nothing elfe at Heart than by their political Edi^ and 
Decifions to ftop the Mouth of private People io as they may not dare ut- 
ter a Word againfl them. 

Seventhly, Concerning what is fo confidently mentioned by the Herm-^ 
huters in thofe A£ls, which your moft Serene Highnefs has gracioufly com- 
municated to us, <viz. that they could make appear, that we either mult 
approve their Syilem, or be gudty oi Donati/m: Item^ whether the Impu- 
tations of the Adverfaries againil the Herrnhut Society were not as much 
a Fable, as formerly Pietifm had been ? Further, whether the Plan of the 
Hermhuters was not a Continuation of the Advices formerly given by Spener 
for the Emendation of our Church ? 'tis very eafy to anfwer to thefe Points. 
Whoever in this Cafe, is fo liberal in bellowing the Name oiDonatifis^ muft 
be ignorant what Donatifm meant formerly, and what it is ftill now. So far 
as Pietifm confifted formerly in mifufing the Name of Piety for propagating 
various erroneous Dodbines and Pradices, it was no mote a. Fabl^^ thaa 
is the prefent Hermbutifm, fo far as it is attended v^V^lut^'dX^^^^^'^^

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p T is now near two . years fince 1 
', wrote the Cqndid Narrative of the 
' rife and progrefs of the HerrnhuterSy 
' during which time I have had the 
pleafure to find, not only that my 
undertaking has been looked upon at home and 
abroad, as a fervice done to the public, but that 
it hkewife has been a means of recovering many 
perfons who unwarily had been drawn in by the 
leaders of the Herrnhuters and their emiflaries, 
and of preventing the ruin of others, who were 
hkely to have fallen into their fnares. 

After this fuccefs, I might, perhaps, be &.(- 

penfed from taking notice of the conduct which 

A3 the 
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the leaders of the party have made ufe of, with' 
Tc{pe£t to this and other writings publiflied 
againft them : but as every body ought to be ac- 
quainted theirevirith, in order the more to be 
cautioned againft their devices, I fhall hete take 
an- opportunity of relating ibme of their machi- 
nations, which have come to my knowledge, and 
can be proved in an unexceptionable manner. — 
The Candid Narrative having been advertifed 
in the public news-papers near a fortnight 
before it came forth, the publifher was not only 
tampered with for fuppreffing it, but other 
means likewife were employed to prevent its 
appearing in public. Thefe endeavours meeting, 
with a fuccefs they deferved, and the Candid 
Narrativey at length, coming forth, the leaders 
bethought themfelves of a peculiar artifice for 
quieting the minds of thofe among them, who,. 
by reading the book, might be brought to a 
bfetter way of thinking, a;». by giving out that 
I myfelf was an Herrnbuter or Moravian^ and 
t^Kit another had perfonated me ; confequently 
that jio credit could be given to an account ap- 
pearing under a falfe name. 

This ftratagem however did ferve them but for 
a: little while, as fome of their followers^, and 
others foon after, found out the falfehood of thid 
pretence; wherefore, they thought therafelycg 
obliged to fall on another, which was to deny^ , 
ia the lump, all that had been reported m the? 
book, and to declare, that they would make no 
arifwer thereto, chufing rather filently to fuffer 
as the primitive cbrijfians had done. I need not 
phferve, that their laft pretence Was very unfit' 
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for making ah impreiHon on fuch as had read 
church-hiftory, as thqy muft know that thfl 
primitive chri/tians never had been backward in 
anfwering their adverfaries ; witnefs the nuany 
apolo^es ftill extant, viz. of ^adratus AtU^ 
menfisy jiriftides, Juftims Martyr^ MelifOy Afh. 
poUinariSj AthenagoraSy Tertullianus^ Athana^ 
JluSy and others. However, this falfe aflertion, 
which was chiefly calculated to impofe on the 
ordinary fort of people, failed not to ferve their 
ends for fome time. 

It is remarkable, that the main force of thi^ 
leaders of this fed: confifts in keeping a number 
of ^emiffaries, who arc fcnt about to private 
houfes of fudh as do not belong to their fe<ft, ia 
order to recommend it, by telling ftories in its fa-» 
vour by wholefale, ad majorem Deigloriam. Thi» 
fort of agents, who at the fame time ferve aa 
JcoutSy for getting intelligence how people, 
chiefly fuch as are any ways diftinguiihed by 
their rank or influence, ftand afffefted towards 
their fed, were efpecially made ufe of at thi» 
jundure, to caution people againfl giving credit 
to what had been reported of them. However, 
all thefe devices could not prevent the public 
from paying at length attention to the fa<fb 
laid to the charge of the fed: ; which the party 
obferving, and finding that the daily News-papers 
had taken notice of thefe fads ; they thought 
proper, yune 2, 1753) by an advertifement in 
the news-papers, to pretend, that they had been 
fcandalouily abufed, and that an anfwer to the 
charges fhould fhortly be publifhed. 

A 4 No- 
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Nobcxly will deny that the public had a right 
to expeft that they fhould fulfill this their pro- 
mife, efpecially as it had been made in all the 
papers of that day. But fo far were the Herrn-- 
buitrs ' from doing fo, that not only no anfwer 
cafhe forth, but they afterwards pointblank de- 
nied they ever made that promife ; pretending, 
that not tbey^ but their welUwiJhers^ had been the 
authors of it, 

I muft not forget that the leaders of the 
party, in order to be at full liberty to adt as they 
pleaied, thought it proper at the fame time to 
terrify the printers and publifhers of the daily 
news-papers, with adtions, in cafe they inferted 
any thing againft them in their papers : and that 
the attention of the public might be taken up 
to their advantage, they made a fhew of being 
of great importance and ufefulnefs to this na- 
tion. Two paragraphs were fucceffively infert- 
ed in the Daily Gazetteer^ one June 20, and thfe 
other July 6, in which the public was told 
*' that they had a tapeftry manufactory at 
Cbel/ea^ that they were manufadluring a peculiar 
hanging, which was to reprefent all the adtions 
of his late and prefent majefly, and all the 
joyal family ; and that they had feveral curious 
pieces of fine tapeftry prefented to his majefty 
at St. Jam is Houje." It was an unfortu- 
nate circumftance for the Herrnbuten^ that 
every body was not inclined to take this piece 
of news upon truft; enquiry was made into 
the truth of it, and it was foon known that 
there never had been fuch a manufedtory at

Chelfea^ and that a piece manufadlured by Herrn^ 
huUrs had never been prefented at 5/. James ^^^ 
On the contrary, by the account Mr. fVbitefield 
gave of the large debts that they owed to parti- 
cular perfons of this nation, the public was 
made acquainted, that the riches, they had fb 
much boafted of before parliament, were idle 
and empty pretences, of the fame nature as all 
the reft of thofe by which they had impofed up- 
on that auguft aflembly.

*• There are other pretences of the fame nature, which the 
Hermhut emiflaries have made much ftir about in this coun-> 
try, to {hew the importance of their fe£t. They have given 
but, that they increafe the nation; but their real meaning is 
that they make profelytes within it, who taking upon them 
the name of Moravians^ do indeed increafe the fedt, but not 
the nation. It is the fam^ with money matters. They 
continually hrag of bringing great fubftance in a country 
wherein they fettle, and to be at confiderable expence, only 
for the good of the country ; when, in reality, they colled: 
money wherever they go ; and as for their expetices, their 
pockets are never the poorer for them, as the fedt is fure of 
finding fupplies among thofe that harbour them. Now what. 
is this more than hajiing a nation with its own J ub ft ana! 
^nd here let me fay a word by way of caution, to fuch as, 
out of a good intention, charitably contribute to the Herm"' 
huters* Without dwelling much on their employing the mo- 
ney in building palaces, and making a (hew for the fake of 
drawing in , others to their fe6l; a creditable perfon tells us, 
that thofe who make them charitable contributions, are made 
a game of behind their backs^ for their pretending to do good 
works. I have in view an author called Bothe^ who, after 
having been fourteen years among them, and ferved ofEces 
in thefe6l during fevcn years, has informed the public of this 
particular, with many abominable praftices of theirs, which 
Common decency will not permit us to acquaint the reader with. 
The account he gives of this matter may be feen in a trea-

It may be Caken for gFanted, that niDbody is 
more avcrfe than Count Zinzendorf to ahfwcr 
hi9& laid to his charge ^ yetj it feems that the 
importunities of his brethren, fb much wrought 
upon him at length, as to make him confent to 
the publication of a pamphlet, entitled, Pe^ 
rempHrifches Bedenken^ or the Ordinary^ R^ 
marksy which was publifhed by Mr. GamboU^ 
and had the fanftion of Count Zinzendorf ^t 
the clofe of it^ This piece, which is nothing elfe 
but a tranflation of a German writing, with- 
out having any connexion with the charges 
brought agdnft him, foon was found out to be 
an artifice contrived for private political ends ; 
and that Count Zinzendorf by fhewing fuch a 
reluctance to face truth, tacitly confefled his own 
guilt. To this mufl be added, that the above

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fidvertifements, by which the party had intended 
to make a fhew of its uiefulnefs to this nation^ 
were again denied by them, and placed to thei 
account of their weU-wifhersw — Thus^ many of 
their followers feeing through the Zinzendorfian 
fcheme, and thinking proper to defert the itOi^ 
the. leaders redoubled their efforts for running- 
down all that had been wrote againft them, un-> 
der pretence, that thefe writings were complete 
libels. This was now not only given out under- 
hand by their emiflaries, but likewife publicly 
averted in an anonymous pamphlet, publifhed 
in November 1753, entitled, An introduSlion t9 
the method or way of the church of the brethren: 
in dealing with fouls ; which pamphlet, though: 
the title-page promifes an anfwer to the Candid 
Narrative^ prefents the reader with no anfwer 
at all to any one material charge, and is remark- 
able for nothing but its abounding with a world 
of folemn nonfenfc, and fcurrilous reflexions 
on myfelf and others. 

I had ibme thoughts of inferting here feveral 
particulars concerning fecret attempts made by 
the Herrnbut enaiflaries, with a view to hurt 
my private character. But, upon weighing the 
thing more maturely, I conceived that my own 
concerns were not of that moment as to be put 
in competition with thofe of the public : befides 
which, I confidered, that though Herrnbutifmy 
it feems, allows its followers to ufe all kind of 
means, how criminal foever, to ruin thofe that 
deted: their ichemes; my religion obliges me 
to forgive them. For thefc rcafons I Ihall pafs 

over 
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over in iilence fuch matters as relate to my 
private pcrfon *, and confine myfelf folely to 
matters which deferve public nodce. 

It appears highly probable to me, that the 
Moravian Patriarch had flatter'd himfelf, that 
by confidently denying all charges, and calum- 
niating, either in perfon, or by proxy, thofe that 
write againft him, the public would be dubi- 
ous, what credit ought to be given to his ad- 
verfaries. But as this alone could riot ferve a 
further end he had, which was that of reclaim- 
ing tliofe that had vi^ithdrawn from him, and 
bringing in a frefti fupply of profelytes, 
a pamphlet was publifticd \n February, '^754-9 
by Mr. Gamboldy doubtlefs with Count Zinzen-- 
dorf% approbation, intitled, A Modeft Plea for the 
Church of the Brethren -, in which the fcdt was 
recommended to the public in general terms, 
and all the charges brought againft the inimi-. 
table founder ftudioafly paffed over in filence. 
In this pamphlet again the foregoing tradt, pub- 
lifhed in Nov. 1753, was difavow'd by the party, 
and palmed upon its well-wiftiers. 

As thefe proceedings were intirely difibnant 
to all moral honefty, and as the Zinzendorfan 

emiiiaries 

* The leaft of thefe attempts did confift in giving out, 
with the greatelt confidence, that I a^ually had bent of their 
party ^ eat and drank with them, cheated them of as much money 
as 1 had been able to do, and n&tv had left them, in order to write 
again/} them, — Had fuch a vile piece of calumny been broach- 
ed againft Count Zinzendorf, I (hould not be furprized, if he 
were tempted to knock out with his foot a coufle of teeth out* 
of the mouths of the authors of it.

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emiflaries continued, perfri&a fronte^ not only 
to deny every charge brought againft them, but 
likewife to pour out their venom againft me ; I 
was compelled at length to bring the matter to 
a fhort iflue. For this purpofe^ in a writing 
publiriied in the fame month oi February ^ 1754, 
-under the title of A Solemn Call on Count Zin- 
zendorf, I publicly challenged him to anfwer 
all and every article fet forth in the Candid Nar^ 
rative-, and having learnt from the Count's 
. writings,' that he is very ayerfe to dealing in a 
-fair wajs I added, that what I expedied of him 
was, that ** he would not in a curfory manner 
' ** run over thofe charges brought by me againft 
** him, nor pick out what he liked bcft, nor 
make interrogatories to himfclf, whereby the 
charge vvould be in a great meafure enfeebled 
(which I bad found to be his favourite me- 
thod) nor confound pafiages together, but 
diftindtly mention or quote one article af- 
ter ANOTHER, and give a clear, explicit and 
^ categorical afnfwer fo each of them ; folemn- 
** ly declaring at the' fame time, that, as truth 
*^ was the only thir«g I aimed at, I on my part 
'^ fhould not think it a difgrace to confefs that 
<^ I was in the wrong, whenfoever he fhould 
" make it appear that I was fo.'* 

How juft and equitable foever this demand 
was, the Count, inftead of clearing himfelf of 
the accufations brought againft him, has never 
thought proper to comply. On the contrary, 
this fair propofal, it feems, has rather induced 
him to treat me, and others that have wrote 

againft 
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aiail him, in a flill more abuiive manntr: 
DTy the Soiemn Call was the occafion of his pub- 
rlifhijQg a pamphlet, intitled, T^be Plain Cafe of 
.Refrefentati'ves cf the Unit as Fratrunty which 
came forth in May 1754 ; and was immediately 
followed by another little piece, bearing the fol- 
lowing title, A Reprefentation of the Englifhfir^- 
tbren in Union with the Vnitas Fratrum ^ botfi 
of which, at the fame time they prefent the 
reader with a tedious recital of diings nobody 
has a defire of being acquainted with, abound 
with egregious calumnies and opprobrious lan« 
guage y but contain no anfwer to any of the 
charges brought againft him, either in the Can- 
did Narrative^ or in other writings publifhed 
againft the party. To the above pacopnlets muft 
be added another, intided, Summary InftruQimi 
for the travelling BretbreUy which was privately 
jdiilributed among the fed!:, about the middle of 
laft year, and likewife contains no anfwer to any 
one of the faid charges. 

This is, in as ihort a compafs as the cafe 
would permit, an account of the fhameful con- 
duft Count Zinzendorf and thofe who are join- 
ed with him, have obferved for near two years 
•paft, in hopes of evading truth, and running 
down thofe that have detected them. The 
creader, doubtlefs, will find, that they have 
ad:ed up, to a tittle, to what I had before in- 
formed him of in the preface of the Candid 
Narrative^ concerning their unwarrantable me- 
thod of treating their adverfaries. But how 
much will he not be furprized, .upon.numbcring 

together 
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together thofe feveral pamphlets named here» 
which the party has publifhed fince the Candid 
Narrative came forth ! As they are no le£s than 
SIX, it evidently appears, the party has not 
wanted leifure to give a folid anTwer, had the 
leaders been confcious it would have flood the 
teft of truth. And what opinion, after fuch a 
conduct, can a candid reader conceive of Mr» 
Zinzendorf and his party's late propoial or invi* 
tation, that queries fhould be made them, to 
which they would anfwer ? Muft he not look on 
it as a new contrivance for impofing on the pub- 
lic ? But as I have canvafs'd this article in one 
Eart of the following treatife, in a full, and, I 
ope, convincing manner, I ihall wave inlarg« 
iiig upon it in this place. Befides, the ied: fii 
HerrnimUrs appears now to be fufficiently known 
on account of their pernicious principles^ an4 
if learned and ingenious author, who is fuppofed 
to occupy a fuperior rank in die church, nas of 
late, in a book, intitled. The Moravians compared 
and deteSed^ not only corroborated my evidence 
from Count Zinzendorf *8 EngUJb writings, but 
like wife fet the v^ole controverfy in a new light, 
by the juf): and ffaiidng parallels he has drawn 
between the ancient heretics and this new fed. 

Having given a detail of the conduft which 
tTie leaders of the Herrnbuters have hitherto ob- 
fcrved with re£pt&. to the accufations brought 
by jne and others againft them, I now fhould 
acquaint the reader with the pccafion of my 
pubUfhxng the following trad. But as I have 
llccQunted for it in two different places, I tnzy

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hope he will diipenfe with my faying any thing 
further on that fubjcdt. 

• There are however, a few other particulars 
Aat ought to be taken notice of. In the firft 
place, Mr. Alexajider Folky who is a counfellor 
at 'law, and recorder of the city of Budingen^ 
having, for want of information, been wrongly 
ftiled fecretary of ftate in the Candid Narrative y 
I prefume the reader will be pleafed to correct 
that error. 

• Secondly y As I have been called upon to ve- 
rify a fea quoted in the preface or the Candid 
Varrative^ (p^g^ 5> of "^^ firft edition, and 
page 6, of the fecond) which 1 had from a 
rev. clergyman, whofe name I then omitted ; 
the following is his own certificate concerning 
the fa<9: alledged, to which I £ball refer ' the 
reader for his information. 

I hereby certify, that I wasjprefent at a 
fermon preached by Count Zinzendorf in Lon-- 
don-, on the Xlth Sunddy after Trinity m 1746, 
when, among other fcandalous expreffions, 
he made ufe of the following words ; that 
the jeventh commandment did oblige us no more 
" in the New Teftament, becauje it bad been 
given at a time when one man had Jive or Jix 
wives.

One of the moft unpardonable crimes the 
Count is guilty of, confifts in his afcribing, with 
the grcateft irreverence, to Chrift, fuch fcanda« 
lous and ofFenfive adtions as are objected agdnil 
the Moravian Patriarch, and the principals of 
his fed, with the greateft truth. This he doubt- 
Icfs dodi, with a view, by this fidtitious refcm- 
blance between the Saviour's actons and his, to 
make people believe, that the accu£itions brought 
againft him and his fedtaries, either areunjuft, 
or of no importance. In his Natural RefteSiions^ 
page 47, fpeaking of the Saviour, and the rc- 
fledtions people may have made pn his condudt, 
he introduces their difcourfes in the following 
manner. " Doubtlefs, fays he, fome will have 
'« faid. Oh, this is no new thing of this man and 
•his followers — One of our inoft able divines 

* ^pld me, that once, out of good nature, he 
^hgad invited him to dine with him : when a 

* djflojute wench entered the room, who, in 

the 
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*^ the beginning, play'd much the h3f!pocrite, but 
^* afterwards grew very free, in fo far, that £hc 
** even kiffed his feet. At firft it was believed, 
^< that this perfbn muft be unknown to him^ 
and fome of our profeflbrs then preient, much 
ftared at finding, that fuch a grand dodor of 
fouls could not know people better. But, to 
their great aftoniihment, they found that he 
and fhe were but too much acquainted to- 
gether. For, be not only excufed her 
with great vehemence, telling them> that 
there was nothing ill in it, but that jbe onfy 
loved} nay, he even maintained that odd po« 
iition, that either this creature immediately 
•* was become a faint, for no other reafon than 
that ihe had applied to him, or (becaufe it 
was impoffible exadly to find out his mean- 
ing) that thefe fooleries of hers were, as it 
were, an adt of thankigiving for certain fpi- 
*< ritual benefadtions received at his hands. 
" How much ftronger may they not have dif- 
<< courfed among tnemfelves about the affair 
" concerning, the adultrefs ? " 

Herewith may be compared what he fays ia 
the fifty-firft fermon held at Zeifly p. 409, and 
which is as follows : " At a time he (the SaviourJ 
is abfbadi:, and converfes with none but his dif^ 
ciples, and confines himfelf fb much, draws fa 
entirely afide, chiefly from all women, that the 
difciples do not think he can fuffer that fbecies, 
and upon feeing one of them talking with him, 
they mink among themfelyes : how now, who

die order of falvation, make laws and abrogate^ 
them, conftitute that to be moral which, is againfl: 
nature, - convert the greateft virtue into the moft 
viliaihous adion, and the moft virtuous thought 
irtlb the moft criminal/' Tothis muft be added, 
diat'ihe party gives out, that all inftitutions in 
Acir fodety are direded by the Saviour, who, 
ts has been juft mentioned, can make virtue to be 
Tice,^and vice to be virtue ; that neither reaibn 
xipr the fcriptures, but the fpirit of the fcriptures, 
which refides in the fociety, is to be made ufe 
of for forming a judgment of what is right or 
wrong ; and that all fpiritual warring againft fin 
is a Theological Charlatanerie (See Sermons at 
T^iftt P* I54-)' -^^ follows therefore ofcourfe,- 
that no brother ought to be fcandalized at what- 
ever is committed in the fociety, and by its la- 
bourers, though he difcovers lies and impoftures, 
or things of a worfe nature.

However, as it is not 
uncommon for men to deceive them- 
felves ; and as Mr. Zinzendorf*s general 
conduft has ever correfponded with the 
above confeffion ; I cannot help taking 
notice of it, and even looking upon 
pride as his leading principle. The fe- 
quel will, I conceive, make it appear to 
a demonflxation, that I am not miftaken 
in my notion of him. A man will fcarce 
chufe to be a fervant, when he can be a 
mafter ; and as Mr. Zinzendorf fet out 
in the world with io ftrong an averfion to 
fervice, as even to difdain a prime mtni" 
fters place y and that too of the greateft 
emperor -y it muft be thought, . that his 
lirft defire was of making himfelf inde- 
pendent. Sovereign power being then 
what he aimed at, he accordingly made 
early application to the pope, not to be- 
come his prime minifier^ but to try (as 
from the fcheme afterwards executed by 
him, plainly appears) whether he might 
not by a fecret plan contrived for that 
purpofe, introduce popedom within pope^ 
dom^ i. e. get a fhare of the fovereign 
pontif 's authority. He had already ftrc- 
nuoufly oppofed fuch of the proteftants 
as made the pope pafs for antichrift; 
which was but a neceffary ftep, both to 
mgratiatQ himfelf with him, and for the 

fake 
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lake of his own honour. To make his 
perlbh the more acceptable, and pave 
Alm&If a way for the executing of his 
ichenfle, he thought it not at all incon- 
fiftent with the religion he pretended to 
profefs, to make a further advance ; by 
writing to the pope in fuch terms, as no 
true proteftant will ever thank him for. 
I have in view a letter, wrote by him to 
pope Benedict XIII. dated at Ure/Hen^ 
June 4, 1728, out of which, as it is al- 
ready in ieveral hands, and has been 
pubUfhed in feveral languages, I fhall 
only quote the following expreflions. 
After having ftiled that pontif Holy Fa-^ 
ther^ he tells him, " That he throws 
himfelf ' at his feet, that he venerates his 
Holinefs, and earneftly employs himfelf,. 
that the true chriftians in the Catholic 
religion, and what are called the fefts, 
may be acquainted with him, venerate 
him, love him, &c.(d} I cannot but 
obferve here, with relpeft to this letter, 
that I have paffed it over in filence, ia 
the Candid Narrative, and only inti- 
mated, that Mr. Zinzendorf would have 
wrote to the popCy bad he known what title

To this purpofe, he propofed to himfelf, 
to get by furprize, from the pope a bull, 
wherein he niight be declared ^ patriarch

come ipfofaBo zn eajiern popiy as the di- 
ftance of the countries, and the danger 
travellers are fubjcd: to, would, from 
time to time, prevent the pope from 
getting exaift intelligence of his condud. 
As letters, teftimonials and recommenda- 
tions in his favour could much forward 
his deiign, he procured, a great ftore of 
Aem from the chriftians in thefe parts, 
and being come to K\>me with them, he 
fo cunningly made ufe of them, and fo 
artfully wrought on the pope's foible, by 
reprefenting to him the advantage that 
would accrue to. the papal chair, by 
granting him a title, which the eajiern 
chriitiahs never before would confent 
that popes fhould beftow in their country, 
that the Holy Father, at length, conde- 
icended, though he delayed expediting 
the bull. Unfortunately for friar Lewis, 
he too foon difcovered what fpirit he 
was led by. For, making hereupon a 
tour through Germany and France^ he 
every where exercifed fuch adls of au- 
thority and ufurpation, that the pope, 
being acquainted therewith by the kinj 
of France, at his return not only refufe^ 
to execute the bull, but turned him out 
of the city of Rome. One would have 
thought, that this would have put an 
end to the whole affair ; but friar Lewis's 
fpirit was. not fo eafily laid. For, with 
me money he had fqueezeii out' of the 

Germans 
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Germans znd French, he bribed fcveral 
Greek bifhops in the iflands of the Arcbi-^ 
pelagm ; and fome Italian bifhops, who 
aflembling together, in fpite of the Pope, 
confecrated him a patriarch of the eaft^ 
and notwithftanding the See of Rome did 
all in its power to feize his perlbn, it was 
all to no purpofe ; Lewisy for a confi- 
derable time, caufed the Pope noiinall 
vexations. 

Whether pope BenediSi XIII. being Mr. Zin^ 
caution'd by me friar's condu6t from giv- ^^^^^ 
ing credit to every pretended zeal for the on to th« 
intereft of his fee, did relifli this fecond ^^^^^ 
Lewis's advances, or what were the con- 
fequences of them, I am unable to de- 
termine. There are indeed fome, who 
pretend, that a fecret intelligence is ftili 
fubfifting between Mr. Zinzendorf and 
that fee, which one would almoft be apt 
to believe from, feveral reafons. For, 
that Ipeech quoted above, relating to the 
particular honours, which, he fays^ are 
paid him by the pope, was printed no 
later than in the year 1745. I likewife 
find, in his writings, that he frequently, 
and in a very unguarded manner, cajoles

As this certificate, on account of the laft claufe, 
could be of no fervice to him, he thought proper 
to infert only a part of it in the appendix to the 
aSfafratum (p. 56), and in one of his writings, be 
ufes this remarkable fhift for coming off, with re- 
ljpe£t to that claufe, viz. that the patriarchs had an- 
Jwered more than they were ajked. But, pray, what 
occafionwas there to fend toConftantinople for a cer- 
tificate of a thing the patriarchs (wAc, as Gradin 
himfelf tells us in the faid appendix^ page 49, had 
beard nothing of the Moravian church Jince the year 
1600) could not know but by what Mr. Gradin told 
them? Confequently they certified nothing from 
what they knew, but what they took upon credit 
from the deputy,- which, in effe£l, is no certificate 
at all, nor can poiHbly anfwer the purpofe it is in- 
tended for. However, it was to ferve him for a 
fhew, becaufe it came from the Greek church. The 
reader will flill niore wonder at the following letter, 
which, with the fame abbreviation it flands in here,

What this letter, which I likewife find in other 
writings of Mr. Zinzendorf is to prove, I am at 2^ 
lofs to guels.

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and contest oariclvM with wondering at 
his furpfkung acutenefs in improving his 
apoftolical talents^ and turning fouls into 
ecdefiaftical traffic and power. But, as 
tKeie realmi are beGome the principal 
theatre of his actions, after he has 
been driven out of di^erent countries, 
where his arbitrary proceedings would 
iK)t be allowed ; I thinks in judging 
him only by what he himfelf confeiTes 
in the above German piece, his fcheme 
nearly afie^s the conilitution of this 
counlryi and cannot be too clofelyin* 
^<Sed* For, if th^a-e was occafion in 
ancient times, to exclaim againft the 
pcpe for thwarting princes in the exer* 
ciie of their power, under the ipecious 
preteskce of its iiing contrary to ecck^ 
Jiaftiiol liberty } he who exadtly copies 
that Jeej /hews himfelf guilty of the 
fame practices. The king^ 'tis known, 
\Sj according to the laws of this country, 
l^Id to be the £>untain of all jurifdjiftion, 
and that aU inferior magiilrates derive 
their commiffion and authority from 
bini;. cdnfequently Mr. Zinzendorf, by 
appointing magiilrates* let them be cal- 
ka by what names he pleafes, exempts 
a great number of perfons, the depen- 
dants of his hierarchy, from fubje<5lion 
to their lawful prince) and by withdraw^ 
ing caufes from^his jurifdidion, adiually

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commands in his territdries (uj. It k 
in itfclf dangerous, as no body .will deny, 
for a foreigner to have an authwitativp 
influence over the fubjeds of any prince^ 
or a power to intermeddle in their affairs ;

nounces is refpedted as decrees^ and has 
the fanftion of a judiciary authority. I 
jhall not dwell upon what is known to 
every body, (viz. that temporal matters 
in fome refpefts arc fpiritual^ being refer- 
rible to fpiritual ends, and in a manner 
allied to religion ; and that he can there- 
fore fpiritualize all matters, and hook in 
whatever he pleafes within the verge of

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rior to that of any prince. His fpiritual 
power is an immediate divine one ; confe-^ 
qucntly irreverfible y which confideration, 
of courfe, muft work powerfully on the 
confcience of fuch as are under his yofte. 
He can promife heaven and threaten bell^' 
whereas princes can only grant temporal 
rewards, and infiiA temporal punishments. 
He rules not only as a fovereign, but as % 
guide, whofe injundtions muft be obeyed 
without examination ; whereas thofe 
made by princes may be inquired into, 
and are only obeyed in fo far as they are 
concordant with God's law. Such being 
the advantages which Mr. Zinzendorf 
has above princes ^ his appointing magi* 
ilrates, and judging caufes, is not only to 
be looked upon as an high encroachment 
on the rights of the crown, but his fpi-- 
ritual power, were it attended with fuc- 
cefs, would befides be in a fair way of 
Twallowing up the temporal. 

What has been faid concerning his 
appointing magiftrates, may likewiie be 
applied to the authority he aiTumes of 
convoking fynods. It is a known truth, 
that no general fynods were held before 
-Conjiantine the Greats the firft chriftian 
emperor, who convoked that of TSlice^ 
•the firft of all general fynods (w). This 
was a right looked upon as belonging fo 
jncontelfibly to the temporal ^ov^tx^ that

faid, Umt the right rf calling gmeral 
emncils (or general fynods) belongs t§ 
princes (y)? Now, if we confider the 
power Mr. Zinzendsrf ufums in this re* 
tpt&i^ we either muu taiie him to be a 
Jkbfi&x (though this word may £)und 
Very harib in his ears) and then it is. too 
great a prefumption for him to claim fuch 
a pow^ over his fellow fubjeifts, in preju^ 
dice to bis fovereigm ^ or, if by virtue of 
the fupreme authority he is invefted with^ 
he preluQies ib far as to be mjiibje£f, it is 
treaftmahle he fhould exercxfe fuch power 
m the territories of another prince. But 
this i$ not alU Th&ic general fymdsy it 
xnuft be ob&rved, are of his own inft^- 
tution^ a$ well as all the reft of that 
ilately fahrick fet up by him.

which, in my c^inion, is an authority that 
cannot be exercifed without eclipfing 
the king's m^efty, and has given occaiion 
to fundry juft clamours here (^), and in 
other countries, in times of popery. In 
fliort, the intereft and fway Mr. Zinzen^ 
aorf has, and conmiunicates to his fub* 
ftitutes, and the power he enjoys, at 
pleafure, to funmion his dependants from 
remote places, and make tnem trot about 
whither he pleaies, evidently appears to 
clafh with royalty; and, whatever he may

The authority and fights of the Eng^ 
Ufk hifhops, who muft fuifer the Herrn^ 
but primates and bi/hopsto make vifitations 
in meir ^iocefes, are undoubtedly there^ 
hf curtailed, for vobis fabtraidtur qucd 
mteriphts quam ratiQ exigit^ prabetur (K). 
7he Jffermhut biihops, by the ipoil diey

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makd iipon them, of courfe will eil-* 
rich thcmfclvesj nay, by their fubtie,.

will foon, if not prevented in time, get 
the ftart of the Engli/h bifhops. For, 
not only fi&aries of all kinds, ( of which 
Mr. Zinzendorf's followers already con- 
fift) will, though not approving of his 
fyftem, unitcunder his banner, for their; 
common intereft, which is pulling down 
the eftablifhed church, as was the 
cafe in the lafl century; but, as it is 
known, that people in general contrail . 
an attachment for the poft they occupy, i 
and imagine, by promoting the credit; 
thereof, they do more for the public 
good than for their own private intereft >^ 
thefe newly eredied primates and bifhops 
of the Herrnbuters cannot, from this 
principle, avoid doing all in their powcFn 
to give a fplendor to their places and' 
dignities, at the expence of the rights of. 
the eftablifhed church. Moreover, if. 
we judge this fedt by what Mr. Zinzen^ 
dorfio boaftingly tells ns, both of him- 
felf and his followers, viz. " that he 
has an immediate call^ and that they alone 
are the congregation of Chrijl ;" muft not 
a m;in immediately appointed by \ God^ bei' 
obeyed preferably to iiich as are appointed* 
only by men ^ Can it be expedled he 
and his followers fhould be remifs in en- 
creafing the number of the children ofGodt 

Muft 
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Muft they not think every hour, every 
minute loft, in which they have not la- 
boured towards extending it, and procur- 
ing frefh advantages ? Surely, if Mr, 
Zinzendorf deems it not enough to em- 
ploy men for enlifting people under his 
colours, ' but creates DeaconeffeSj in order 
to have the more labourers in the Lord's 
vineyard 5 and if he dbres, at the fame 
time he is attacked, publicly and in 
pxint avow his adls of ufurpation, he has 
no, mind to retrench any thing of his, 
plan, though he perhaps may think it 
politic to be more private for the future 
in the execution thereof. — I muft ob- 
viate here a common objeftion, which 
is, that thefe people are too infignificant, 
as that any thing of moment can be ap- 
prehended from them. This opinion, 
which Mr. Zinzendorf ^ with might and 
main, endeavours to confirm people in, 
has proved fatal to many, who have 
found to their coft, that not only fea- 
monfters, but fmall worms growiiM^ to 
the fides and keels of fhips, may deftroy 
them 3 and that what is wanting in the 
mafs and bulk of this fe6t, is made up 
by their cunning and aftivity. Befides, 
their number is not fo very fmall as to be 
unable to undertake things of moment. 
For, upon Mr. Zinzendorf % deputies 
Ibliciting, in 1749, the abovementioned 
a<^^ they owned to the parliament, that 

F twenty-- 
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twenty'tboufand people belonged to their 
fedt (I) 3 wnich number, according to 
what Mr. Zinzendorf two years after ac- 
knowledged («i), has increafed to half 
as much more. And yet, notwithftahding 
this his own acknowledgement, and ma- 
ny other proofs, if any body fhould alk 
him whether he made profelytes, he 
would flatly deny it ; which ought not ta 
be wondered at, as his imaginary ^o^i/' 
intention^ which, according to him, co- 
vers all infincerities, and adtions other- 
wife reproachful, is what he is abundant- 
ly fatisned with. That the reader hini- 
felf may judge I charge him with no- 
thing but the bare truth, I am obliged to 
mention here three refcripts given againfl: 
him abroad, concerning his niaking pro- 
felytes. The prefent king ofPruffiay in 
one, dated June /^^ I743> had declared 
in exprefs terms, that be would not fuffer 
tbe Ilerrnhuters to make profelytes in bis 
dominions 3 yet, notwithftanding this de- 
clardKon, they continued in their practice; 
fo that that prince was obliged in ano^' 
ther refcripty dated OSfoifer 12, 1745, to 
order, " that Count Zinzendorf fhould 
again be enjoined ftriftly to conform to 
the privilege, and forbear, by fhifts and 
evafive interpretations, to draw people

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from their churches, and thereby caufe 
divliions in cities and families; or that 
, clfe the privilege ihould be repealed." 
In ipight of this order, and the peremp-

tual monarch to thofe of the king ; they 
wfcrc even about buildmg a church, a 
thing that had never been allowed theili^ 
but only oratories; (o that the king found 
himielf obliged in a third refcript, dated 
yanuary 12, 1749, to declare, that "he 
ftbiblutely wrould not have this sect in- 
dulged in their fending emiflaries up and 
down the country, much lefs in build- 
ing a church, making profelytes, and 
. thereby leducing people, and difturbing 
. the peace in his dominions [tn)''

given fiveral months before Mr. ZinzendorjTs depu- 
ties obtained the above-mentioned a6l of parliament, 
yet they have beeji bold enough to give out before the 
parliament j that ** their reception, into the king of 
Pr/{^'sdonlinions was not on account of the general 
liberty of confcience he allowed to all people, but on 
account of their orthodoxy." How this agrees with 
the Herrnhuters being called a fe£fj and with the

he, in his reJpeBable documents^ has in-

receiving them, on " account that in Germany they 
had made the greateft part of proteftants run mad 
hj t|ieir devices ; that their religion was founded 
upon political and worldly views; that they Tub-* 
roitted to a pope or church, whom they acknow« 
ledged to be fupreme in temporals, by which the 
coercive power of the civil magiftrate was deftroyed, 
and the penal laws rendered ineffedual j he at length 
infi/ied^ that in cafe they were to be received, they 
fliould be reAratned by a claufe from making con- 
verts."

may fcrvc their ends, how deftitutc Ibcvcr of authc- 
fity.

" When I am^afked about the under- 
takings of the Herrnbuters in this

Their oeconomy, or general dea-, 
conflbip, is employed in what they call 
tbe Savour's cbefi 3 and as this bears a re-: 
femblane to the apojiolic cbamber fo called, 
a new ecclefiaftical ftate, like the Pafri-- 
monium Petri j is likely to be brought 
tpgether thereby."

Flagrant Untruths. 

ST is an unqueftionable fign 
I bf a bad caufe, when a writer, 
I inftead of anfwering to fafts, 
I amufes the reader with un^ 
' expedted narrations of his 
own circumftances, and with events, 
which no body defires to know, nor cai> 
be fuppofed to have an intereft in the 
publication of. As the " Plain cafe of 
" the reprefentatives of the Herrnhuters, 
*• or Moravians," lately publiflied is a 
piece of that nature, and as every fenfible 
reader, after having perufed it, will be 
convinced, that the charges brought by 
me againft Mr. Zineendorf, remain in as 
full force as before ; I might think my- 
felf dirpenfed 'with from taking any further 
notice of its contents j yet as, with a view 
to (lifparage the credit of th^fc charges in 
B 2 the 
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the lump, he with great pains has retailed 
there feveral flagrant untruths and frivo-j 
lous pretences, which being propofed with 
the utmoft degree of confidence, might 
miflead fuch as are not thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his difingenuous way of 
proceeding : I cannot but think it my 
duty, to undeceive the public on thjs 
head ; which I fhall do by fuch fads, 
as will not only inconteftibly prove the 
contrary of what he has aflerted, but like- 
wife caution the reader againft the impQ- 
fitions and illufions his whole fphem© is 
fupported by. 

The firft that occurs to me, confifts in 
an oftentatious pretence, " that books 
had been quoted here for th? proofs 
of the charges brought againft him, 
•' in which ^11 thefe and a thoufand more 
ftand fully anfwered, in fuch a man-» 
ner, as to put to fhame and puzzle fufr 
ficiently, if not filence intirely thofe 
that wrote againft him *." Had this 
affertion the leaft foundation, that is to fay, 
had Mr. Zinzendorf ever fully anfwered 
what has been objedted againft him, 
might it not be aiked, how comes it to 
pafs, that this unipotted, guiltlefs and in- 
nocent " Angel of Philadelphia," as he 
calls himfelf, has been driven out of fo 
many proteftant pountries? This alone

However, as he boldly 
appeals to thefe books, viz. Mr. Span- 
genberg's Apologies ; and, in the Sum- 
mary Inftru6lion quoted above, has again 
i*eferred his dependents thereto ; I wil* 
lingly condefcend to try him in his own 
way, and accordingly fhall lay before the 
reader fbme ipecimens out of thefe pre- 
tended apologies, which, inftead of prov- 
ing what he intends to make the public 
believe, will, I am afraid, rather (hew, 
that he is determined never to aft candid-

Firft Specimen* 

A judicious author, among many other 
well-grounded accufations, brings the fol- 
lowing charge againft Mr. Zinzendorf * : 
The old Gnoftics, fays h^, vrere fen- 
fible, that they were unable to prove, 
by the writings of the apoftles, theii* 
unknown father of Jefus Chrift, (or as 
Mr. Zinzendorf calls him, the originary 
God and grand-father) and that the 
" creation of this vifible world had been 
" made without his knbwledge) which 
*^ count Zinzendorf now accounts for by

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telling us, that at that time he h2t(i 
been in a godly fleep, (See Appendix 
of the Candid Narrative, p. 1 9.) They 
likewife could not make out, from the 
Writings of the apoftles, that their ori- 
ginary God had been unknown to the 
fathers in the Old Teftlmcnt, apd that 
forty times had pajQTed before his name 
had been uttered. As their do^ine 
differed fo iiiuch from that of the 
apoftles, it was needful for theni^ one 
way or other, to extricate themfdvea 
from this dilemma, which they did< 
by putting themfelves above the app-f 
ftles. For, according to Irenaeus *, 
they pretended that the Apoftles had 
been preaching the gofpel before they 
had a perfect knowledge y foroe were 
even fo bold as to brag of themfelves, 
that they were the people that could 
correft the cloftrine of the apoftles ; 
whilft others afferted, that the a,poftles 
had accommodated themfelves to the 
humour of the people. This is ex- 
adlly the count's cafe. His heart telling 
him, that the writings of the apoftles, 
in many reipefts, are againft him, he 
finds himfelf obliged to have fecourfe 
to various artifices, endeavouring, either 
by a new tranflation, to accomma- 
date thefe writings to the doftrine be

the prgudice and derogation of the 
icriptures, fundry eonjeftures and griev-

'* fermon at Zeift, p^ 427. we find the 
•* following words. E^nrXayxfl^^i he (the 
** Saviour^ felt pains in his entrails, cuts 
•* within tiis body, he was afHidted, as it 
^ were, in all the parts of his body, when 
•* he thought on it, that there was one 
•* aniong his apofUes, who was to betray 
** him, and that the other, (viz. apo- 
** ftles) whofe hearts ftill adhered to him^

Who are thefe people, that caufed 
fo much grief to the Saviour ?

" hearts adhered to him. What have 
they done ? Anfvirer, They have play- 
ed falfe tricks, they have made cro^- 
cuts in the cloth, they have fo much 
marred his plan, that, during whole 
church centuries, ecclefiaftical habits 
have been found not to fit the people ;

*^ as coming from men, but from God. 
*^ It is not to be wondered, if fuch as 
** the count can make to believe what

ftead of that of falfe tricks (which he very 
well might have left alone, had his in- 
tention been no other than to foeak of

red by the apoftlcs, and continued to be 
fp till Mr. Zinzendorf made his appear- 
ance, and " put himfelf, like the Gno- 
*^ ftics, above the apoftles ?" Laftly, 
where is his anfwer to what is likewife 
ajledged againfi; him from his own words, 
to^. that " the fault of the ecclefiaftical 
" habits not fitting the greateft part of 
the people, was properly not ow-* 
ing to dicmfelves, but to the apo- 
" ftles," who from the very firft day of 
the gofpel, which certainly was not that 
of Peter s forfwearing himfelf) had al- 
ready wrong cut the cloth (or marred 
Chrift's plan ?) All thefe points of mo- 
ment, which not only (hew Mr. Zinzen- 

dorf's 







ilorTs derogatory opinion of the ^w**^- 
tares, and that he only admits theni 
where they are not againft him, but like-*^ 
wife prove him fometimes guilty of blaf- 
phemous interpretations of them, have^ 
with great care, been left out in this art-

Second Specimen. 

It having been objefted to Mr. Zin-^ 
zendorf (by what author I cannot find, 
nor doth he, according to his cuftom^ 
intimate him) that " the merits of Chrift 
" confift in the efFufion of his blood, 
" and not in the blood itfelf,'* he an- 
fwers tliereto in the following inimitable 
manner. * " This is a poor piece of work 
for us.

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lick of it. I would not mind all th^ 
divines ; . I would leave them ox and 
goats blood to lick as much as they 
pleaied.. It is a wicked thing, that 
finning maggots prefume to criticife on 
' 4iGir God and Creator's true corps and 
matil^n^ blood, as if the reality, eflen- 
tiality, '' and nature of the blood was a 
problem ; as if it was not fo great a 
grace, that a man with his moutli 
fliould dig himfelf into the earth, did 
a little drop of blood aftually touch 
him. Was a little drop but to fall on 
my heart, I (hould think myfelf holy 
as long as I lived. I fhould think the 
devil would fly from me a thouiand 
miles on perceiving but a little drop 
of Jefus's blood upon me. If a di- 
vine gainfajd me in this, I Ihould, ac- 
cording to my natural humour, cer- 
tainly, firft of all, with my foot 
knock a couple of teeth out of his 
mouth, before I fhould anfwer him; 
that would be the properefl anfwer he 
deferved. I would treat as a mofl ab- 
ject dog, a man, who in my prefence 
fhould dare to fpeak fuch blafphemous 
words, and being a Lujtheran divine, 
fhould doubt what the material blood 
of the Saviour could do or not do.

Fourth Specimen. 

Sundry complaints have been made^ 
both in Europe and America againft the 
chiefs of the Herrnhuters taking upon 
them to deprive parents of their natural 
right over their children.

Fifth Specimen. 

Notice has been taken by feveral au- 
thors, that the Herrnhuters, neither have 
*' the dod:rine nor the difcipline of the an- 
" cient Moravians," and mat, under the 
colour of a church difcipline, particularly 
contrived by Mr. Zinzendorf, he takes 
the civil power out of the hands of the 
government. In order to prove this, 
the author of the " Hiftorical Account of 
" the brethren at Herrnhaag" has not 
only reported feveral fadts, but likewife 
the confeffion of fbme of the chiefs 
among them ; who publicly avowed, that 
they knew nothing of an ecclefiaftical 
difcipline, whereof fo much talk was 
made in the world ; but that their difci-

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plinc only regarded civil matters*. How 
weighty foever this charge is, we muft 
be content with the following anfwer. 

Mr. Spangenberg, in his Query, hav- 
ing ftated me cafe to Mr. Zinzendorf 
thus:

*^ ibnant to the meaning and example ef 
" the old Bohemian breti^rcn's church ?**

^* haag*' (to which may be added ati 
edidt publifhed againft them by the go- 
vcrmncnt of Budingen, Feb, 124 1750) 
charges them With unfair dealings in that 
country ; where, inftead of introducing 
manufaSiories as they h^ promifed, and 
which had been the chief motive of the 
grant given them, they, during the twelve 
years they had been there, never had ful- 
filled this engagement, nor thofe othef 
conditions ftipulated by them. 

Let us hear Mr. Zinzendorf s anfwcf 
to this. 

Mr. Spangenberg's Query is as follows** 

*' An author fays, the brethren never 
•* have fulfilled the conditions ftipulated 
•* by them at their reception in the 
** county of Budingen, as appears by the 
** cdiA publifhed againft them ; where* 
** fore he asks, how this, agrees with 
** chfiftian, nay, even natural fince- 
" rity ?" 

Mr. Zinzendorf hereupon anfwers thus t 

The beft anfwer to this is, Nefutor 
ultra crepidam. (A cobler fhould not go 
beyond his laft) — Surely, this is a moft 
expeditious way of coming off, though

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not the politeft in the world, nor the 
faireft one. 

The reader will find by thefe fpeci- 
mens, that what Mr. Zinzendorf calls 
Anfwers, confift either- in a fubtle way, 
contrived between him and Mr. Spangen- 
berg, of ftating matters in fuch a man-- 
ner as to leave the moft material points 
unanAvered, or what he abirfively calls 
Aniwers contain nothing but his ultima 
ratio-, or have not the leaft relation to' 
the accufadons brought againft him, or 
<:onfift in a difdainfui behaviour to thofe 
who call upon him for a diredt anfwer. I 
could quote many more of the fame kind, 
were there any neceflity for it ; befides 
a great number of weighty charges 
brought againft him, which have not been 
io much as mentioned in thefe apologies. 
By thife artful method of not quoting the 
adverfaries, and defignedly omitting their 
words, with the contents of the charges^ 
in the fame order they have been brought 
againft him ; Mr. Zinzendorf keeps up 
among his people an appearance of hav- 
ing fufficiently anfwered all that has been 
objefted againft him. Prepofleffed with 
an high opinion of him, they are ever 
ready to acquit him upon his bare word, 
without reading his adverfaries writings, 
which he has made them believe to be 
Counter Bibles -, calling thofe that write 

them 
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them Satan's apoftles *. A frefli proof 
this, that his fcheme is a clofe imitation 
of popery. For, befides that it is a di- 
ilinguifhing principle of that religion, to 
aiFedt a dorqinioi) over the confciences of 
men, and make them blindly ftick to its 
own did:ates -, its genuine fpirit confifts 
in an unwearied refolution of perfecuting 
fuch as differ from its fentiments -, brand- 
ing them with reproach and infamy, 
whenever it has it not in its power to 
hurt them any other way. Upon the 
whole, as a man who publicly defends 
himfelf.Js, as it were, injlatu confefftonis i 
Muft not every unprejudiced reader look 
with indignation on Mr. Zinzendorf s de- 
vices, and conlid^r that artful way of 
apologizing, contrived between him and 
Mr. Spangenberg, in the fame light, as 
that of two men, who, having a defign 
upon a third, talk together in a coUulive 
manner, and that with a vievv of cafting 
duft in his eyes, and drawing him un- 
warily into their fnares ? And now let 
the reader judge for himfelf, what he is 
to make of that fulfome pretence, men- 
tioned above, viz. that Mr. Zinzendorf 
** has fully anfwered fuch charges as 
" have been brought againft him," and 
of his other affertion, by which he, 
with a matchlefs aiTurance, tells tha

I proceed now to another untrath, pub^ 
liilied by Mr. ^^nzendorf in the above 
pamphlet. It wa$ cortsunly his.int^eft 
to try, whether by a bold pretence c^ 
having fully aniwercd all charges, and by 
putting thofe writings that have been 
^ubliihed here againft him on a level 
with licentious hbels and blafphemoud 
pamphlets, to try, I fay, whether h^ 
plight not be able to divert Ae reader 
from paying attention to what is contain^ 
ed in them. How much he thereby ha$ 
impofed upon the public, the preceding 
article will fhew beyond^ contradidtion. 
It feems however, that, notwithftanding 
the uncommon aflurance, in which h^ 
has advanced this falfe aflertion, he him- 
felf did defpond of its meeting with much 
credit from the reader; wherefore, in 
prder to prejudice him ftill more againit

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aU that has been written abroad agalnfl 
him, he has taken upon him to ft^ma- 
tizc the aujthors wijdbi. dxe names of

kicking and braying aiTes, and, &at

were nevJer afcrihed to the perfons 
whofe names they horty but to under- 
^^ lings, hired by coofidecable antago- 
*^ nifts to fiiiite with the tongue, as Je- 
^ remiah called it*." I muft own, that 
i»4ien I read thefe wocds, I, at ^ft, rwas 
much aAonifhed at his remarkable con£^ 
<lence ; however I foon ceafcd to wonder 
at it u|)on 'recolle<9ing the following j)afr 
fage from Mr. Stinftra's Paftoral Letter 
againfl: Fanatidfm i|-, in which tht Zin- 
zcndorfian £:heme is painted in very 
lively colours. " As that obligation, ikys 
he, which morality lays upon us, to 
fpeak the truth, is little minded by 
** fanaticks, if fo be, that in fomc manr^ 
ner they fcruple to ad: againft it, they 
eafily employ craftinefs and artifices^ 
whenever they appear to favour their 
views. They flick at nothing, pro- 
vided it may be ferviceable to their 
*' end. Nay, if this intereft, which 
they call the caufe of God, re- 
quires it, they fall to forging of falfr

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^* hoods and lies. No cheat, no impo^ 
*^ fture is too heinous for them, when- 
*^ ever they can cover it with the facred 
** vail of religion ; and it ferves them to 
" deceive a credulous multitude.** Far 
be it fr6m me however, to retort upon 
him thofe foul names he has beftowed on 
men, among whom are perfons of the 
firft rank, as will inmiediately appear. 
Thefe arc the arms of impotent and weak 
women, when they fail of their aim ; 
truth and reafon iland in no need of 
them. Yet as his fole drift in charafteri- 
zing the authors that have wrote againft 
him, in the manner he has done, is to 
induce people to look upon the produ<Sti- 
ens themfelves as of fo very infigniiicant 
a nature as not to deferve to be minded ; 
it is fit I ihould deted: this his artifice in 
a particular manner. 

And firft of all, I call upon hifn here; 
in the face of God and the world, to an- 
fwer, whether Abbot Mofheim, now chan- 
cellor of the univerfity of Gottingen, who 
is known to have declared his judgment 
concerning the Zinzendorfian ie<ft*, did 
himfelf write this teftimony, or whether, 
as Mr. Zinzendorf fays, feme underling, 
hired for that purpofe, did it in his 
name ?

let rae afk, Mr, 2^inzendorf, whether thq 
performance that carries his nan^e before?

Fourthly, Let hitn anfwer, whether 
Dr. Benzelius, the prefent archbifhop of 
Upfal, who, though not a German, is

Thefe four are proteftant prelates of die 
firfl: rank abroad, that have appeared a^ 
gaihft Mr. Zinzendorf. To thefe may be 
added other authors, whofe duty calling 
upon them to undertake the difagreeable- 
tirfk of laying before the public Mr. Zin- 
zcndorf s fdieme and vaft defigns, have, 
not from avague hear&y, hut from his own 
witings and the depofitions of creditable 
people that had left his fe6t, teilified a- 
gainft him, viz. Dr. Frefenius, Dr. 
Carp^ov, Dr. Frocreifen, Dr. Hoffman, 
Dr. Benner, Dr. Walch, Dr. Halbauer, 
Dr. Baun[igarten, Dr. Lange, Dr. Rolle, 
Dr. Kromayer, Mr. Winkler, Mr. Be- 
cherer, Mr. Grofs, Mr. Mehrling, Mr. 
Fabricius, Mr. Mofer, Mr. Steinbart, Mr. 
Volk, Mr. Kulenkamp, Mr. Vanden 
Honcrt, Mr. Schinmayer, ficc. &c. di- 
vines and lay gentlemen of known repu- 
tation. Now, unlefs Mr. Zinzendorf can 
Ihew, that all mankind are to look upon 
his alTertions in the fame light his depen- 
dants do, /. e. as including proofs where-

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of on unprejudiced perfbn cannot dilco^er 
the leaA trace, it is incai^ibent on him to 
make it ^pear li^ undeniable eyidence, 
by ikch evidence as ike natnre of the cal^ 
requires, that die fatd productions, thouglit 
betring the names of the authors, ai^ not 
aicribed to them in Germany, but fup« 
pofcd to be wrot?e by underfinge, hired m 
order to fmke with the tongue as Jere^ 
miah csUs it ; >or if he fulls fliort in this 
arduous tsyflc, as he certaiiily will ; Wfed 
can he blame for oonfidering tJiefe ad- 
vances as an additional proof of his forg- 
ing faifehoods, to ferve his own ends ?

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tre of an infignificant nature. Now, as 
nothing can be n^ore falfe than this fur- 
mife, it is incumbent on me to fhew the 
contrary, and I (hall here put the thing 
beyond conteft, by inferring abftradls of 
thofe feveral cdiOs and declarations that 
have been publifhed againft him and his 
fed in almoft all proteftant countries.

— Now as count 2ia- 
asendorf, who properly is the author of all 
the& diibrders, notwithftatuling the many 
admonkkxi&hUherto made him, continues 
his unwarrantable proceedings, fo that 
any amendment of his obdurate mind 
Cannot be expcfted, and as there are ra- 
ther very, good grounds to apprehend, that 
fhould he any further be permitted to 
keep his abode in our dominions, whe- 
ther it be allowed him publicly or only 
connivendo, he always would be an hin- 
dcrance to die total extirpation of the re- 
ligious dtilurbances we intend to bring 
dbottt : we arc refolved tiiat count Zin- 
2cndorf hence forward, and from die 
day notification thereof is given him, ihall 
intirely quit our dominions, and we ch-^gc 
you, to fee this our order executed, &c.

HER Imperial Majefty's general go- 
vernment of the dutchy of Livonia- 
having, by the proceedings of the Herrn- 
huter8 in this dutchy, difcove^ed many 
fteps taken by them in church matters, 
Ivhich are prejudicial even to the civil ftate : 
it is hereby ordered. That for the future, 
no lodgings be given to emiflaries from 
Herrnhut or other places that have con- 
nedtion with it, v^hether they call them- 
felves teachers, or pafs under the name of 
handy-craft men ) but they are, in pcrfbn, 
to be made appeaf before the government,* 
tvhich, according as it (hall find them, 
immediately is to have them turned dut 
of the country.

ture n;ay be printed, Ihall not be fufFered 
in our dominions. — -And though it has 
been enadted in our faid ordinance, that 
ijobody ihall be hinder'd from having his 
private deyotiop at home with his family! 
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and fuch friends as may come to him ; 
jet this ou|ht not to be underftood to im« 
ply, that mereby leave is g^ven to hold 
conventicles with fuch as follow dieHerm- 
hut, or fo called Moravian Brethrens, or 
other fanatical errors ; the magiftrates at 
each place being hereby enjoyned not ta 
fufier fuch conventicles, which we earneft- 
hr forbid — We therefore require them to 
fee this ordinance ffa-i<ftly executed, and 
that nobody may plead ignorance, they 
ihall make proclamation thereof in the 
ufual manner, and have it read from the 
pulpits. Given at our palace at Hanover, 
November 22, 1748, in the tw;enty fe-f 
co;id year of our reign.

ALTHOUGH we believe, that a^ 
mong the clergy of thefe dutchies, 
none will be found lo little inquifitive a- 
bout what pafles in the church, as not 
to have an idea of thofe Moravian Brethrcfl 
fo called, or rather Herrnhuters and Zin- 
zendorfians, who for feveral years p^ 
have caufed much mifchief, and occafion- 
ed many deplorable broils and difturban-* 
ces ; yet we neverthelefs, do not think it 
fuperfluous, to this our ordinance, which 
we find ourfelves obliged to ena6t againft 
them, to premife a fhort fketch copcem- 
irig that feft. — Their doctrines not only 
intirely deviate from what is taught us in 
the holy fcriptures, chiefly with refpeiSt 
to the articles concerning the Trinity, the 
natural depravation of man, the order of 
falvation confifting in repentance and faith, 
the rio^ht ufe of the means of grace ; but 
their pra<aice likewife is of fuch a nature, 
^s \Q |n|lav? tfoc confcie.nccs, more than 
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ever has been done in popery ; order and 
iUtiqns in life are confounded ; they, un- 
^dfer-the cover of the name of God and 
<!3irift> commit the greateft impoftures and 
-wickedneflesj chiejly with their lot; and 
we cannot but.apprenend, upon very good 
"grounds, that part pf this fedl may gra- 
dually fall into thofe abominations, which 
in former times were detefted in Butler's 
gang *. As a country, wherein this fed: 
nefts, lofes its happinefs and tranquillity, 
^d as many fouls, who otherwife are well 
clifpofed,' by the wickednefs and devices 
pf thefe people, are in danger of lofin^ 
their falvation ; it is incuhibent on a goi- 
vernment carefully to make ufe of the 
'power with which God has intruftcd it, 
in preventing this impious feft from en- 
tering its dominions^ or in cafe it fhould 
already have crept into them, timely tp

vereigh:. — And whereas experience, du- 
ring thefe twelve years poft, has (hewri, 
diat none of thefe prbmifed manufafto- 
ries, the chief motive of their reception^ 
has been eftablifhed ; further, that the 
:pcople, which had been: recdved, not 
only were foon fent away, and at pleafure 
others brought in their place, but thefe 
again as often changed according to the 
bad views of their leaders-. — Moreover, 
that they artfully have introduced fuch a 
church difcipline, as is againft the nature

thought proper to defer for fome time the 
execution of his intention. Now, we be- 
ing fully convinced that their fyftem is of 
dangerous confequence, thought ourfelves 
in duty bound to reftrain fuch evils, by 
which church and ftate fuffer. For which 
purpofe we did require of you, that at the 
feme time, you was to do us homage, 
you fhould vow by the Almighty God, 
that by your church-difcipline, you do not 
intend, nor for the future would intend, 
to be fubjedt to count Zinzendorf, or any 
other perfon or perfons appointed by him. 
But you having declared, that it would 
be againft your confcience to renounce 
him. — And We not being willing to forcd 
a burden upon your confcience, yet at the 
fame time, hot permitting, that under the 
pretence of a liberty of confcience ; a doc- 
trine contrary to the holy fcripture fhould 
be openly propagated, and our fubjeits be 
dependent on a particular church-gover- 
nor. We therefore, by virtue of our fo- 
Vereignty, order you quietly to depart our 
dominions, for which we allow you the 
term of three years, that you in that time, 
may feek out for other fettlements, and 
that fuch as have lands or houfes, may 
fell them to people againft whom no ob- 
edtion lies.*— ^ But if anv man or woman, 
that bears no office among you, is willing 
to renounce the Herrnhut difcipline and

the Calvinift or Lutheran church, or even

Hifbed religion ; to thefe perfons we grant 
our proteffion, with an undiftutbed liber- 
ty of confcience, and promife to defpnd 
them againft their former leaders. We 
^erefore dired: all, efpecially thofe who 
l^ear offices among you, not to hinder any 
who is willing to fecede from their fana- 
'tical community, nor diilurb, impofe, fend 
away, or offer any violence or infult to 
'Aofe perfons on pdn of fevcre profccu- 
tion, &c. 

Note, I am obliged to take notice, that 
Mr. Zinzendorf has produced before par- 
liament, ( fee Appendix to the Afta Fra- 
trum, page 43.) a teftimony given Jan. i, 
.1743, in ^vour of his party, then at 
Herrhhaag, by the fovereign of Budingen; 
which, among other things, is grounded 
on a Refponfum of the Theological Faculty 
in the Univerfity of Tubingen, given in 
the year 1733. Without enlarging in this 
•place on that re^nfum, which had been 

" revoked in 1 747, near two years before 
Mr. Zinzendorf petitioned the parliament 
for an acft of fettlement ; I only refer the 

.reader to the Candid Narrative, where, in 
the Abftra(3: of the Hiftorical Account of

and the following), with what eyes the

— We likewife renew 
the ordinance made Jan. 12, 1726, a- 
gainft private conventicles, enjoining the 
fifcals to have a ftridt eye, that no fuch 
conventicles, under what pretence fo- 
ever, be fufFered. The Hcrrnhut fed 
being famous, in fuch places where thay 
have had an opportunity of nefting, for 
having drawn fums of money out of the 
country for inriching the Saviour's cheft, 
or bank fo called -, it is our will, that 
vigilance be ufed in this refpedt, and 
whenever fuch coUedtions are perceived, 
notice thereof be given to the governors 
of each place, to whom we now like- 
wife are fending our orders concerning 
this matter, &c.

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Note, Here the reader will be pleafed 
to add, from the Appendix of the Candid 
Narrative, the laft Relponforial Letters of 
the Theological Faculty in the Univerfity 
of Tubingen, given May 8, 1747. con- 
cerning which I am obliged to make the 
following fliort obfervation. Whoever 
will give himfelf the trouble of infpefting 
the Appendix to the A6ta Fratrum (p. 22.) 
among other teftimonials produced there, 
(and which have been given to Mr, Zin 
25endorf in foreign countries at times when 
his dodlrine and pradtice were not yet dif- 
covered), will find there a writing of the 
fame faculty in favour of Herrnhut, dated 
in 1733. whereof Mr. Zinzendorf has 
had the addrefs to avail himfelf fo much, 
as to impofe upon many people, who were 
ignorant of his real fcheme ; which like- 
wife has been the cafe in this country. 
Now as the divines of that faculty, upon 
narrowly examining Mr* ZinzendorPs 
undertaking, have found themfelves ob- 
liged, in a public manner, to revoke that 
writing by a fubfequent one, viz. the a- 
bove Refponforial Letters given in 1747, 
almoft two years before he petitioned the

Let the candid reader now fum tip thci 
ivholc of the ctidencei I have here col- 
leded together concerning the erroneous 
dodiirines arid \/iricked pra&ces laid to the 
charge of Mr. Zinzendorf by crown'd 
heads^ princes, and refpe£lable bodies of' 
men, dnd let him then decide, whether

As a propofai of iiiis kihfl} iii alt 
likelihood, may make impreiiion on many, 
who being fincere them&lves, furmife no 
infincerity on his part ; I think it : highly 
neceffary to difcover the ihake that is hid- 
den here, and to (hew that die whole is 
one of his old traps new baited, for catch* 
ing the unwary.

Prelate 
Bengel, whom I have quoted above, andT 
who, by former writings that had palled 
betv^reen him and that fol^ teacher^ as 
he calls him, had an cpportunity of find^ 
ing out his by-ways, having, at length> 
been compelled by the Herrnhuters them- 
felves, (as has been faid above), to publifh 
his Anttnadverfions on that ied, (fuinted 
but fo late as in I75i.) gives the follow- 
ing remarkable cautioii to the public with

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nion o^ prelate Bengers, may be ciwn- 
pared that of the univerfity of Oottirigti>

And Conrad 
Weifer, Efq; a jufticc of peace in j^enfyl- 
vania, formerly a great friend of his, and 
of whom he has produced a certificate 
before the parliament, dated in 1743, 
( when this gendeman had not yet found 
him out) attefts pretty near the fame in 
1747* " Count Zinzendorf, feys he *, \ 
** minds neither human nor divine laws^ . 
" whatever is done for the ferviccJ of his 
•• congregation he looks upon to be right, 
** though untruths are committed/* 

Thefe are opinions and certificates ^c^ 
gentlemen of undoubted integrity, wha 
lave examined his way of proceedifngy 
and been converfant with him; frdittil 
which it may be learnt, what fitiCetity 
can be expefted in his anfwers. But veith^ 
out refting folely on them, let us proceed 
to fadts, which will be ftill a ftrongef 
confirmation of what has been faid. I 
have obferved above, that Mr. Zinzendorf 
in 1 740, fent on* Arvid Gradin t6 Con-i 
ftantinq)le, for getting a certificate from 
the Greek churcn, and that the patriarchs

atteiting this, had anfweri^d more than 
they were aiked. But, how comes it to 
pafs, that this very paper is iigned by. 
none but by the fame Arvid Gradin, whom 
IVlr.:. Zinzennorf fent to Cqnftantinoplci 
a perfon furely, of doubtful credit, and 
who has. been banifhed the kingdom of 
Swed^Uj where, he intended to introduce 
lyir. Zinwndorf s new popery ? As the 
Patriarchs were quite unacquainted with

thine but what they were told by him ? 
Befides, had not this Arvid Gradin, at 
Mr, Zinzendorfs conimand, niade the 
patriarchs believe, that he and his fedt 
were of their religion, why were they not 
defired by him to atteft the contrary ? a 
thing which thpy could not have refufed, 
it being of fo great a moment.

Qf obtaining it, ordered his deputy to give 
his fe<ft out to be of the Greek church ^ 
and to his mortification, it fell out, that 
the patriarchs w6re honeft men, unwilling 
to mince the matter according to Mr^. 
Zinzendorfs expectation, but attefled ail 
^at was told them ; by which their cert- 
ificate became ufelefs to him. However 
it is £> faf of ufe to us, that it proves him 
to be always ready, whenever his intcrcfl: 
requires it, to acconunodate himfclf to 
,the perfuafions of fuch he has to deal 
with, to anCwer as they like it, and that 
his true tenets can only be learnt from 
his public writings. 

We have inftances of his having a(3;ed 
in the like manner in this country. Withr 
put recapitulating the infincerkies made 
ufe of by him before an honourable parr 
liament, partly by concealing pujb^c docu- 
ments, pardy by producing fuch as do not 
concern him at all or had becyi revoked 
long ago ; I ihall only defire that the re^ 
.der would iniped, in the Appendix to the 
A<3:a Fratrum ^, a certificate given him 
by his late grace the archbi£bbp of Can^ 
terbury, and he will ^i^d t^ere» that that 
prelate afiirms, tl^Lt ti^ Herrnhuters or 
JMhra^vifitis fujiained m doSrines, repugn 
nantrto the thirty-nine^ articles ff tk(

Whoever will give hinifelf the trouble 
of comparing a pamphlet, itttitled the 
Ordinarf^ Remarks^^ &c. with another^^ 
which bears the title of, Difcotdrfes on the 
jiu^sbur-g Qmfeffiony both publi^ed jpEng^ 
iifh in yj^S'iy will ftill be more convinced, 
that it is tj^e fame tp Mr. Zinzendqrf to a^ 
firm aoddany the very identical thing, wben^ 
pver his conyenipmce will have it fo. For, 
ia the firft, it is^ pofitively faid *, t^at thoje 
fMnd^lom- Sfymns J hfld quoted in the

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Candid Narrative ^ bad not fi nmb » 
keen feen by him. Yet in the latter 
book ^3 publiihed but a few months b^^ 
fore, he deemed thofe very Hymns, which

been fpen by him, to be abfohtefy Jcrip^ 
turaU and Jiich as Jpeak agaiii^ tbem^ 
worthy of havtng their tongues plucked 
mt and hands chopped offy not to men- 
tion other fai^s, fet forth in the Sdemn 
Call, by which I have made it appear in 
an unanfwerable manner, that he himfbtf* 
has publifhed thefe Hymns with a pre- 
face, i\ing them, quoted pafTages out of 
them, and recited ^em from the pulpit. 

It is needles to produce any more ra£te 
i(x fupporting wh^t I have advanced, via.

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PIamCife,kc. wliereof the contrary izught 
fftfily be made appear from his own wri« 
ting8. I K^nftoe however omit taking no* 
tice of one article more, by which he, 
tnd &e prmcipab of hia ftA, have aflert-- 
ed with the utmoft degree of confidence^ 
titat tkty have bed m iejirt of hindering 
vbat vsas fuUi/hed again/l them in this 
country ♦. It happens unluckily for Mr^ 
Zmzendorf^ that there are but too many 
proofs tp the contrary at hand, which, 
without a comment on them , will 
Ihew,- that he not only is far from being 
indtfierent about what is publiihed here 
agffinft him and his fed, but likewife diat 
he endeavours by various contrivances, 
himfelf and by his emiflarics (or his con-- 
verts do it of themfelves and from their 
own fpirit) to obftrudt thefe writings. 

For proving this, I am, firft of all, to

ttt'his houfe in Sheer-'Lane^ Temple-Bar. 

Now let every body judge for himfelf, 
"whether fteps of this nature do not evi^ 
dently ftiew juft the contrary of what 
the leaders of the Herrnhuters would 
make the public believe, viz. that they 
have had no defire of hindering what was

of the law, they could not be punifhable 
for it, on account of its not being wrotem 
The fecond is, that it being difficult to fix 
on any one perfon or perfbnsl a letter dif- 
patch'd in fo cunning a manner, the rea«<- 
der is defked to make his own judgment 
thpreupon 5 it not being my intention tp 
fix this fcurrilous piece on any ooe perfon 
whatfoever ^s the author of it. However 
I would have th$ reader call to^nund thoSf 
unquefHonable fafts reported above^ by 
which the leaders of the party have (hewn, 
that they flick at nothing, howcriminal

and all the reft of our enemies. But we 
fhall foon make him fly this country, of 
he fhall meet with a fate which he fearer 
expeds, &c.
